supporting and further expanding the system, until its full 
expansion of 225 stations in the City. Hubway will gener- 
ate revenue through user subscriptions, daily user fees, 
advertising fees, and other revenue. 

Hubway is currently beginning its third year of opera- 
tions. Since its launch in July 2011, Hubway has been 
fully funded by sponsorships, donations, grants, and user 
fees to support its creation and operation. The City will 
begin to receive revenue from the first year of Hubway 
operations and from advertising fees in 2013. These rev- 
enues will be reinvested into the system to allow Hubway 
to remain self-sustaining (use revenue to pay the costs and 
expense of operating the system) and to allow the City to 
fully expand it to an anticipated 225 stations at locations 
throughout the City. 

Any excess revenue generated after Hubway achieves 
full expansion will be deposited to the general fund of the 
City of Boston.

WHEREAS: Cable television first became available in 
the United States in 1948, with subscription services be- 
ginning in the following year, 1949; and 

WHEREAS: The Comcast Corporation, based in Phil- 
adelphia, Pennsylvania, is the largest cable operator, one 
of the biggest mass media, home Internet service provid- 
er, and third largest home telephone service provider in 
the United States, providing cable television, broadband 
filternet, telephone service and in some areas home secu- 
rity (including burglar alarms, surveillance cameras, fire 
alarm systems and home automation) to both residential 
and commercial customers in 40 states and the District of 
Columbia; and 

WHEREAS: The top two largest cable companies 
by number of subscribers, as of September 2012, were 
Comcast with about 22 million subscribers and Time 
Warner Cable with 12.3 million subscribers; and 

WHEREAS: Some states, such as Massachusetts, reg- 
ulate cable television on a comprehensive basis through 
a state commission or advisory board established for the 
sole purpose of cable television regulation. In Alaska, 
Connecticut, Delaware, New Jersey. Rhode Island, and 
Vermont, the agencies are state public utility commis- 
sions. In other areas of the country, cable is regulated by 
local governments such as a city cable commission, city 
council, town council, or a board of supervisors. These 
regulatory entities are called local franchising authorities 
(LFA); and 

WHEREAS: LFAs may review any increases in ba- 
sic service tier rates to verify that they accurately reflect 
increases in the cable company’s programming or other 
costs that cable operators are allowed to pass through to 
customers; and 

WHEREAS: The Mayor’s Office of Cable Commu- 
nications monitors cable television franchises with both 
Comcast and RCN-BecoComm; reports and mediates 
consumer issues regarding cable television service, per- 
formance, rates, and construction; funds and collaborates 
with the Boston Community Access & Programming 
Foundation, (BNN- TV) which programs community ac- 
cess television on Comeast Channels 9 & 23 and RCNs 
Channels 15 & 99; and certifies eligible telecommunica- 
tions providers to do business with the city of Boston un- 
der the city’s Office of Telecommunications policy; and 

WHEREAS: The rates charged for basic cable service 
are legally regulated by the LF As. The rates charged for 
other cable programming and services, such as expanded 
cable channel packages, premium movie channels and 
pay-per-view sports events are regulated by cable TV pro- 
viders; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the

WHEREAS: The U.S. Department of Veterans’ Af- 
fairs (USDVA) says on any given day, as many as 250,000 
veterans (male and female) are living on the streets or in 
shelters and that roughly 57 percent of all homeless veter- 
ans are African American or Hispanic; and 

WHEREAS: One recent study, Health Care for Home- 
less Veterans Programs, indicates that African Americans 
are over four times more likely that other veterans to be 
homeless; and 

WHEREAS: African Americans bave been more like- 
ly than whites to be over diagnosed with psychosis and 
under diagnosed with affective, or anxiety disorders; to 
receive inpatient or emergency care rather than sched- 
uled outpatient care to be involuntarily committed; to 
receive excessive medication, especially anti-psychotic 
medications; to be place in seclusion and restraints; to 
leave treatment against medical advice; to be referred to 
the least desirable dispositions; not to receive substance 
abuse treatment when treatment is needed; and to be in- 
carcerated with substance abuse problems; and 

WHEREAS: The Veterans Administration has es- 
tablished a new Secretariat level, 15-member Advisory 
Committee on Homeless Veterans and Ralph Cooper, a 
long-time, local advocate in aiding homeless veterans, is 
a committee member; and 

WHEREAS: Black Veterans for Social Justice, Inc., a 
non-profit, community-based organization in Brooklyn, 
New York, has served men and women veterans, their 
families and members of the Community for the past 
23 years, in the areas of social readjustment, housing, 
employment, compensation, disability, substance abuse, 
medical treatment, Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, family 
intervention, prison counseling, relocation into the com- 
munity, and legal advocacy; and 

WHEREAS: The Veterans Benefit Clearinghouse 
Inc., in Boston specifically targets the homeless veteran 
population whose demographics are: 85 percent African 
American, 10 percent Caucasian, and 5 percent Hispanic. 
Services available to program participants include case 
management and counseling, employment training and 
placement, pre-vocational training, emergency services - 
food pantry, rental assistance, utilities assistance, housing 


(SRO) and housing placement (section 8) ~ and health 
education; and 

WHEREAS: Boston City Councillor Charles C. Yanc- 
ey sponsored a resolution urging the National Black Cau- 
cus of Local Elected Officials to support a national study 
to detennine the cause of homelessness among Afiican 
American veterans; and 

WHEREAS: THOUSANDS and thousands of soldiers 
who risked their lives for our country will wander the 
streets for food and sleep in the gutters tonight; Therefore 
be it 

ORDERED: That the appropriate Committee of the 
Boston City Council convenes a public hearing to discus 
homelessness among African American veterans; and Be 
it Further 

ORDERED: That representatives from the Veterans

ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 12-13 
(PAID PARENTAL LEAVE) (DOCKET NO. 0182) 


COUNCILORS YANCEY, PRESSLEY AND

lows” 

Chapter 12 is hereby amended by adding CBC 12-13A 
as follows: 


12-13A.1 Definitions. 


Unless specifically indicated olherwise, the definitions 
contained in CBC 12-13.1 shall apply and control these 
sections. Parent shall have lhe same defurition contained 
in CBC 12-13.1 but these sections shall apply only to a 
Parent ‘Who is employed by the City of Boston and en- 
titled to the employment benefits of the City of Boston. 


12-13A.2 Legislative Intent 


These sections are intended to enhance the rights of 
Parents employed by the City of Boston and entitled to 
the employment benefits provided by the City of Bos- 
ton; specifically, these sections are intended to enhance 
tb.e rights under CBC 12-13 (“Parental School Leave”). 
Parents of the school-aged pupil(.’!) in kindergarten and 
grades one (1) to twelve (12), inclusive may take the op- 
portunity to spend up to twenty-one hours (21) per school 
calendar year for school visits if the Parent, prior to taking 
time off pursuant to these sections, gives clear and reason- 
able notice to the Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the 
Parent’s planned absence. 


12-13A.3 Operation of Section. 


The City of Boston shall not discharge nor in any way 
discriminate against a Parent of a Pupil in kindergarten 
or grades one (1) to twelve (12), inclusive, for taking of- 
fup to twenty-one (21) hours pursuant to these sections 
in each school calendar year for school visits regarding 
the Pupil, if the Parent, prior to taking time off pursuant 
to these sections, gives clear and reasonable notice to the 
Parent’s appropriate supervisor of the Parent’s planned 
absence. A Parent that is an employee of the City of 
Boston shall not be required to use existing vacation time, 
personal leave time, or compensatory- time for purposes 
of this planned absence but shall be paid the parent’s nor- 
mal rate of pay from the City of Boston for each qualified 
hour of absence. The Parent, if requested by the Parent’s 
appropriate supervisor within the City of Boston, shall 
provide docmnentation from the Pupil’s school as proof 
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that the Parent visited the Pupil’s school on a specific date 
and at a particular time. For purposes of this subsection, 
“documentation” shall mean whatever written verification 
of a parental visit the Pupil’s school deems appropriate 
and reasonable. 

A parent who is discharged, demoted. Threatened, sus- 
pended, or in any other manner discriminated against in 
terms and conditions of employment by the City of Bos- 
ton because the parent has taken qualified time off pur- 
suant to these sections shall be immediately entitled to 
reinstatement and reimbursement of lost wages and work 
benefits resulting fi?om such discharge, demotion, threat, 
suspension, or other related discrimination. Ifthe City of 
Boston willfully refuses to rehire, reinstate, or otherwise 
restore a Parent who has been determined to be eligible 
for rehiring, reinstatement, or other restoration by a griev- 
ance procedure, arbitration, or hearing authorized by law, 
may be subject to a civil penalty in an amount equal to 
five (5) times the amount of the Parent’s lost wages and 
work benefits derived from the Parent’s employment by 
the City of Boston. 

Nothing in these sections shall be construed to prevent 
a Parent from using vacation time, personal leave time, 
or compensatory- time to visit the Parent’s Pupil’s school 
once the Parent has exhausted the twenty-one (21) hours 
provided herein.

AND UNEMPLOYMENT IN CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 0183) 


Councilors YANCEY, PRESSLEY, O’MALLEY and 
JACKSON offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Poverty and unemployment are often 
viewed as being a cause of crime,’ educational under- 
achievement, and poor health; and 

WHEREAS: The federal government classifies an in- 
dividual with an annual income of $10,830 or less as im- 
poverished, or a family of three with an annual income of 
$18,310 or lesus impoverished; and 

WHEREAS: Based on federal standards, 19.6 percent 
of Boston individuals are living in poverty, and 15.4 per- 
cent of Boston families are living in poverty; and 

WHEREAS: Half of Boston’s white households in 
2009 had incomes of $63,980 or less; half of Boston ‘s 
Asian households had incomes of $36,670 or less; half 
of Boston’s black households had incomes of $33,420 or 
less; and half of Boston’s Latino households had incomes 
of $$28,793 or less; and 

WHEREAS: Unemployment and underemployment 
are major causes of poverty; and 

WHEREAS: The American Community Survey ofthe 
US Census Deparlment in 2008 cited unemployment in 
Boston among all races for those 16 and older at 75 per- 
cent; among whites at 4.9 percent (14,824); among Asians 
at 8 percent (3,424); among Latinos at 10 percent (7,169); 
and among blacks at 13.2 percent (14,363); and 

WHEREAS: Boston is rated as one of the ten most ex- 
pensive cities in the United States: The median price of 
a condominium in downtown Boston or in surrounding 
communities is $537,000 (7.4% higher than in the first 
quarter of 2012); one bedroom micro apartments (350 
10450 square feet) are being rented to YOlmg profes- 
sionals for two thousand ($2000) a month in the Seaport 
District; and one bedroom apartments are renting for a 
minimum of one thousand ($1000) a month in Boston’s 
poorest neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS: The continuous rise of real estate prices 
in Boston is drastically diminishing economic diversity 
among Boston’s households; and 

WHEREAS: Mayor Menino’s proposal for building 
30,000 new writs in Boston by 2020 includes only 5,000 
units viewed as affordable by those Boston households 
with an income of the city’s 2013 median income of 
$75,000 or less a year; and 

WHEREAS: The city, state, and business communities 


should have policies designed to promote the health and 
welfare of the people. of the cities and staies in which 
they are located; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council be requested to invite representatives 
of the Mayor’s office, ABCD, the Economic Development 
Industrial Corporations, the Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, the state Office of Workforce Development, 
and the Associated Industries of Massachusetts to discuss 
development of strategies to bring full employment to 
Boston; and Be further ordered 

ORDERED: That representatives of the Boston Police 
Depanment, Boston Public Schools, Boston Public Health 
Commission, as well as the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts’ Executive Offices of Public Safety, Education, 
and Health and Human Services be invited to discuss the 
relationship of poverty and unemployment to crime, edu-

ORDINANCE CALLING FOR MANDATORY USE 
OF GPS TECHNOLOGY ON ALL EMERGENCY VE- 
HICLES OPERATING IN CITY ON BOSTON (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0185) 


Councilors YANCEY and MURPHY offered the fol- 
jowing: 


WHEREAS: Global Positioning System (GPS) tech- 
nology is used by many police, fire and emergency medi- 
cal services throughout the world to determine which 
emergency vehicles are nearest to emergencies and to 
identify the shortest routes to destinations; and 

WHEREAS: Early response time for the delivery of 
cardio pulmonary resuscitation (CPR) and defibrillation 
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(external electric shock) is imperative for survival of a 
cardiac arrest victim whose brain cells and heart muscles 
will begin to die after four to six minutes without a pulse 
or respiration; and 

WHEREAS: The likelihood of successful resuscitation 
decreases by approximately ten percent with each minute 
following the onset of sudden cardiac arrest; thus, the sur- 
vival rate of a cardiac arrest victim drops to virtually zero 
if defibrillation is delayed for more than ten minutes; and 

WHEREAS: The London Ambulance Service reduced 
its response time by a critical two minutes after imple- 
menting GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: The American Heart Association esti- 
mates that as many as 100,000 deaths could be prevented 
each year through early response time; and 

WHEREAS: Minnesota; Southeast Michigan; Denver, 
Colorado; and Palm Beach County, Florida have imple- 
mented GPS technology; and 

WHEREAS: Boston EMS has GPS Technology avail- 
able but only uses it during certain events; and 

WHEREAS: The use of GPS technology by Emergen- 
cy Medical Services in the City of Boston would provide 
faster response time and save lives and reduce disabilities 
from injuries and insure that all residents in the City of 
Boston receive rapid medical response whenever they en- 
counter an emergency; Therefore 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 

CBC Chapter XI is hereby amended by appending the 
following: - 


11-11 USE OF GPS TECHNOLOGY FOR EMER- 
GENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


11-11.1 Definitions 


When used in this section the following term shall 
unless the context clearly requires otherwise, have the 
following meaning: 


Emergency vehicle means any vehicle that responds to 
911 emergency calls in the City of Boston. It does include 
any vehicles owned or operated by the Commonwealth. 


CAD system means the City of Boston’s Computer 
Aided Dispatch system. 


11-11.2 Employment of GPS Navigational System in 
Emergenc:y Vehicles: 


All emergency vehicles operating in the City of Boston 
shall employ a modem global positioning system naviga- 
tional computer to identify ilie shortest route to 911 emer- 
gency call destinations. 


11-11.3 Enforcement 

Any City of Boston Department subject to the provi- 
sions of this section shall be re~’Ponsible for ensuring 
that the department’s contracting activities comply with 
the requirement’i of this section 


11-11.4 Severability 

If any provision of these sections or the application of 
these sections to any person or circumstauce shall be held 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the validity 
of the remainder of these sections and the applicability of 
such sections to other persons or circwnstances shall not 
be affected thereby. 


11-10.5 Effective Date: This ordinance, being the ex- 
ercise of a power specifically delegated to the City legis- 
lative body, is not subject to referendwn, and shall take 
effect 12 months after passage and publication of an ap- 
proved summary thereof consisting of the title.

WHEREAS: Several cities. inchJding Baltimore, 
Houston, New York City, Alameda County in California,

WHEREAS: Healing Our Land’s recommending that 
cities expand discussion of HIV prevention on an ongoing 
basis, among local elected officials and the community at 
large on the importance ofHIV prevention and interven- 
tion initiatives; and 

WHEREAS: Healing Our Lan.d’s recommendations 
include increased resources to provide culturally and lin- 
guistically sensitive prevention services for at-risk and 
HIV -infected persons, and to evaluate the effectiveness 
of these prevention services; and 

WHEREAS: Recommendations also require cities’ 
health departments to fund prevention activities that spe- 
cifically target mv negative at-risk populations. in addi- 
tion to funding activities to reduce secondary infection; 
and 

WHEREAS: Healing Our Land also urges cities to 
provide funding for the integration of HIV prevention 
education in plimary care settings as wen as in grades 
k-12, employing programs that are’ age appropriate and 
culturally and linguistically sensitive; and 

WHEREAS: Recommendations require city health de- 
parlments, medical providers and institutions to become 
more effective in identifying HIV -infected individuals, 
enrolling them in care. and integrating prevention educa- 
tion as part of’their ongoing care and expand access to 
health screening services that will promote early diagno- 
sis and entry into care for E1Y infection; and 

WHEREAS: Afiican Americans make up 13 percent of 
the U.S population but they make up 70 percent of those 
infected. according to the Centers for Disease Control and 
PreventkID; and 

WHEREAS: The Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health states African American women in Massachusetts 
have the fastest growing infection rates, being 39 times 
more likely (and Latino women 19 times more likely) to 
become infected; Be It Therefore 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council in. meeting 
assembled, declare a State, of Emergency with a plan of 
action with respect to the HIV/AIDS Epidemic in Com- 
munities in Color in the City of Boston; and Be it Further 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council, in meeting 
assembled. discusses implementation of the recommen- 
dations such as faith-based counseling and a testing pilot 
with Boston Public Health Commission and the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Health; Be It Further 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council, in meeting 
assembled, also discusses implementation of the Boston 
Area Client Assistance and Referral System, a commis- 
sion with comprehensive representation and a line item in 
the City budget for coalition initiatives.

WHEREAS: Sickle cell disease is an inherited disor- 
der that affects hemoglobin, the molecule in red blood 
cells that delivers oxygen to cells throughout the body. 
Signs and symptoms of sickle cell djsease usually begin 
in early childhood. Characteristic features of sickle cell 
disease include anemia, repeated infections and periodic 
episodes of pain; and 

WHEREAS: According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC), sickle cell disease affects 
millions of people throughout the world and is the most 
coinmon inherited blood disorder in the United States. 
The CDC estimates that sickle cell disease affects 90,000 
to 100,000 Americans and occurs in about lout of every 
500 African-American births and 1 out of every 36,000 
Hispanic-American births; and 

WHEREAS: Sickle cell disease is a maj or public 
health concern as the life expectancy of persons with 
sickle cell disease is reduced because patients suffer pro- 
gressive tissue and organ damage and are prone to bacte- 
rial infections; and 

WHEREAS: In the United States, babies are screened 
for sickle cell disease at birth allowing for early treat- 
ment; however, significant gaps remain in continuing care 
for children and adults affected by the disease; and 

WHEREAS: Many area hospitals ofter programs and 
treatment protocols for patients affected by sickle cell 
disease, including Brigham and Women’s Hospital, Bos- 
ton Medical Center, Dana-Farber Cancer Center and Tufts 
Medical Center; and 

WHEREAS: It is imperative that the City of Boston 
ensure that sickle cell patients receive services and treat- 
ments from birth to adulthood including preventive care, 
education, ongoing counseling programs and access to 
communication networks to improve the quality of life 
for sickle cell patients; NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing 
to examine the resources and services that are available 
to individuals suffering from sickle cell disease. Repre- 
sentatives from the Boston Public Health Commission, 
the state Department of Public Health, the Boston Public 
School Department, Brigham and Women’s Clinic-The 
Joint Center for Sickle Cell and Thelassemic Disorders, 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Children’s Hospital, 
Boston Medical Center and the Greater Boston Sickle 
Cell Disease Association and other interested parties shall 
be invited to attend.

ORDER FOR A HEARING REGARDING VEOLIA 
TRANSPORTATIONS LABOR PRACTICES IN 
THE CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0188)

WHEREAS: Veolia Transportation, before assuming 
management of Boston Public Schools’ transportation 
system on July 1, 2013, signed an agreement that it would 
honor the union’s ClllTent contract and would operate un- 
der all tenus and conditions; and 

WHEREAS: The United Steelworkers Local 8751/ 
Boston School Bus Drivers Union, since Veolia took 
over, have flied in excess of 75 individual and class action 
grievances against Veolia Transportation in violation of 
the school bus driver’s contract, which represents over 35 
years of collective bargaining progress in wages, benefits, 
working conditions, and drivers’ rights while on the job; 
and 

WHEREAS: The Boston School Bus Drivers are hard 
working women and men, the overwhelming majority of 
whom are from Boston’s communities of color, and they 
have a decades-long and proud record of providing safe, 
professional, on-time service to the students and parents 
of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: USW 87.51 has a well-eamed reputation 
for solidarity and activism with the educational commu- 
nity of Boston, along with the Black Educators’ Alliance 


ofMassachusetts and the Work 4 Quality Fight for Equity 
coalition. With these allies, Local 8751 founded and plays 
a leading role in the Coalition for Equal Quality Educa- 
tion, an organization that for years has advocated for the 
rights of our children, fighting to defend desegregation. 
and against school closings and privatization; and 

WHEREAS: USW Local 8751 bas provided Labor 
Solidarity in Action for workers throughout the city, the 
region, and in fact throughout the globe, from the Verizon 
telephone workers, to Colombian, Venezuelan and Hai- 
tian wions, to the NYC school bus workers, to workers 
in West Bengal, India. The charges currently filed against 
Local 8751’s leaders by Veolia Transportation speclfically 
seek to punish the .5 for their solidarity actions; and 

WHEREAS: School bus drivers, on October 8, 2013, 
engaged in a protected Unfair Labor Practices activity 
protest and refused to drive until Veolia Transportation 
agreed to meet to discuss the company’s failure to adhere 
to the collective bargaining agreement they signed on 
June 18, 2013; and 

WHEREAS: Veolia Transportation, in response to the 
job action, ordered drivers and Boston City Councilor 
Charles C. Yancey off the property under threat of arrest

WHEREAS: Police officers in many cities, including 
New York;, Chicago, and Los Angeles, are required to 
wear vests while on duty; and 

WHEREAS: While this policy has encouraged Boston 
Police Officer to wear bullet-proof vests, thereby saving 
many of their lives, use of the vests remains optional for 
most officers.; and 

WHEREAS: Boston Police Officers who have been on 
the job for more than one (1) year are not required to wear 
the department-issued vests. while on duty but may opt to 
do so voluntarily; and 

WHEREAS; Many Boston Police Officers choose not 
to wear bullet-proof vests despite the knowledge that the 
vest could save their lives; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston Police Academy currently 
displays the bullet-proof vest that saved the life of Johna- 
thon Stratton; and 

WHEREAS: According to news reports, on March 7, 
2002, Boston Police Officer Roberta Pulido made a life- 
saving choice by option to wear a bullet-proof vest that 
intercepted a close-range gunshot to the stomach from a 
suspected car thief; and 

WHEREAS: It is essential for the City of Boston to 
take every reasonable step to protect the lives of Boston 
Police Officers and the public; Therefore, 


11-1.8 REQUIREMENT TO WEAR  BULLET-

With 
these objectives in mind, the city should use its best ef- 
forts to ensure that business enterprises owned by women 
and people of color have an equitable opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the procurement system; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is committed to en- 
sure that business enterprises owned by women and peo- 
ple of color are utilized by the City of Boston to a more 
substantial and equitable extent. 

NOW, THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 

Chapter IV of the City of Boston Municipal Code is 
hereby amended by inserting at the end of section 4-43 
the following: 


When awarding contracts for services, the City of Bos- 
ton Departments, Authorities, Agencies, and any Depart- 


ment or Agency acting on behalf of another (“Awarding 
Authorities”) shall implement an annual goal of twenty 
five percent (25%) of the total contract dollar value of all 
city contracts shall be awarded to certified business enter- 
prises owned by people of color; and an annual goal often 
percent (10%) of the total contract dollar value of all city 
contracts shall be awarded to certified business enterpris- 
es owned by women as defined pursuant to section 4-4.2.

DESIGNATED AS BIOSAFETY LEVEL 4 (BSL 
4) (DOCKET NO. 0227)

WHEREAS: Boston University Medical Center has 
submitted a proposal to the U.S. National Institutes of 
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Health for $1.6 billion in federal funding over the next 
two decades to build a bio-terrorism defense research 
facility on Albany Street in the South End ofthe City of 
Boston; and 

WHEREAS: The proposed network of laboratories 
will be designated to function and research at Biosafety 
Level 4 (BSL 4), a level of security designed for research 
on the most dangerous and exotic categories of disease 
causing organisms; and 

WHEREAS: Disease-causing organisms used in BSL 
4 laboratories include viruses such as Ebola, Marburg, 
Lassa, Machupo, Smallpox, and several other terms of vi- 
ruses that cause Hemorrhagic Fever, some of which have 
no known cure; and 

WHEREAS: These disease-causing organisms may be 
used as agents in weapons of biological warfare and have 
been termed by President George W. Bush as Weapons of 
Mass Destruction (WMD); and 

WHEREAS: There are four Bio-safety Level 4 facili- 
ties in the United States; none of which are located in con- 
centrated urban areas; and Each of these facilities is under 
full military protection and control to prevent attack on 
the facility or the stealing of such agents, as occurred 
at the defense laboratory in Detrick, Maryland, where a 
scientist stole anthrax that he then mailed in September 
2001; and 

WHEREAS: Analysis of modeling systems at the 
United States Army and the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency indicate a ten- to twenty-mile downwind 
dispersion radius in the case of an accidental or inten- 
tional release of biological agents contained at the Boston 
University facility; and 

WHEREAS: There are at least four ways for the bio- 
logical agents to be released: 


(i) An accident during the transportation of the biologi- 
cal agents to the site; 


(ii) A breakdown in security as occurred in December 
2002 at an infectious disease laboratory at Plum Island, 
New York, where a three-hour total power failure unden- 
nined the containment system of the biological agents; 


(iii) An infection of workers as occurred at the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta where two workers died in 
2001 after being exposed to strains of meningitis bacteria 
that was the subject of their research; and 


(iv) An intentional release of the biological agents as 
occurred with the September 2001 release ofthe anthrax 
strain or through attack. 

WHEREAS: The protection of the health and safety 
of the residents and visitors ofthe City of Boston and the 
surrounding region is more important than the economic 
development stimulus that could potentially result from 
Boston University receipt of the grant. THEREFORE

Rules of the Boston City Council 
Municipal Years 2014-2015 


General Rules 
Meeting Time 


Rule 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the city 
council shall be on Wednesdays at twelve o’clock noon 
in the Christopher A. Iannella council chamber, One City 
Hall Square, Sth Floor, Boston, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the council president. Special meetings may be 
called at the council president’s discretion, upon a forty- 
eight (48) hour notice from the time the notices are mailed 
or dispatched by special messenger to the clerk and mem- 
bers of the council, or relayed to each councilor’s office in 
compliance with the open meeting law. Special meetings 
of the council may be called by the council president upon 
less than forty-eight (48) hours notice in the case of an 
emergency, in compliance with the open meeting law, and 
with the consent of two-thirds (2/3) of all members. A roll 
call vote will be taken at the beginning of a meeting called 
on less than forty-eight (48) hours notice to re-affirm that 
two-thirds (2/3) agreement to hold the special meeting. 


Quorum 


Rule 2. A quorum of the council shall consist of seven 
(7) members and any member may call for a roll call on 
the question of the presence of a quorum. If at any time, 
any meeting is called to order, or if during a meeting, a 
roll call shows less than a quorum, the presiding officer 
shall call a recess of not more than ten (10) minutes, after 


which time, if a quorum is not present, the meeting may 
be adjourned by the presiding officer. 


Presiding Officer 


Rule 3. The council president shall serve as presiding 
officer and shall assume the chair at the hour set by the 
previous adjournment, call the members to order after a 
roll call showing a quorum present, and proceed with the 
regular order of business. The council president shall se- 
lect a president pro tempore to act in his or her absence 
and serve as vice chair of the committee of the whole. 
In the event of the absence of both the council president 
and the president pro tempore, the senior member by age 
shall preside. The term of the City Council President shall 
be two (2) years, co-terminus with the term of the City 
Council. A member, after serving a term as President, 
may again serve as President after two (2) years have 
passed. 


Appealing a Decision of the Chair 


Rule 4. The presiding officer may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, and shall decide 
all questions of order, subject to an appeal from the deci- 
sion of the chair, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. The question shall 
be put as follows: 


“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” 


The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a majority of the votes is to the 
contrary. 


Matters Properly Before Council 


Rule 5. No motion or proposition of a subject differ- 
ent from the one under consideration shall be admitted 
under the color of an amendment. Any motion, order, or 
resolution which has been previously debated and acted 
upon in the current municipal year, or which conflicts 
with the city charter, federal, or state constitution or with 
rules prescribed by existing city ordinance, federal law 
or state law, or which in the opinion of the presiding of- 
ficer does not have a direct bearing on the business of the 
council shall be referred to the committee of the whole, 
and shall not be further considered by the council except 
upon report by that committee. The decision of the chair 
may be appealed, but no appeal shall be considered unless 
properly seconded. No other business except a motion to 
adjourn or to lie on the table shall be in order until the 
question on appeal has been decided. Prior to the vote, the 
proponent of the motion, order or resolution shall have 
three (3) minutes to explain the issue and the need for the 
City Council to take action on the matter. Afterward, a 
recess of no more than two (2) minutes shall be called so 
that those members who share the opposite view, should 
they choose to, shall have the opportunity to select one of 
its members to speak for no more than two (2) minutes on 
the opposing view. After the debate, a vote on the matter 
shall be taken. The question shall be put as follows: 


“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment 
of the council?” 


The vote shall be by a roll call, and it shall be decided 
in the affirmative unless a two-thirds (2/3) majority of all 
the members of the council is to the contrary. 

The committee of the whole may report that any mo- 
tion, order, or resolution, so referred to it, is out of order 
for the reasons contained in Rule 5, and its report shall be 
a final disposition of the matter, subject to an appeal. The 
same provisions as those governing appeals from rulings 
of the presiding officer shall govern such appeal. 
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Recess 


Rule 6. The presiding officer may at any time, during 
debate or otherwise, declare a recess for not more than 
twenty (20) minutes, unless the presiding officer declares 
that the council will return to public session at a time cer- 
tain. Such action shall not be subject to appeal, nor shall 
any motions apply thereto. 


Propounding Motions 


Rule 7. The presiding officer shall propound all mo- 
tions in the order in which they are moved unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, provided 
that in naming sums and fixing time, the largest sum and 
longest term shall be put first. 


Deciding Questions 


Rule 8. Subject to the provisions of these rules, the pre- 
siding officer, without debate, shall decide all questions 
relating to priority of business. 


Dividing a Question 


Rule 9. The presiding officer, at the request of any 
member, shall make a division of a question when the 
sense will admit of it. 


Doubting the Vote 


Rule 10. The presiding officer shall declare all votes. 
If any member doubts a vote, the presiding officer shall 
cause the vote to be taken by a roll call. 


Vacating the Chair 


Rule 11. When the presiding officer wants to vacate the 
chair, he or she shall call on the president pro tempore to 
take the chair. In the absence of the president pro tempore, 
any member can be asked to assume the chair. The presid- 
ing officer may resume the chair at will. 


Agenda 


Rule 12. Any message, ordinance, resolution, vote, or 
other measure submitted for consideration by the council 
shall be filed with the clerk electronically with one (1) 
hard copy delivered to the clerk’s office by ten o’clock 
AM two (2) days preceding the council meeting. The 
clerk shall publish the agenda online no later than forty- 
eight (48) hours prior to the council meeting. With the 
exception of consent agenda items, all new councilor- 
sponsored filings shall be submitted by no more than two 
councilors. Other councilors may sign on to the legisla- 
tion during the scheduled council meeting. Such submis- 
sion is a prerequisite to any item’s consideration at such 
meeting. 

One copy of any order, ordinance, resolution or com- 
mittee report (including consent agenda items, but not 
reports of the committee of the whole voted during a 
recess of a council meeting), provided that Rule 35 has 
been complied with in the case of reports of the commit- 
tee chair, submitted by a councilor shall also be delivered 
to the clerk’s office by ten o’clock AM two (2) days pre- 
ceding the Council meeting. 


Duties of the Clerk 


Rule 13. It shall be the duty of the clerk, acting as clerk 
and parliamentarian of the council, to prepare and cause 
to be printed for each meeting a listing of all matters 
submitted for consideration to the council, including the 
minutes of the previous meeting, in accordance with Rule 
12; such listing shall be known as the agenda, and it shall 
be divided into two sections, the latter of which shall be 
known as the consent agenda. 

The agenda shall include a section on “Matters Recent- 
ly Heard - For Possible Action”, which shall be a list of all 


actionable matters scheduled for public hearing between 
9:00AM Monday and the beginning of the meeting that 
could reasonably be called for action at the meeting that 
week. Items not acted upon at that week’s meeting will 
not be included in the minutes of the meeting and remain 
in committee for action at a later time through the regu- 
lar committee report process. Committee chairs wanting 
to take action on matters included in this portion of the 
agenda shall call for the item during that portion of the 
meeting and ask for action and present a committee chair 
report recommending action at the meeting. The commit- 
tee report will be entered into the record of the meeting. 
The agenda shall include a list of all pending council mat- 
ters, such listing being also known as the “green sheets.” 
The green sheets shall include a list of all thirty (30) and 
sixty (60) day orders, matters assigned for further action, 
matters on the table, unanswered 17F orders, home rule 
petitions not responded to by the mayor, and a listing of 
all matters currently assigned to committees. Said matters 
shall be listed in accordance with the order of business 
as described in Rule 17. Said agenda shall be delivered 
to the city messenger and it shall be the duty of the city 
messenger to compile the agenda, all matters listed on 
said agenda, the legislative calendar, and any other docu- 
ments appropriate to the scheduled meeting. Such com- 
pilation shall be known as “the packet”, and it shall be 
promptly delivered to the office of each council member 
and individuals or organizations identified by the council 
president. If for any reason “the packet” is not ready for 
distribution by noon two (2) days preceding the council 
meeting, the office of each council member shall be noti- 
fied of such delay by the city messenger. 

It shall be the duty of the clerk to post the agenda and 
the documents corresponding to the specific docket num- 
bers listed on the agenda on the city’s web page no later 
two business days (forty-eight (48) hours) preceding the 
scheduled meeting. Revised or amended dockets and late 
file matters shall be posted with the minutes within 48 
hours of the conclusion of the meeting. 


Corrections as to Form 


Rule 14. The clerk with the assistance of the corpora- 
tion counsel if necessary, may make changes to correct 
the form of an ordinance once passed, but prior to its 
presentation to the mayor, provided however that its sub- 
stance is not affected. 


Items of the Same Matter 


Rule 15. In the event that resolutions or orders concern- 
ing the same or similar subjects are filed with the clerk 
for consideration by the council, the clerk shall cause to 
have entered on the agenda only that resolution or order 
which was first filed and the name of the sponsor(s) to the 
similar resolution or order shall be added as a sponsor- 
ing member to the resolution or order which is placed on 
the agenda. Such action, however, shall not preclude any 
member from offering an amendment to the resolution or 
order. 


Removal from the Consent Agenda 


Rule 16. Resolutions of condolences and congratu- 
lations filed in accordance with Rule 37 shall be listed 
upon the consent agenda. Any member of the council may 
object to the clerk upon such a filing. The matter being 
objected to shall be removed from the consent agenda and 
placed on the agenda of the regular council business. No 
such resolution shall bear the name of any councilor not 
indicating consent to sponsorship. 

All matters contained on the consent agenda shall be 
read as one and the question of adoption and passage of 
all said matters shall be by a single motion. The question 
shall be put as follows: 

“The question now comes on approval of the various 
matters contained within the consent agenda.” 

Order of Business and Debate 
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Rule 17. At every regular meeting of the council, the 
order of business shall be as follows:

Approval of Minutes 

Communications from the mayor. 

Petitions, memorials, and remonstrances. 
Reports of public officers and others 
Reports of committees and committee chairs. 
Matters recently heard - for possible action. 
Motions, orders, and resolutions.

11. Consent agenda.

Motions and Orders 


Rule 18. When a question is under debate, the follow- 
ing motions shall be entertained and shall have -prece- 
dence in the order in which they are arranged: 


To adjourn. 

To lay on the table. 

To move the previous question. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To postpone to a day certain. 

To commit. 

To amend. 

To postpone indefinitely.

Strike and Insert 


Rule 19. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 

At the call of the president, motion(s) to amend shall 
be reduced to writing and copies given to members. Three 
copies shall be given to the clerk. 


Adjourn 

Rule 20. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at any 
time except on an immediate repetition or pending a veri- 
fication of a vote; and that motion, the motion to lie on the 
table, the motion to take from the table, and the motion 
for the previous question shall be decided without debate. 


Remanding Matters to the Mayor 

Rule 21. Any order, ordinance, resolution, vote, or 
other measure submitted by the mayor shall be rejected 
without prejudice, unless when it is filed with the clerk, 
it bears the certificate of the corporation counsel that, if 
adopted or passed in the form submitted by the mayor, 
it will be in accordance with the law. The council, at the 
discretion of the president, may remand a response from 
the mayor to a Section 17F request, if in the determina- 
tion of the president the response does not comply with 
the request. A subsequent response shall be due within 
seven (7) days. 


Withdrawal of Motions 


Rule 22. After the presiding officer has put a motion 
on the floor, the presiding officer may withdraw it on the 
request of the sponsor, providing no objection. 


Committee Assignment and Action 


Rule 23. When a petition, order, or resolution relates 
to a subject that may properly be examined and reported 
upon by an existing committee of the council, such peti- 
tion, order, or resolution, upon presentation, shall be re- 
ferred to such committee by the president in consultation 
with the clerk. Any member offering a motion, order, or 
resolution referred to a committee may request that the 
chair of the committee set, within thirty days, a mutually 
agreeable date for a hearing. No hearing may be sched- 
uled . or conducted without the consent and the presence 


of the chair or his or her designee. 
Calling of Matters in Committee 


Rule 24. Within sixty (60) days after a matter is re- 
ferred to a committee, it shall not be voted upon without 
the consent of the committee chair. 

If after sixty (60) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by nine (9) members of the council. 

If after ninety (90) days after a matter is referred to a 
committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it may be called 
by seven (7) members of the council. 

If after one hundred twenty (120) days after a matter is 
referred to a committee (unless referred under Rule 5), it 
may be called by five (5) members of the council. 

As a part of the council meeting agenda, committee 
chairs may issue formal reports on dockets referred to 
his or her committee. When the meeting moves to the 
docket(s) that are the subject of the committee chair re- 
port, the clerk will read the docket( s) and the presiding 
officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the report of the committee chair 
is accepted and the docket(s) is (are) properly before the 
body.” 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 

From time to time, the committee chair may issue an 
interim report to provide to the members information re- 
ceived regarding the topic or the status of a docket. This 
interim committee report does not recommend a final 
disposition of the docket, but provides information. The 
report will be treated as a communication from the com- 
mittee chair and added to the record. The docket remains 
in the assigned committee until final disposition. 

The chair of a committee may call a docket out of his 
or her committee at any time and ask that a vote be taken 
on a matter (“calling from the green sheets”), provided 
that when such a call is made and before the discussion of 
the item, the presiding officer will state: 

“Absent objection, the motion of the committee chair 
is accepted and the docket(s) is (are) properly before the 
body.” 

If there is an objection, the clerk will conduct a roll 
call vote of the committee members to ascertain that a 
majority of the committee members support the call of the 
committee chair to remove the docket from committee for 
discussion and action by the full council. 


Matters Placed on File at Year End 


Rule 25. The clerk shall place on file any council-spon- 
sored matter remaining in committee at the conclusion of 
the last meeting of the calendar year, including matters 
introduced and not voted upon at the last meeting of the 
calendar year. Sixty (60) day orders and mayoral filings 
shall be exempt from this rule. Items awaiting mayoral 
action, including unanswered 17F orders and Home Rule 
Petitions, that are more than two weeks old at the end of 
the municipal year will be removed from the green sheets. 


Voting 


Rule 26. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be “Resolved” for everything expressing opin- 
ions, principles, facts, or purposes. 


Summons of Members 


Rule 27. Upon request for a roll call vote, the presiding 
officer shall hold open the calling for a period of no lon- 
ger than five (5) minutes during which time the city mes- 
senger shall summon all members who are absent from 
the Iannella Council Chamber. The clerk shall call the 
names of the members in alphabetical order without in- 
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terruption. Each member shall respond to his or her name 
when called by the clerk. No member shall be recorded 
after the name of the next member has been called in the 
prescribed manner, except by unanimous consent of all 
members present. 


Majority Vote 


Rule 28. Every member present when a question is put, 
unless he or she is excluded by interest, shall vote in the 
affirmative or negative or shall respond, “present,” unless 
the council has for special reason excused that member 
from voting. Unless otherwise provided, seven (7) mem- 
bers of the council shall constitute a majority vote at a 
meeting of the council. For a hearing of the council, a 
majority of members present and voting shall constitute 
a majority. 


Absence of Sponsoring Member 


Rule 29. In the event that the sponsoring member of 
any order, resolution, or other matter, except the contents 
of the consent agenda, is not present when the clerk reads 
the matter, the presiding officer shall instruct the clerk to 
withdraw the matter from consideration at that meeting. 
The clerk will automatically re-file the document as a part 
of the regular agenda for the next council meeting. 


Reconsideration 


Rule 30. Once a vote or action has been taken, any 
member may only move reconsideration of the vote at the 
same meeting. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall occupy 
more than five minutes. On a vote upon any subsidiary or 
incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten minutes, 
and no member shall occupy more than two minutes. 

Limits on Reconsideration 

Rule 31. When a motion to reconsider has been de- 
cided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any reconsid- 
eration be had upon the following motions: 


If To adjourn. 

2s The previous question. 

5: To lay on the table. 

4. To take from the table. 

2 To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in ei- 
ther case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Two-Thirds Majority Required and Second Readings 


Rule 32. All orders releasing rights, easements, or re- 
strictions on land, all orders for the sale of land, all appro- 
priations for the purchase of land, all loans, voted by the 
council shall require a vote of two-thirds (2/3) of all mem- 
bers of the council, and shall be passed only after two 
separate readings and by two separate votes, the second 
of said readings and votes to be had not less than fourteen 
(14) days after the first, except in cases in which a shorter 
period is authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order 
for any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and votes as was required for the pas- 
sage of the original order. All matters failing to receive a 
two-thirds (2/3) affirmative vote on the first vote shall be 
deemed to have been rejected without prejudice and re- 
moved from further consideration, unless reconsideration 
of the initial vote prevails. 


Adoption of Matters on Day Introduced 


Rule 33. No ordinance, substitution of an ordinance, 
order, or resolution may be adopted at the meeting at 
which it is submitted. This rule may only be suspended 
with unanimous consent. This rule applies only to mat- 
ters not previously filed for council consideration and 
assigned to committee, and any related amendments or 


substitutions and does not apply to reports of committee 
chairs or personnel orders. 


Committees 
Forty-Eight Hour Notice Required 


Rule 34. No meeting, working session, or hearing of 
any committee, except the committee on ways and means, 
in accordance with the limitations of the state’s open 
meeting law, shall be called upon less than forty-eight 
(48) hours notice (exclusive of legal holidays, Saturdays, 
and Sundays), unless otherwise allowed by the president 
in accord with the limitations of the state’s open meeting 
law, from the time the council staff shall have mailed or 
electronically transmitted the notices and invitation letters 
or dispatched them by special messenger; provided that 
meetings of the committee of the whole may be held for a 
specific purpose( s) at the call of the president, at the com- 
pletion of council business and prior to final adjournment 
of any meeting of the council without such notice. Only 
that specific item(s) for which a committee of the whole 
meeting, working session, or hearing has been called shall 
be in order at such meeting, working session, or hearing. 

Only a committee chair may schedule a meeting, work- 
ing session, or hearing or reserve time on the council’s 
calendar for a hearing to be scheduled. Notice of all 
scheduled meetings, hearings, working sessions shall be 
posted by the clerk indicating the date, time and place 
in accordance with the requirements of the open meet- 
ing law. In addition, the notice shall include the item(s) 
or subject(s) to be discussed. Electronic notice shall be 
delivered to each councilor and other interested parties by 
council staff. The chair and members of any committee 
shall speak and question witnesses for not more than ten 
minutes at a time. 

The conduct of members of the public at council meet- 
ings, and committee meetings, working sessions, and 
hearings, including those present to testify, shall be gov- 
erned by Rules 41, 42 and 43 and shall be enforced by the 
council staff assigned to the meeting, working session, or 
hearing. 

No committee unless authorized by an order of the 
council shall incur any expense, including, but not limited 
to, advertising and stenographic costs. Committee chairs 
requesting interpreter services will work with the staff 
director, recognizing there are budgetary limitations, to 
arrange for such services at the time of the meeting, work- 
ing session, or hearing is scheduled. No committee meet- 
ing, working session, or hearing, except the committee of 
the whole, the committee on rules and administration, and 
the committee on ways and means, shall be conducted on 
the day of any regular meeting of the council. No com- 
mittee, except the committee of the whole, committee on 
ways and means, or committee on rules and administra- 
tion shall be allowed to schedule or conduct a meeting, 
working session, or hearing on the same day and time as a 
previously scheduled meeting of another committee. 

No committee will hold any hearing, working session, 
or meeting after the last regular council meeting of the 
municipal year. 


Committee Action 


Rule 35. Each item listed on the weekly agenda that is 
to be reported out of committee must be accompanied by 
a report. The committee chair shall draft the report with 
the assistance of central staff committee liaisons. Com- 
mittee liaisons will be responsible for keeping minutes 
of committee hearings, working sessions, and meetings 
in accordance with open meeting and public records re- 
quirements. Minutes shall include the following informa- 
tion: name of the committee, title of the event (meeting, 
working session, hearing), date, time of the call of the 
meeting, start time, end time, location, subject, commit- 
tee/council members present, a summary of the discus- 
sion held, any decisions made, next steps to be taken, or 
votes taken, alist of all correspondence, documents or 
exhibits presented at the hearing, and items requested by 
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councilors. The minutes are to be prepared by the com- 
mittee liaison and presented to the chair for review and 
signature and filed within 48 hours of the conclusion of 
the hearing, meeting or working session. Reports of the 
committee chair or the committee must contain the fol- 
lowing information: docket number, title, date referred, 
sponsor, date(s) of hearings, date(s) of working sessions 
(where applicable), a discussion of the provisions of the 
legislation, summary of information received at the hear- 
ing, and in the case of amended or substituted language, a 
discussion of the changes and the impacts on the original 
legislation, and the rationale for the recommended action. 

The committee chair may issue an informational in- 
terim report as a communication to the council relaying 
information gleaned from committee hearings and the 
status of the issue. The interim report of the committee 
chair will not dispose of the docket. The interim report 
will be filed in the same manner as all other documents 
and be part of the Reports of Public Officers and Others 
portion of the agenda. 


Working Sessions 


Rule 35A. Committee chairs may schedule working 
sessions for the purpose of revising legislation in commit- 
tee, reviewing a proposed committee report, or to discuss 
with the committee the content of the legislation. The 
chair may issue a report of the committee recommend- 
ing that the legislation be brought to the full council for 
consideration, provided that a quorum of the committee 
is present and a vote is taken in a public meeting, hearing 
or working session. The committee chair may schedule a 
working session under the requirements of the open meet- 
ing law and process established in Rule 34. The purpose 
of the working session will be to discuss and deliberate 
on proposed changes to the legislation before the commit- 
tee. The changes outlined at that working session would 
then be incorporated into the legislation, and included in 
the committee report regarding the legislation. More than 
one working session may be held on the same legislation 
and working sessions may be scheduled to review more 
than one piece of legislation at the same time. Subject to 
the will of the chair, working sessions may be scheduled 
to occur at times separate from the hearings, or directly 
afterward. While members of the public may attend work- 
ing sessions, there will be no public comment period. 
Public participation and draft materials at working ses- 
sions shall be limited to councillors and chair invitees. 


Committee Appointment, Structure, and Role 


Rule 36. All councilors shall be considered as mem- 
bers of each standing committee. The president of the 
council shall name those members of each committee, 
including its chair and vice-chair, who are authorized to 
vote on matters in the committee. All other members of 
each committee are not authorized to vote on such mat- 
ters in the committee. A quorum of the committee shall be 
determined on the basis of voting members only. 

The role of each committee shall be to provide a forum 
for in-depth review and analysis of all city departments, 
boards, and agencies, and to provide a means for residents 
to address their concerns with regard to services provided 
by the city. 

Committees shall focus upon: (1) public policy, (2) ef- 
ficiency of service delivery, and (3) cost containment, it 
being the goal of the city government to provide appro- 
priate services while ensuring that public monies, which 
derive from our citizenry, are appropriated wisely and 
cautiously. 


Committees of the Council 

There shall be the following committees: 

Committee on Arts and Culture which shall con- 
cern itself with the encouragement of arts, culture and 


the creative economy, including cultural development, 
humanities, performing arts, visual arts, film and film- 


making, music, public art, museums, arts education, arts 
organizations, creative-based companies, the support and 
funding of art and cultural amenities, and opportunities 
to display and/or present works. The committee shall also 
concern itself with fostering the creative environment and 
reputation of the city, including support for public art, 
arts events, and festivals, development of programs to 
empower arts organizations and arts supporters, retaining 
creative talent and ideas, and other actions to make the 
city a cultural and creative hub. The committee shall exer- 
cise oversight with respect to the Boston Art Commission, 
Boston Arts Lottery Council, Boston Film Bureau, or its 
successors, Midtown Cultural District, the Office of Arts, 
Tourism, and Special Events, and all agencies, depart- 
ments, and programs related to arts and culture. 

Committee on City, Neighborhood Services and Vet- 
erans Affairs, which shall concern itself with the delivery 
of municipal services to the city’s residents and neighbor- 
hoods in order to promote improved service delivery and 
cost reductions, including the activities of and provision 
of services to residents by communication, energy and 
water service providers. The committee shall also concern 
itself with the city’s programs for veterans and family- 
based initiatives. The committee shall concern itself with 
the infrastructure that facilitates wireless voice and data 
communications. The committee shall be responsible for 
monitoring issues arising from utility facilities and opera- 
tions, and including facility siting, in order to ensure that 
consumers are provided with the most reliable service, 
at the lowest possible cost, and that ratepayers’ rights are 
protected under federal, state and local regulations. The 
committee shall concern itself with hackney and jitney 
licenses. The committee shall further concern itself with 
matters relating to motor vehicle parking, including the 
residential parking program and parking meters and other 
matters related to parking. The committee shall exercise 
oversight with respect to the Inspectional Services De- 
partment, Library Department, Office of Neighborhood 
Services, Public Works Department operations and pro- 
gramming, Transportation Department operations and 
enforcement, the Edward Ingersoll Browne Fund and the 
George Robert White Fund, the Boston Water and Sewer 
Commission, the Office of Cable Communications, Of- 
fice of the Parking Clerk, Public Improvement Commis- 
sion, Veterans’ Services Department, and the Veterans’ 
Graves Division of the Parks Department. 


Committee on Economic Development and Planning 
and Labor, which shall concern itself with the physical 
and economic development of the city, including financ- 
ing, planning, zoning, licensing, land use policy, labor 
and workforce development and the effects of develop- 
ment on the city. The committee shall exercise exclu- 
sive oversight with respect to all commercial, medical, 
research, educational and large scale residential devel- 
opment and building projects, as well as historic pres- 
ervation programs. The committee shall work to ensure 
community participation in the development process, that 
residents and their institutional neighbors are both able 
to share in the city’s benefits, and that the delivery of fi- 
nancial services are accessible, non-discriminatory and 
promote both small and large business and development 
throughout all neighborhoods. The committee shall exer- 
cise oversight with respect to the care, management, cus- 
tody, and use of public lands and buildings, except park- 
land. The committee shall concern itself with a review of 
Chapter 194 of the Acts of 2011, “An Act Establishing 
Expanded Gaming in the Commonwealth”, specifically 
any proposals developed for property adjacent to Boston 
and the impacts on the specific neighborhoods affected 
as well as the city as a whole relating to traffic, economic 
development, city finances, and quality of life issues for 
residents. The committee shall concern itself with policy 
issues affecting organized labor and members of public 
and private collective bargaining units, including, but not 
limited to wages and hours, standards and statistics, job 
creation and retention, occupational health and safety, and 
the development of employment opportunities and train- 
ing programs. The committee shall exercise additional 
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oversight with respect to the Main Streets Program, Bos- 
ton Industrial Development Finance Authority, Boston 
Employment Commission, Boston Licensing Board, Bos- 
ton Redevelopment Authority, Boston Redevelopment 
Authority Contract Compliance Office, Boston Resident 
Jobs Policy, Consumer Affairs and Licensing Department, 
Department of Neighborhood Development, Economic 
Development and Industrial Corporation, Empowerment 
Zones, Office of Business Development, Office of Labor 
Relations, Public Facilities Commission, Property and 
Construction Management Department, Zoning Board 
of Appeals, Zoning Commission, Back Bay Architectural 
Commission, Beacon Hill Architectural Commission, 
Freedom Trail Commission, and Landmarks Commis- 
sion, Empowerment Zone Board, Back Streets Program, 
Boston Medical Center, and Small and Local Business 
Enterprise Office. 


Committee on Education, which shall concern itself 
with the quality of educational services provided to all 
school-aged residents by the Boston Public Schools. The 
committee shall concern itself with examining the avail- 
ability of services and programs for families of school- 
aged children. Further, the committee shall explore de- 
veloping programs to provide assistance with academics 
and extracurricular activities for families. The committee 
shall monitor educational policy, in particular special ed- 
ucation, bilingual education, and technical education. The 
committee shall work to strengthen cooperation among 
city and state government, private enterprise, and institu- 
tions of higher learning, to provide students with the nec- 
essary education, training, and skills for further education 
and future career opportunities in the new economy. The 
committee shall exercise oversight with respect to the 
Boston School Department, educational based programs 
and all other city programs. 


Committee on Environment and Parks, which shall 
concern itself with environmental issues of residents, in- 
cluding the impact of industry on quality of life. The com- 
mittee shall concern itself with the natural resources of 
the city, issues of air, land, and water pollution, as well as 
recycling and other resource recovery efforts issues relat- 
ed to waste disposal and land reclamation. The commit- 
tee shall examine technologies and innovations regarding 
energy savings and efficiency. The committee shall have 
oversight of the Environment Department and trash col- 
lection and recycling operations within Public Works. The 
committee shall concern itself with open space conserva- 
tion and other matters impacting the landscape of the city. 
The committee shall concern itself with the administra- 
tion and oversight of the Rose Kennedy Greenway. The 
committee shall have oversight of public parks and mat- 
ters generally impacting the Parks Department including 
but not limited to accessibility, maintenance, design and 
construction of the public parks in the city. 


Committee on Government Operations, which shall 
concern itself with the organization and structure of city 
government, including departmental fees and charges. 
The committee shall have referred to it all proposed or- 
dinances and special laws affecting the structure, duties 
and responsibilities of city departments, agencies and 
commissions. The committee shall also concern itself 
with the review of the city’s policy regarding residency 
for city employees. The committee shall concern itself 
with encouraging cooperation between the city and other 
levels of government to reduce duplicative programs, co- 
ordinate efforts to provide services, and present the coun- 
cil’s views on matters that have a direct bearing on the 
council’s business. In scheduling hearings and working 
sessions, the committee will coordinate with the chair of 
the committee whose jurisdiction covers the policy area 
discussed in the ordinance or special law. The committee 
shall exercise oversight with respect to the Boston Retire- 
ment Board, City Clerk, Election Department, Execution 
of Courts, Purchasing Department, Health Benefits and 
Insurance Program, Human Resources Department, Law 
Department, Medicare Payments, Office of the mayor 


(except those components assigned to other committees), 
Pensions and Annuities, Purchasing Division, Residency 
Compliance Commission, and Workers Compensation 
Program, Office of Intergovernmental Relations. 


Committee on Healthy Women, Families, and Com- 
munities, which shall concern itself with the health and 
well-being of residents, stabilizing communities, as well 
as the adequate delivery of health and human services 
and city programming for youth, families, and seniors, 
with particular focus on girls and women. The commit- 
tee shall concern itself with all public health matters in- 
cluding, but not limited to, domestic and sexual violence, 
child abuse and neglect, reproductive health, substance 
abuse, mentoring, mental health and trauma, hunger and 
homelessness, and social inequities in health. The com- 
mittee shall promote efforts to stabilize communities and 
reduce violence. The committee shall work to encour- 
age non-profit youth agencies to work with the city to 
help youth develop into productive and healthy adults. 
The committee shall concern itself with issues related to 
youth, including but not limited to summer jobs, youth 
activities, volunteerism, and youth violence. The commit- 
tee shall share oversight of public safety issues related to 
girls and women with the Committee on Public Safety. 
The committee shall have oversight with respect to the 
Boston Public Health Commission, Boston Centers for 
Youth and Families, Boston Youth Fund, Neighborhood 
and Community Health Centers, Women’s Commission, 
Commission on Affairs of the Elderly, and the Emergency 
Shelter Commission. 


Committee on Housing, which shall concern itself 
with public policy involving the preservation, creation, 
and rehabilitation of housing in the city, including public 
housing programs. The committee is charged with evalu- 
ation of policies and programs of the city to ensure an 
adequate supply of affordable housing to advocate toward 
the goal of safe, decent, and affordable housing for all 
residents in the city. The committee shall exercise over- 
sight with respect to the housing policies and programs of 
the Boston Redevelopment Authority, the Department of 
Neighborhood Development, Boston Housing Authority, 
and the Rental Housing Resource Center. 


Committee on Human Rights and Civil Rights, which 
shall concern itself with matters relating to civil rights 
for all residents of Boston. The committee shall concern 
itself with matters relating to equal access to education, 
housing, employment and health care services. The com- 
mittee shall have jurisdiction over matters relating to 
city, state, and federal laws prohibiting discrimination. 
The committee shall concern itself with exploring the 
development of programs to prevent discrimination. The 
committee shall also examine ways to increase opportu- 
nities for persons with disabilities and immigrants. The 
committee shall concern itself with promoting equal and 
fair access to public and private services and facilities for 
all residents, regardless of race, color, national origin, 
national ancestry, creed, sex, sexual orientation, gender 
identity and expression, age or disability. The committee 
shall have jurisdiction of matters generally affecting the 
Office of New Bostonians, Fair Housing Commission, 
Office of Civil Rights, and the Commission for Persons 
with Disabilities. 


Committee on Post Audit and Oversight, which shall 
concern itself with evaluating the efficiency and effective- 
ness of city operations and programs, and administrative 
compliance with legislative intent, including administra- 
tive regulations of departments, agencies, and programs. 
The committee shall select areas for review, establish 
goals and objectives, collect and analyze data, and report 
to the council with recommendations, including possible 
legislative and programmatic changes based on its review 
and analysis. The committee shall exercise oversight with 
respect to the Auditing Department and the Boston Fi- 
nance Commission. 

Committee on Public Safety, which shall concern itself 
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with the adequate delivery of police and fire protection 
to all neighborhoods. The committee shall also concern 
itself with evaluating, encouraging, and facilitating ex- 
isting resident-driven efforts to prevent crime, includ- 
ing arson, vandalism, hate crimes, and home invasion. 
The committee shall also be concerned with all matters 
related to homeland security and efforts to protect resi- 
dents against terrorism in any form. The committee shall 
share oversight of public safety issues related to girls and 
women with the Committee on Healthy Women, Families 
and Communities. The committee shall exercise over- 
sight with respect to the Boston Fire Department, Boston 
Police Department, Office of Emergency Preparedness, 
Emergency Medical Services, Emergency Storm Center, 
Public Safety Commission, Safe Neighborhood Initiative, 
Suffolk County Jail, Suffolk County House of Correction, 
anti-crime efforts financed by state and federal govern- 
ment sources, and county correctional matters. 


Committee on Rules and Administration, which shall 
concern itself with the rules and administrative functions 
of the council. The committee shall meet to discuss mat- 
ters in accordance with M.G.L. c. 39, s. 23B (the state 
Open Meeting Law) and other issues internal to city 
council operations. The clerk, as clerk of the council, 
shall participate in committee meetings convened to ad- 
dress related rules or parliamentary issues at the request 
of the chair. 


Committee on Ways and Means, which shall exercise 
general oversight with respect to city revenues and ex- 
penditures and all other component units that comprise 
the government entity, as defined by the Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board. The committee may report 
to the council the cost of implementation of any order, 
ordinance, program, or other initiative pending before the 
body, and shall make such report whenever requested by 
another committee or directed to do so by the council. The 
committee shall have referred to it all matters concerning 
appropriations, the city budget, expenditures and loans. 
The committee shall review city policies and actions in- 
volving the purchase of financial services, deposits, bor- 
rowing, and investment. The committee shall concern 
itself with issues related to all city owned or leased facili- 
ties. The committee shall exercise oversight with respect 
to the Assessing Department, Auditing Department, the 
Office of Budget Management, and the Treasury Depart- 
ment. 


Committee of the Whole, which shall concern itself 
with any litigation involving the council and all other 
matters referred to it. 

Special Committee on Charter Reform, which shall 
concern itself with the review of the current governance 
structure in the City, as set forth in the Boston City Char- 
ter and various special acts. The modern charter is a col- 
lection of laws consisting of the surviving portions of 
Chapter 486 of the Acts of 1909 as approved by the Mas- 
sachusetts General Court and as significantly amended by 
Chapter 452 of the Acts of 1948 and Chapter 376 ofthe 
Acts of 1951. 


Special Committee on Small Business, Entrepreneur- 
ship, and Innovation, which shall concern itself with the 
creation and growth of small business, entrepreneurship, 
and the innovation economy. The committee shall work to 
support thriving neighborhood commercial districts, in- 
cluding streamlining permitting and licensing, increasing 
access to labor and workforce development, and fostering 
community economic development. The committee shall 
also concern itself with the creation of a regulatory and 
resource framework that supports entrepreneurs of all 
backgrounds as they seek to open and grow small busi- 
nesses, including support for innovation, technical as- 
sistance, and access to capital. The committee shall also 
concern itself with fostering the innovation environment 
and reputation of the city, including support for the tech- 
nology sector, talent retention in related areas, and pro- 
moting partnerships dedicated to related areas. The com- 


mittee shall exercise oversight with respect to the Boston 
Main Streets Program, Consumer Affairs & Licensing 
Department, Boston Licensing Board, Boston Redevel- 
opment Authority, Office of Business Development, De- 
partment of Neighborhood Development, Inspectional 
Services Department, Office of Food Initiatives, Food 
Truck Program, Small and Local Business Enterprise Of- 
fice, Zoning Board of Appeals, Boston Fire Department 
Fire Prevention Division, Public Works, Boston Trans- 
portation Department Off-Street Parking, Department of 
Innovation and Technology, New Urban Mechanics, and 
any other agencies, departments and programs related to 
small business, entrepreneurship, innovation, or technol- 


ogy. 


Special Committee on Transportation, Public Infra- 
structure, Planning and Investment, which shall concern 
itself with the planning, infrastructure, operational, and 
regulatory policies of Boston’s surface, air, and water 
transportation modes. The committee shall concern itself 
with matters relating to motor vehicle, pedestrian, and 
bicycle traffic, including roadways, sidewalks, bicycle 
lanes, and the Hubway system. The committee shall fur- 
ther concern itself with matters relating to the Massachu- 
setts Bay Transportation Authority and other agencies that 
furnish public transportation. The committee shall further 
concern itself with matters relating to the taxi industry 
and other transportation network companies. The com- 
mittee shall further concern itself with matters relating 
to operations at Logan International Airport and the Port 
of Boston. To further its initiatives, the committee shall 
foster working relationships and collaborate with related 
state and local agencies, including the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Transportation, the Massachusetts Port Au- 
thority, the Massachusetts Convention Center Authority, 
and the Boston Redevelopment Authority. The committee 
shall exercise oversight with respect to Boston Bikes, the 
Boston Transportation Department, and the Transporta- 
tion Capital Program planning and policies. 


Council Accolades and Remembrances 


Rule 37. The council, or any committee thereof, shall 
have the honor of recognizing persons, groups, and events 
of significant importance to the City of Boston. Any 
councilor wishing to honor such individuals or groups at 
the start of a council meeting shall notify the office of 
the council president in writing by four o’clock PM - one 
business day before the meeting. Councilors may honor 
individuals up to six (6) times per year. Two accolades 
will be allowed per meeting and each accolade should not 
names of the individuals or groups and the reason they 
are being honored. The council president, at the request 
of any councilor, shall ask the council to recognize and 
acknowledge a special guest or group of guests seated in 
the Council gallery. 

Directly before the conclusion of a scheduled coun- 
cil meeting, councilors may request that the council ad- 
journ in memory of persons with importance to the City 
of Boston. Any councilor wishing to do so shall notify 
the office of the council president in writing by 9:00AM 
the morning of the meeting. The councilor shall provide 
the name, with correct spelling and pronunciation where 
appropriate. The council president shall read the names 
of the councilor making the request and the people to be 
recognized. 


Conduct in City Council 


Rule 38. Every member about to speak shall signal the 
chair by electronic means provided and then wait until 
recognized by the chair. No member shall be recognized 
when seated or away from his or her desk. In speaking, 
members shall refrain from mentioning other members 
by name, and shall refer to other members as either the 
councilor from district (cite district number), or the at- 
large councilor from (neighborhood of residence) or as 
the chair of a particular committee, and shall confine 
themselves to the question, shall not use unbecoming, 
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abusive, or non-parliamentary language and shall avoid 
personalities. Any member who, in debate or otherwise, 
indulges in personalities or makes charges reflecting upon 
the character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offense was 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting. If 
the member fails to apologize, the president shall hold the 
member in contempt and suspend the member from fur- 
ther participation in debate and statement until an apology 
is made. 


Order of and Time Limit on Speaking 


Rule 39. No member shall speak more than once on 
a question when another member who has not spoken 
claims the floor and no member speaking shall, without 
consenting, be interrupted by another, except on a point 
of order. A member may speak upon a matter for no more 
than ten minutes, except as further limited by the provi- 
sions of this rule. A member who has not spoken on a 
matter shall have priority and recognition by the chair 
whenever said member shall rise. 

Remarks by councilors at the time a petition, order, or 
resolution has been admitted, and assigned to a commit- 
tee for review shall be limited to three minutes for the 
sponsor and two minutes for any other councilor. The 
appropriate time for questioning and debate is at public 
hearings and working sessions. 

The clerk shall inform the president whenever a mem- 
ber has spoken longer than the allotted time under the 
prescribed time limits. 


Conduct of Councilors - Generally 


Rule 40. The Ethics Commission of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts enforces Chapter 268A of the 
Massachusetts General Laws -- The Conflict of Interest 
Law. The Conflict of Interest Law regulates the conduct 
of all councilors as municipal public officials and governs 
the conduct of municipal public officials. All councilors 
shall review and fully comply with each of the law’s pro- 
visions. The clerk shall distribute a copy of said law at the 
start of each municipal year. The council president may 
arrange for trainings on conflict of interest laws, the open 
meeting law, and other topics as appropriate. 

Rule 40A. Pursuant to the city charter and in accor- 
dance with the open meeting law, the council president 
may refer a matter to the council upon his/her determina- 
tion that any member has engaged in conduct unbecoming 
a member of the Boston City Councilor may be unquali- 
fied to sit on the body. A member may be unqualified by 
violating federal or state law, or any conditions imposed 
by the city’s charter, which includes violating any provi- 
sions of the three oaths of office. 

The council president shall automatically refer a mat- 
ter to the council upon a felony conviction of any member 
by any state or federal court. 

Any action by the council taken in response to any 
referral shall require a two-thirds (2/3) majority roll call 
vote and will be in accordance with local, state and fed- 
eral law. 


Members of the Public on Council Floor 


Rule 41. No person except a member of the council at 
any time shall be permitted to occupy a seat in the Ian- 
nella council chamber or the seats designated for coun- 
cilors at any city council hearing location of any member 
of the council. The city messenger shall strictly enforce 
this rule. 


Use of Handheld Electronic Devices 


Rule 42. Electronic devices, including cell phones, 
pagers, and PDAs must be turned off or put in silent mode 
upon entering the Iannella chamber or any city council 
hearing location, and any person violating this rule shall 
be asked to leave the chamber by the city messenger. 
Some devices interfere with the council audio system. 


Staff on Council Floor 


Rule 43. No person, except the staff of the clerk or 
council staff shall be allowed upon the council floor of 
the Iannella council chamber, the witness podium (micro- 
phone), or the doorways of the anteroom unless invited 
by the presiding officer. No person shall be permitted 
to speak, testify or otherwise participate in any council 
meeting, hearing, or working session unless permitted to 
do so by the presiding officer or committee chair. Autho- 
rized staff members shall be allowed on the floor of the 
council only to directly communicate with a councillor 
or the clerk and should not remain on the floor. At other 
times, council staff should take seat in the gallery or stand 
in the gallery. Members of the public are welcome in the 
gallery of the Iannella Council Chamber when the council 
is in session, but no one will be admitted to the gallery 
after all seats are occupied. Members of the public are 
welcome into other city council hearing locations, but no 
one will be admitted unless seats or proper standing room 
exists in the interest of public safety. No demonstration of 
approval or disapproval from members of the public will 
be permitted (including, but not limited to signs, placards, 
banners, cheering, clapping, booing, etc.) and if such 
demonstrations are made, the gallery or public seating 
area will be cleared. The city messenger or council staff 
assigned to the hearing shall strictly enforce this rule. Any 
person, upon entering a council meeting or hearing for 
the purpose of viewing or testifying grants permission to 
the city council to record and televise their presence and 
testimony. 


Members of the Press on Council Floor 


Rule 44. Members of the press in attendance shall re- 
frain from discussion within the Iannella Council Cham- 
ber with councilor members during a council meeting. No 
member of the press shall be allowed on the council floor 
without the consent of the presiding officer. The city mes- 
senger shall strictly enforce this rule. 


Lobbying Activities 


Rule 45. No person, who for compensation or reward 
acts to promote, oppose, or influence a matter pending 
before the council, shall be admitted at any time to the 
lannella council chamber or anterooms unless said person 
has registered with the clerk stating the nature of his or 
her business. The clerk shall distribute a complete listing 
of individuals registered under this rule on the first day 
of the municipal year and on the first day of July to each 
councilor. 


Further Rules, Amendment, and Suspension 


Rule 46. Unless inconsistent with any provision of 
these rules, the proceedings of the council shall be gov- 
erned by Robert’s Rules of Order, current edition. 


Suspension of Rules 


Rule 47. With the exception of Rule 5, all portions of 
the council rules that require compliance with the open 
meeting law, and portions of the rules mandated by city 
charter, which may not be suspended, and Rules 12,33 
and 35, which may be suspended only by unanimous con- 
sent, the foregoing rules shall not be altered, amended, 
suspended, or repealed at any time, except by a vote of 
two-thirds (2/3) of all members of the council. Provided, 
however, that Rule 12 may be suspended only in the case 
of an order, ordinance, vote, committee report, or other 
measure submitted by the mayor or by a councilor calling 
for action by the council that is of any emergency nature, 
namely that which imposes an imminent threat to the 
peace, health, or safety of the people or their property. 


Adoption of Rules 
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Rule 48. The Rules of the City Council shall be ad- 
opted for a two-year term and shall be adopted by a ma- 
jority roll call vote no later than the first regular meeting 
in February. 

On motion or Councilor LINEHAN, the rules were 
adopted.

In addition, this act ensures that the Commonwealth’s 
Election Division continues its financial support for state 
and federal elections held in the city.

“election,” the choice by the voters of any public of- 
ficer and to the taking of a vote upon any question by law 
submitted to the voters. 


“state election,” an election at which a national, state 
or county officer or a regional district school committee 
member elected districtwide is to be chosen by the voters, 
whether for a full term or for the filling of a vacancy. 


“transliteration,” the translation into the relevant Chi- 


nese characters to represent the phonetic equivalent of the 
syllables of an English name or a name in a language that 
is not traditionally written using Chinese characters. 


SECTION 2. Notwithstanding section 40 of chapter 54 
of the General Laws or any other general or special law to 
the contrary, in federal and state elections, the state secre- 
tary shall prepare bilingual ballots in English and Chinese 
and in English and Vietnamese in addition to any other 
bilingual ballots required by law in the designated polling 
places within the city as required by section 4. 


SECTION 3. Notwithstanding the charter of the city or 
any other general or special law to the contrary, in all city 
preliminary and final elections the board shall prepare 
bilingual ballots in English and Chinese and in English 
and Vietnamese in addition to any other bilingual ballots 
required by law in the designated polling places within 
the city as required by section 4. 


SECTION 4. Bilingual ballots in English and Chinese 
and in English and Vietnamese shall be provided in each 
polling place in the city where more than five percent 
(5%) of citizens of voting age in the precinct are mem- 
bers of that language minority and are limited-English 
proficient, as determined by the board, or where the sub- 
stantial need for such ballots is determined by the board, 
taking into account objective data obtained from the most 
recent federal census, city records concerning utilization 
of or requests for bilingual ballots, and any other demo- 
graphic information available to the board, including the 
Lauderdale and Kestenbaum list of surnames. The board’s 
determination must be made in recognition of its duty 
under this act to provide the necessary voter assistance 
to the city’s Chinese and Vietnamese speaking communi- 
ties. The board shall determine the number of ballots to be 
provided in each polling place in the city and shall inform 
the state secretary of the number of the ballots needed 
prior to each federal and state election by a date specified 
by the state secretary. Thirty (30) days prior to any prima- 
ry or election, the board shall inform the city’s Election 
Advisory Committee and any other bona fide non-profit 
agency or advocacy organization serving the relevant lin- 
guistic minority community that has registered with the 
board for notification, of the numbers of bilingual ballots 
and the precincts in which they shall be available. 


SECTION 5. The board in any city preliminary or final 
election and the state secretary in any federal or state elec- 
tion shall provide for the transliteration of all candidates’ 
names for bilingual ballots in English and Chinese. Each 
candidate shall be provided with a written copy of the pro- 
posed transliteration of that candidate’s name. Within sev- 
en (7) days after receiving the proposed transliteration of 
the candidate’s name, the candidate may provide written 
notice to the board or the state secretary, as the case may 
be, of any modification of the proposed transliteration or 
a candidate’s own name or decline to have the candidate’s 
own name transliterated on the ballot. The transliteration 
shall be subject to final approval by the board or the state 
secretary, as the case may be. The board or state secretary 
shall provide public notice of transliterated names as soon 
as practicable. 


SECTION 6. The city shall record the number of bi- 
lingual ballots in English and Chinese and in English and 
Vietnamese that are printed, requested or used in all elec- 
tions held in the city. 


SECTION 7. Notwithstanding any general or special 
law to the contrary, the city in any primary or election 
shall be responsible for the cost of transliteration and 
the state secretary shall be responsible for all other costs 
resulting from the implementation of this act including, 
without limitation, the production of ballots.

2012 Leading The Way III housing strategy with the stat- 
ed goal of reducing family and individual homelessness 
by 50%; and 

WHEREAS, The national economic downturn has 
pushed many families and individuals to the brink of fi- 
nancial crisis and homelessness; and 

WHEREAS, Significant state and federal budgetary 
cuts have reduced funding to the city, as well as to com- 
munity organizations focused on homelessness preven- 
tion; and 

WHEREAS, Despite commendable progress in reduc- 
ing the number of homeless families and individuals liv- 
ing on the streets and in motels, the city experienced a 
4% rise in the number of homeless adults in emergency 
shelters in 2010 and a persistently high rate of homeless 
families; and 

WHEREAS, The City has continually demonstrated 
its commitment to this issue by safeguarding funding for 
homelessness prevention and related services; and 

WHEREAS, The City should examine other potential 
revenue sources to ensure the long-term stability and suc- 
cess of its homelessness prevention programs, particular- 
ly during similar challenging economic times; and 

WHEREAS, Utilizing old coin parking meters to col- 
lect spare change as a supplemental revenue source for 
homelessness prevention programs has been successful in 
other major American municipalities; and 

WHEREAS, The City has undertaken replacing many 
of the old coin parking meters and the cost to reinstall the 
meters would be negligible considering the benefits and 
potential revenue; and 

WHEREAS, Similar programs in cities such as Balti- 
more, Denver and Minneapolis have resulted in increased 
funding for homelessness prevention and a decrease in 
panhandling; THEREFORE BE IT 
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ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to explore the ben- 
efits of utilizing recently replaced and refurbished coin 
meters to support homelessness prevention services, and 
that representatives from the Boston Public Health Com- 
mission, Emergency Shelter Commission, Department 
of Neighborhood Development, Boston Transportation 
Department and other interested parties be invited to 
testify.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXAMINE BOSTON PO- 
LICE DEPARTMENT POLICIES ON LICENSE 
PLATE SCANNERS AND ENSURE INDIVID- 
UAL PRIVACY RIGHTS ARE PROTECTED 
(DOCKET NO. 0258) 


Councilors PRESSLEY and MURPHY offered the fol- 
lowing: 


WHEREAS, Police Departments across the nation are 
using Automatic License Plate Recognition (ALPR) scan- 
ners; a piece of equipment with the ability to read motor 
vehicle license plates and cross~reference them against a 
database for rapid identity verification; and 

WHEREAS, These license plate readers can be mount- 
ed on police cars or set up as fixed cameras on road signs, 
street lights, bridges and other fixed infrastructure; and 

WHEREAS, An ALPR scanner can capture license 
plate information of vehicles moving up to 130mph with 
90% accuracy and has the ability to pinpoint and map 
the physical location related to any single license plate, 
allowing those operating the ALPR scanner to track the 
movements of that particular vehicle; and 

WHEREAS, There is no uniform State regulation or 
oversight of ALPR scanners, who can purchase or use 
them, how the scanners and collected data should be used, 
stored, or shared, or how city policies should be moni- 
tored; and 

WHEREAS, The BPD is one of few departments with 
a policy governing their use of scanners but there is no 
independent oversight of the program; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston Police Department (BPD) 
stated in September 2012, in response to an open~records 
requests from the ACLU, that the BPD collects an aver- 
age of 3,630 license plate reads per day and stores the 
information for a period of 90 days, unless data is needed 
longer for investigatory or intelligence purposes or for 
discovery/exculpatory evidence; and 

WHEREAS, There must be clearly defined policies 
with respect to data usage, storage, retention, and infor- 
mation sharing that ensure protection of individual pri- 
vacy and civil liberties, as well as external checks and 
balances to safeguard against potential abuses. THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to examine how to 
improve the Boston Police Department’s automatic li- 
cense plate recognition scanner policy and discuss ways 
to ensure protection of individual privacy rights and safe- 
guard against potential abuses of civil liberties; and that 
representatives from the Boston Police Department, the 
ACLU of Massachusetts, along with other interested par- 
ties be invited to participate. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS IMPACT OF 
ACCESS TO CHILD CARE ON OUR WORK- 
FORCE AND ECONOMY(DOCKET NO. 0259) 


Councilors PRESSLEY and YANCEY offered the fol- 
lowing: 


WHEREAS, In 2011, according to the Child Care 
Aware 2012 Annual Report, Massachusetts was one of 
the top 10 states in the nation for the highest cost of infant 


day care and of day care for 4 year olds; and 

WHEREAS, According to that same report the average 
annual cost of child care for a four year old is $11,669 
or 42% of the median annual income of a single mother 
verse 11 % ofthe median income of a two-parent family 
in Massachusetts; and 

WHEREAS, There is a backlog in State processing of 
preschool and child care vouchers and Boston children 
make up the largest share of that waitlist, leaving thou- 
sands of low- income children without care and their par- 
ents facing challenges remaining in the workforce; and 

WHEREAS, Low-income children who attend a qual- 
ity early education and care program are 30% more likely 
to finish high school and twice as likely to go to college; 
and 

WHEREAS, Research shows that access to qual- 
ity child care and early education programs lead to 
long-term savings by improving educational, social and 
health outcomes; and 

WHEREAS, There are immediate economic gains 
from quality child care and early education programs 
because they reduce employee turnover and absenteeism 
and increase worker productivity; and 

WHEREAS, Access to quality, affordable child care 
and early education is critical to breaking cycles of pov- 
erty. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the impact 
of access to child care and early education programs on 
Boston’s workforce and economy and strategize ways to 
increase access to quality, affordable child care; and that 
representatives from Massachusetts Association of Early 
Education and Care, Crittenton Women’s Union, 

Family Independence Initiative, Massachusetts Alli- 
ance on Teen Pregnancy, ABCD, Strategies for Children 
and other interested parties be invited to testify. 

Referred to the Committee on Healthy Women, 
Families and Communities. 


RESOLUTION URGING THE WEATHER CHANNEL 
AND DIRECTTV TO CONTINUE CONTRACT 
NEGOTIATIONS (DOCKET NO. 0260) 


Councilor MURPHY offered the following: 


WHEREAS: The Weather Channel is an invaluable 
national and local service, providing updates, alerts, re- 
sources, and information to consumers on a massive scale 
throughout the entire country, enabling private citizens 
to make important decisions regarding their work, travel, 
and recreation plans; and 

WHEREAS: The Weather Channel constantly invests 
in the science and technology of forecasting in order to 
increase the accuracy of forecasts and make the inges- 
tion and output of weather data to all of their outlets as 
efficient, accurate, and timely as possible. As a result 
The Weather Channel communicates valuable informa- 
tion regarding safety and weather preparation to over 100 
million households; and 

WHEREAS: DirectTV reaches 30 million consumers 
throughout the United States and promises to deliver ac- 
curate, reliable, and entertaining programming to their 
consumers; and 

WHEREAS: DirectTV and The Weather Channel are 
currently disputing carrier fees between the channel and 
the satellite service, leading DirectTV to establish their 
own weather service and denying their 30 million viewers 
access to the accurate and comprehensive weather cover- 
age provided by The Weather Channel; and 

WHEREAS: It is in the best interest of the residents 
of Boston to have accurate and comprehensive weather 
coverage, especially during severe weather, in order to aid 
in the planning and execution of work, travel, and recre- 
ation; therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Members of the Boston City 
Council, in meeting assembled, do hereby urge DirectTV 
and The Weather Channel to continue negotiations until a 
fair and desirable conclusion is reached that allows Bos- 
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ton residents access to the top rated weather service in the 
nation; that this Resolution by duly signed by the Presi- 
dent of the City Council and attested to and a copy thereof 
transmitted by the Clerk of the City of Boston

ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS WAYS TO RE- 
DUCE LITTER AND PROMOTE RECYCLING 
IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0261) 


Councilors O7MALLEY, MCCARTHY, LAMATTI- 
NA, BAKER, CIOMMO, FLAHERTY, JACKSON, WU, 
PRESSLEY, YANCEY, ZAKIM and LINEHAN offered 
the following: 


WHEREAS: According to a 2009 litter study conduct- 
ed by Keep America Beautiful, the largest community im- 
provement organization in the U.S., individuals are more 
likely to litter when in dirty or littered environments than 
in clean ones; and 

WHEREAS: According to the Keep America Beautiful 
study, litter in a community decreases property values by 
7 percent; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston has approximately 
400 litter bins in the downtown business district and 
close to 700 additional litter bins throughout the outlying 
neighborhoods. The litter bins in the downtown area are 
emptied three times per day, while the neighborhood litter 
bins are emptied once per day; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston began installing 
BigBelly Solar trash compacting litter/recycling bins in 
2008, and currently has more than 550 across the City of 
Boston. The Department of Public Works found that the 
enclosed bins prevent trash from blowing onto the streets, 
discourage dumping of household trash, and save money 
by reducing the time required to empty the bins; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston should explore the 
citywide use of recycling receptacles similar to those used 
on the Boston Common; and 

WHEREAS: Innovative trash and recycling recep- 
tacles are being utilized in cities across the world in an ef- 
fort to reduce litter and promote recycling by implement- 
ing cutting edge technology and designs; and 

WHEREAS: While Boston’s littering fine is a flat rate 
of $25, other cities such as New York City and Chicago 
have litter fines that are contingent on specific littering 
offences. The fines in both cities have recently increased, 
with New York City’s ranging from $100 to $300, and 
Chicago’s ranging from $150 to a high of $1500; There- 
fore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council conduct a hearing to discuss ways to 
reduce litter and promote recycling in the City of Boston. 

Referred to the Committee on Environment and 
Parks. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXAMINE IMPACT 
THAT TRASH PLACEMENT AND COLLEC- 
TION SERVICES HAS ON CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 0263) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, LINEHAN, MCCAR- 
THY, ZAKIM, O’MALLEY, WU, PRESSLEY, BAKER, 
CIOMMO, FLAHERTY and JACKSON offered the 
following: 


WHEREAS, In the downtown neighborhoods of the 
City of Boston including the North End, Chinatown, 
Downtown Crossing, Bay Village, Back Bay and the 
South End, the disposal of trash and trash collection 
times remain a concern. Residents living in the downtown 
neighborhoods are looking for ways to improve trash col- 
lection services on their streets; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston allows trash to be 
placed on sidewalks for collection purposes at 5:00 PM 
the night before the scheduled pick-up time. Allowing 


trash to be placed outside the night before pick-up causes 
litter and debris to be spread along the sidewalks and 
streets of residential neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, Trash bags left outside for an extended 
period of time prior to trash collection may lead to rodent 
problems that would have an adverse effect on the health 
of the city’s residents as well as the aesthetic character of 
the neighborhood; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston placed trash disposal 
and trash collection contracts out to bid in January 2014. 
It is important for the City of Boston to examine ways to 
improve its trash collection services in order to improve 
neighborhood cleanliness, especially in the downtown 
neighborhoods; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston should explore imple- 
menting a pilot program in the downtown neighborhoods 
to address concerns regarding trash placement and trash 
collection services. The pilot program should include 
eliminating overnight placement of trash on sidewalks, 
allowing placement of trash to begin at 6:00AM on the 
scheduled pick-up day and having collection times to be- 
gin at 9:00AM; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to examine the impact that trash placement and 
collection services has on the City of Boston. Representa- 
tives from the City of Boston and other interested parties 
shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on City, Neigbborhood 
Services and Veterans Affairs. 


ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING FLOOD ZONE 
MAPS AND INSURANCE RATES (DOCKET NO. 
0264) 


Councilors LAMATTINA, FLAHERTY, BAKER, 
YANCEY and MURPHY offered the following: 


WHEREAS, The Federal Emergency Management 
Administration (“FEMA”) administers the National 
Flood Insurance Program (““NFIP”’). Congress established 
the NFIP with the passage of the National Flood Insur- 
ance Act in order to provide access to federally backed 
flood insurance protection for property owners; and, 

WHEREAS, In July 2012, Congress passed the Big- 
gert-Waters Flood Insurance Reform Act which requires 
changes to the NFIP. The changes would include an in- 
crease in flood insurance rates to reflect true flood risk 
and would phase out certain subsidies under the NFIP; 
and, 

WHEREAS, A Federal Insurance Rate Map (“FIRM”) 
is an official map of a community where FEMA delin- 
eates both the special hazard areas and the risk premium 
zones applicable to the community; and, 

WHEREAS, As a result of the changes implemented 
by the Biggert-Waters Act, FEMA has redrawn flood zone 
maps which are the basis of the NFIP’s regulations and 
flood insurance requirements. The new flood zone maps 
could lead to significant increases in flood insurance pre- 
miums for coastal property owners with NFIP policies 
and will likely require some property owners to purchase 
flood insurance for the first time; and, 

WHEREAS, The new flood zone maps and increase in 
flood insurance rates will affect certain property owners 
in the City of Boston. It is important for the City of Bos- 
ton to examine the availability of programs to assist with 
affordability challenges while maintaining public safety 
and reducing damage to property infrastructure. The City 
of Boston should also explore expanding upon partner- 
ships with state and federal agencies to assist those prop- 
erty owners impacted by the new flood insurance maps; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to examine the impact that the revised flood zone 
maps and increase in flood insurance rates has on the City 
of Boston. Representatives from the City of Boston and 
other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

QUIREMENTS FOR CERTAIN CONSTRUC- 
TION PROJECTS (DOCKET NO. 0311) 


Councilors LINEHAN, JACKSON, PRESSLEY, 
YANCEY, LAMATTINA, BAKER and CIOMMO of- 
fered the following: 


WHEREAS, Residents of Boston, and a diversity of 
people qualified by craft, should be part of and benefit 
from construction projects in the City of Boston funded 
in whole or in part by city funds or funds administered by 
the city. It is appropriate for the City of Boston to require 
that public construction projects include employment op- 
portunities for Boston residents, minorities, and women; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Some trade associations have challenged 
the validity of ordinances mandating residency require- 
ments for public construction projects. The courts have 
held that certain residency requirements may violate the 
Privileges and Immunities Clause of the United States 
Constitution; and,

prohibits discrimination against out of state residents on 
matters of fundamental concern, such as the right to pur- 
sue a livelihood, without substantial justification; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston Residents Jobs Policy Ordi- 
nance may be subject to potential challenges under the 
Privileges and Immunities Clause and should be amended 
to ensure that Boston residents have the opportunities to 
benefit from public construction projects within the city 
while ensuring that the ordinance is constitutionally vi- 
able. 

NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 


CBC Chapter VIII shall be amended by striking out 
provision (1) under 8-9.2 (a) and replacing it with the fol- 
lowing: 


1. The contractor shall be required to provide employ- 
ment in the amount of fifty percent (50%) minimum per 
craft of the total manhours worked by Massachusetts 
residents employed by the contractor, to bona fide Boston 
residents qualified by craft. 


Section 2. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

COMMITTEE OF THE CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 0344) 


Councilors LINEHAN and BAKER offered the fol- 


lowing: 
HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, In 1989, voters in the City of Boston ap- 
proved a nonbinding public opinion advisory question 
that supported a structural change in school governance 
from an elected school committee to an appointed school 
committee. The question approved by the voters provided 
that the Mayor appoint a seven member school board 
with the approval of the City Council from a list of Bos- 
ton residents selected by a nominating panel comprised 
of community leaders, parents, educators, business and 
labor leaders; and, 

WHEREAS, Chapter 108 of the Acts of 1991, An Act 
Reorganizing the School Committee of the City of Bos- 
ton, changed the structure of school governance in the 
City of Boston from an elected committee to an appointed 
committee; however, the language requiring approval of 
the City Council of the appointed members as approved 
by the voters was not included in this act; and, 

WHEREAS, Residents in the City of Boston have a 
right to quality schools. While the performance of the 
city’s public schools has made great strides and improve- 
ments, the school system continues to contend with chal- 
lenges. As the legislative branch of municipal govern- 
ment, the Boston City Council has a duty to represent its 
constituents and should have oversight and input along 
with the Mayor as to the appointed members of the school 
committee as expressed by the will of the voters; THERE- 
FORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
AN ACT REGARDING THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Section 1. Notwithstanding any general or special law 
to the contrary, the provisions of Chapter 108 of the Acts 
of 1991 shall be amended in Section 2 by striking the sec- 
ond sentence and inserting in place thereof the following 
sentence: 

The mayor of Boston with the approval of the City 
Council shall have the power to appoint the seven mem- 
bers of the school committee subject to the provisions 
governing the nominating panel as set forth in this act. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act shall take effect 
upon its passage. 


Section 3. If any of the above sections are determined 
to not be constitutional under the law, the remainder of the 
provisions shall remain valid. 

Referred to the Special Committee on Charter 
Reform.

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING MEDICAL 
MARIJUANA DISPENSARIES (DOCKET NO. 
0345) 


Councilors LINEHAN, BAKER, JACKSON, MUR- 
PHY, PRESSLEY, YANCEY and MCCARTHY offered 
the following: 
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WHEREAS, A state law proposed by initiative petition 
effective on January 1,2013 eliminated state criminal and 
civil penalties for the medical use of marijuana by quali- 
fying patients that have been diagnosed with a debilitat- 
ing medical condition; and, 

WHEREAS, The law allows non-profit marijuana dis- 
pensaries to grow, process and provide up to a 60-day 
supply of marijuana to patients or their caregivers. Mari- 
juana dispensaries are required to register with the state 
Department of Public Health (“DPH”). The DPH has the 
authority to register 35 marijuana dispensaries with no 
more than five dispensaries per county; and, 

WHEREAS, The DPH enacted regulations regarding 
the medical use of marijuana, patient and caregiver in- 
formation, and operation of registered marijuana dispen- 
saries. In registering dispensaries, the DPH conducted an 
application process that consisted of two phases. Before a 
registered medical dispensary opens, it must comply with 
all local rules, regulations, ordinances, and by-laws; and, 

WHEREAS, The law authorizes cities to adopt zon- 
ing by-laws to regulate dispensaries and to impose their 
own requirements, provided that local requirements do 
not conflict or interfere with the DPH regulations. The 
Zoning Commission approved amendments to the Zoning 
Code governing marijuana dispensaries; and, 

The medical use of marijuana law imposes obligations 
on the City of Boston regarding the dispensaries and their 
locations. It is important that the city’s residents and local 
businesses have input in the application process involving 
the dispensaries; 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to examine the approval process concerning the 
registered marijuana dispensaries, the role of the city and 
the community in the approval process and the impact 
that the dispensaries have on the city’s neighborhoods. 
Representatives from the City of Boston and other inter- 
ested parties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Healthy Women, 
Families and Communities. 


ORDINANCE AMENDING CBC CHAPTER 9-1.3 
INSPECTION AND RE-INSPECTION OF RENT- 
AL UNITS (DOCKET NO. 0346) 


Councilors LINEHAN, BAKER, MCCARTHY and 
JACKSON offered the following: 


WHEREAS, The residents of the City of Boston have a 
right to rental units that provide a stable, safe and healthy 
environment; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has made great strides 
in addressing chronic problem properties and absentee 
landlords through the Problem Properties task force and 
nuisance ordinances; and, 

WHEREAS, In 2012, the City of Boston amended the 
rental inspection ordinance, Chapter 9 of the Ordinances 
of 2012. The Rental Inspection Ordinance approved in 
2012 requires registration of all rental units and mandates 
inspections of rental units every five years with certain 
exemptions; and, 

WHEREAS, The Rental Inspection Ordinance of 2012 
is overly burdensome for small property owners and own- 
ers that continuously provide rental units that meet or ex- 
ceed health and safety standards for human habitability. 
The City of Boston has strong laws in place for chronic 
problem properties and has the resources and capabilities 
for implementing mechanisms for rental inspections that 
are less burdensome for compliant property owners while 
still ensuring that rental units are safe for its residents. 
NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 


CBC Chapter IX, Section 9-1.3 is hereby amended by 
striking the entire section and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 

9-1.3 Re-Inspection of Rental Units 


Whenever a rented dwelling unit, apartment, or tene- 
ment, other than a licensed rooming house, hotel, or mo- 
tel or other than those otherwise exempted by this section, 
hereinafter referred to as “unit” for the purposes of CBC 
9-1.3, is vacated by the occupant or occupants thereof, the 
Commissioner of the Inspectional Services Department, 
hereinafter referred to as “Commissioner” shall cause the 
unit to be re-inspected as meeting the standards set forth 
in the State Sanitary Code concerning the standards of fit- 
ness for places of human habitation, unless a comprehen- 
sive inspection by the Inspectional Services Department, 
hereinafter referred to as “ISD”, of the unit has occurred 
within the preceding twelve (12) months that resulted 
in no notices of violation to the owner. An “owner” for 
purposes of CBC 9-1.3 shall be defined as a for profit or 
not for profit individual or corporation, an agent of a for 
profit or not for profit individual or corporation, or any 
person having legal charge of or authority over a private 
dwelling, tenement, lodging house, or other residential 
rental property dedicated to residential use. The following 
housing units shall be exempt from the provisions of this 
ordinance: housing units owned or operated by Federal, 
State, or City governments or units leased under subsidy 
through the Section 8 Housing Choice Voucher Program 
upon notice to the Commissioner from the owner accept- 
ing the Section 8 Voucher and housing of one (1) to six (6) 
units, one of which is occupied by the owner. 


An owner of a rental unit, who does not reside within 
the subject dwelling, shall post and maintain or cause to 
be posted and maintained on such dwelling adjacent to the 
mailboxes for such dwelling or elsewhere in the interior 
of such dwelling in a location visible to the residents a 
notice constructed of durable material, not less than 20 
square inches in size, bearing herlhis name, address and 
telephone number. If the owner is a realty trust or part- 
nership, the name, address and telephone number of the 
managing trustee or partner shall be posted. If the owner 
is a corporation, the name, address and telephone number 
of the president of the corporation shall be posted. Where 
the owner employs a manager or agent who does not re- 
side in such dwelling, such manager or agent’s name, ad- 
dress and telephone number shall also be included in the 
notice. P.O. Boxes do not satisfy the address requirement 
ofthis section. 


An owner of a unit may fulfill the requirements of CBC 
9-1.3 by filing with ISD a sworn statement following an 
inspection certifying that a unit is in compliance with the 
minimum standards for human habitability for a residen- 
tial dwelling as set forth in the Massachusetts State Sani- 
tary code, as it may be adopted and amended from time 
to time. The inspection shall be performed and the sworn 
statement shall be signed by an “Authorized Inspector” 
which shall be defined as a person who is a Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts registered sanitarian or a Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts certified health officer or a 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts certified home inspec- 
tor; has demonstrated a proficiency in the application 
ofthe State Sanitary Code by satisfactorily completing the 
ISD certificate program for qualifying authorized profes- 
sionals to perform inspections under CBC 9-1.3, and has 
been issued a certificate of completion. An Authorized In- 
spector shall be prohibited from charging more than one 
hundred thirty-three percent (133%) of the fee charged 
by the City of Boston for an inspection performed under 
these sections. 


All inspections performed under these sections shall 
be performed in accordance with the requirements of the 
State Sanitary Code and recorded on a form approved 
by the Commissioner. The Commissioner shall charge a 
filing fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for any sworn 
statement filed by an Authorized Inspector. For an inspec- 
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tion performed by ISD, the Commissioner shall charge a 
fee of fifty dollars ($50.00) per unit for buildings of one to 
three units and seventy-five dollars ($75.00) per unit for 
all other buildings. After such payment has been made, an 
owner may charge to the tenant up to fifty percent (50%) 
of the fee paid to ISD on a basis of equal payments over 
twelve (12) months. 


To comply with the requirements of these sections, an 
owner shall within forty-five (45) calendar days of new 
occupancy of a unit, request an inspection from ISD of 
such unit or notify ISD that an Authorized Inspector has 
been scheduled to perform the inspection; no such inspec- 
tion of an Authorized Inspector shall be scheduled more 
than seven (7) business days from the forty-fifth (45th) 
calendar day of new occupancy. The owner shall, no fewer 
than seven (7) business days prior thereto, notify ISD of 
the date of any scheduled inspection. ISD shall maintain 
a record of all requests or notifications made pursuant to 
these sections and shall assign to each request a track- 
ing or reference number. ISD shall, no fewer than three 
(3) calendar days prior thereto, provide written notice to a 
tenant whose unit is to be inspected of the date, time, and 
purpose of the inspection. An owner shall file the sworn 
statement of and inspection form completed by an Au- 
thorized Inspector within sixty (60) calendar days of new 
occupancy. No later than the sixtieth 960th) calendar day 
after new occupancy, an owner may apply to the Commis- 
sioner for an extension of the time to file a sworn state- 
ment or otherwise comply with these sections if the owner 
is experiencing hardship related to the owner’s financial 
circumstances or a municipal approval process resulting 
from the physical work required to remedy any violations 
of the State Sanitary Code; no application for such an ex- 
tension shall be complete without a written plan submit- 
ted by the owner outlining the owner’s plan for compli- 
ance within ninety (90) days. ISD shall forward a copy of 
any report or statement filed by an Authorized Inspector 
to the tenant no later than ten (10) business days after its 
receipt thereof. All notices provided under these sections 
shall be on a form approved by the Commissioner. 


If a person seeking access to a unit for the purposes of 
conducting an inspection pursuant to CBC 9-1.3 is denied 
such access, the owner of said unit shall notify ISD of 
such denial within three (3) business days, and an ISD 
inspector shall verify such denial. If ISD verifies such de- 
nied access then such denial shall be noted on any sworn 
statement filed by an Authorized Inspector, which, when 
filed, shall be deemed as the owner’s compliance with this 
section, and the Commissioner may cause the unit to be 
re-inspected pursuant to the terms herein in the manner 
provided for in the State Sanitary Code. 


An owner of a unit or units may apply to the Com- 
missioner for an exemption to the requirement under this 
ordinance to inspect a unit or units upon new occupancy. 
Upon successful application, said owner shall be subject 
to a periodic inspection of the unites) every five (5) years 
for the compliance of the same with the provisions ofthe 
state Sanitary Code. An owner seeking such an exemption 
shall file an application on a form approved by the Com- 
missioner. The commissioner shall issue written findings 
regarding the approval or denial of an exemption within 
ten (10) business days of application, and may base the 
written findings on factors including, but not limited to, 
the following: a review of the owner’s history of property 
management on file with the City of Boston and a man- 
agement plan submitted for the property; a review of the 
unit’s history of compliance with the Massachusetts State 
Sanitary Code; a site visit of the property for which the 
exemption is sought; and, if relevant, a history of compli- 
ance with CBC 9-1.3. 


An exemption approved by the Commissioner shall be 
subject to revocation following a hearing held by ISD if 
the unit subject to the exemption has one (1) or more vio- 
lations of the Massachusetts State Sanitary Code and if, 
upon proper notice of those violations to the owner, the 


violations have not been corrected in the time provided 
in such notice. An owner approved for an exemption shall 
be required to maintain maintenance records for any and 
all exempted units for the duration of the exemption, and 
such records shall be available for review by ISD during 
regular business hours or upon reasonable notice to the 
owner. 


The Commissioner shall charge a fee of: fifty dollars 
($50.00) per unit up to the first four (4) units for a five (5) 
year exemption from CBC 9-1.3; an additional ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) for each additional unit in the same build- 
ing up to a maximum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
per building and if two (2) or more buildings comprise a 
complex owned by the same owner then the fee shall not 
exceed one thousand dollars ($1,000.00). An owner may 
apply for an extension of an exemption upon expiration, 
provided that the owner shall complete the entire exemp- 
tion application process and ISD may cause twenty per- 
cent (20%) of the units to be inspected pursuant to CBC 
9-1.3. The Commissioner shall follow the same process 
and procedure as for an original exemption application. 

Failure to comply with the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be punishable by a fine of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) per month for every month that the condition 
continues to exist. 


Any and all notices, statements, inspection forms, ap- 
plications, including supporting documentation, and any 
other documents concerning an inspection pursuant to 
CBC 9-1.3 shall be a matter of public record. 


In an effort to evaluate the effectiveness of the inspec- 
tion programs delineated herein, the Commissioner shall 
annually prepare a report detailing the activities of the 
program, including but not limited to: the number of in- 
spections requested by owners pursuant to CBC 9-1.3 for 
each month; the number of inspections performed by ISD 
inspectors pursuant to CBC 9-1.3 for each month; the to- 
tal number of sworn statements filed by registered sanitar- 
ians; the total number of sworn statements filed by certi- 
fied health officers; the total number of sworn statements 
filed by licensed home inspectors; the total number of 
violations issued as a result of an inspection pursuant to 
CBC 9-1.3; the total number of applications for exemption 
received; the total number of applications for exemption 
approved including the number of units covered thereby; 
the total number of applications for exemption denied or 
withdrawn including the number of units involved there- 
in; the total number of exemptions revoked including the 
number of units involved therein; the total number of vio- 
lations issued pursuant to CBC 9-1.3; the total number 
of fines issued pursuant to CBC 9-1.3; the total number 
of fines collected pursuant to CBC 9-1.3; and, an overall 
assessment of the entire CBC 9-1.3 program including a 
brief explanation of improvements made to the program 
and plans for future improvements. The Commissioner 
shall file originals of this annual report with the City 
Clerk and with the City Council no later than July 31 st of 
each calendar year. 


Section 2. 


The provisions of CBC 9-1.3 may be enforced in ac- 
cordance with the non-criminal disposition process of 
M.G.L. c. 40, s. 21D, provided that this section shall not 
preclude the City of Boston from proceeding to restrain a 
violation by injunction. The provisions of this ordinance 
may also be enforced according to Chapter 40U of the 
Massachusetts General Laws as accepted by the City of 
Boston, also known as the “Green Ticket’ law. 


Section 3. 


The Commissioner shall promulgate written rules and 
regulations necessary to implement and enforce the pro- 
visions of CBC 9-1.3. The Commissioner will work to 
employ and implement technology to the extent possible 
in order to optimize the fairness and effectiveness of the 
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registration and inspection processes within these rules, 
which may be revised from time to time. 


Section 4. 


If any provision of CBC 9-1.3 shall be held to be in- 
valid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such pro- 
vision shall be considered separately and apart from the 
remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force and 
effect. 


Section 5. 
The provisions of CBC 9-1.3 shall be effective upon 
passage.

ORDINANCE CREATING COMMISSION ON 
STATUS OF BLACK MEN AND BOYS IN 
BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0389) 


On motion of Councilor JACKSON, Docket No. 0389 
be taken out of order. 


WHEREAS: Nearly 24.4% of Boston’s total popula- 
tion in 2010 - 150,437 of 617,594 people - are black; and 

WHEREAS: Between 2006 and 2008,49.8% of the 
black population was male and almost one third (31.1 %) 
of all Blacks living in Boston were 17 years or under; and 

WHEREAS: the greatest concentration of black resi- 
dents of Boston currently reside in Roxbury at 76% of 
neighborhood residents, followed by 68% of those living 
in Mattapan, and 56% of those living in Dorchester; and 

WHEREAS: Despite the large presence of the black 
community within Boston, there remains no formal com- 
mission to support the economic advancement, gains in 
education, business ownership, or political influence of 
black men and boys; and 

WHEREAS: Boston has established a Commission on 
the Status of Women charged with reviewing the status of 
women in our City and pushing for beneficial legislative 
changes regarding policy that would improve access to 
opportunities and equality; and 

The issues and concerns of all black men and boys in 
particular, throughout each of Boston’s neighborhoods, 
relates to concerns about economic justice, health and 
safety, youth violence, education, and several other areas 
and require a higher level of focus by city government; 


and 

WHEREAS: The black men and boys of the city re- 
quire an outlet for expressing their opinions and ideas and 
a place to rely on for information, advocacy, and action, 
Therefore Be It ; 

ORDERED: That the following shall take effect im- 
mediately: 


SECTION 1. There shall be within the Mayor’s office 
a division to be known as the Commission on Black Men 
and Boys which shall be under the charge of an officer, 
known as the Advisor to the Mayor on Black Men and 


Boys (hereinafter the “Advisor’’), appointed by the Mayor 
and who shall serve at the pleasure of the Mayor and who 
shall have the powers of a department head with respect to 
execution of contracts and matters of personnel manage- 
ment within said office. 


SECTION 2. The Commission shall consist of four- 
teen members all of whom shall be appointed by the May- 
or (and shall be residents of the city). They shall serve for 
three year terms. Any person appointed to fill a vacancy 
shall only serve for the unexpired term; and any such 
appointee shall serve until said appointee’s successor is 
appointed and qualified. The Advisor as herein referred 
to shall be a member of the Commission ex officio. The 
Mayor shall appoint a chairperson of the Commission 
who may, but need not, be his Advisor. Members of the 
Commission shall serve without compensation. 


SECTION 3. The duties of the Commission shall in- 
clude but are not limited to: 


a. advising the Mayor on issues pertaining to black 
men and boys; 


b. assisting the Office of the Mayor in determining 
budget and policy priorities; 


c. monitoring and advising other city agencies on is- 
sues pertaining to black men and boys; 


d. designing special projects that affect black men and 
boys which are not currently being implemented by 
existing city agencies; 

e. performing services in connection with outreach, 
communication, and liaison to black men and boys 
and related community groups and organizations; 


f. | working with the Department on Intergovernmental 
Relations concerning state and federal legislation 
and programs that are of concern to black men and 
boys; 


g. working with the Office of Civil Rights to insure 
that black men and boys are represented at all levels 
of city government; 


h. serving on an interagency task force developed by 
the Office of Civil Rights; 


i. coordinating the response of city government to is- 
sues of concern to black men and boys and related 
organizations.

WHEREAS: The City of Boston has a rich history of 
supporting arts and culture, including the founding of the 
oldest municipal arts commission in the United States in 
1890 and establishing the first state-recognized cultural 
area in the Fenway Cultural District; and 

WHEREAS: From its neighborhood arts centers and 
theaters to its world class museums and music institu- 
tions, Boston’s arts and cultural sector helps build a vi- 
brant community and brings together the different parts 
of the city; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston today offers financial 
support for the arts and culture through the Boston Cul- 
tural Council, which under the umbrella of the Mayor’s 
Office of Arts, Tourism and Special Events, annually 
distributes funds allocated by the Massachusetts Cultural 
Council to support innovative arts, humanities and inter- 
pretive sciences programming that enhances the quality 
of life in our City; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston Cultural Council currently 
awards two types of grants: 1) to fund programming 
of arts and cultural organizations based in and serv- 
ing Boston, and 2) to reimburse the cost of school field 
trips to attend performances at Boston-based, designated 
performing arts organizations; and 

WHEREAS: The Mayor’s Office has demonstrated 
a strong commitment to supporting the arts and culture 
community and Boston’s creative economy through so- 
liciting arts and culture community input, the creation 
of a Cabinet-level Arts Commissioner position, plans to 
designate a line-item for arts funding in the City budget, 
and other actions; and 

WHEREAS: The impact of any additional dedicated 
city funding for the arts and culture will depend on the 
mechanisms for funding distribution, the division of 
funding between City-administered programming and 
external grants or assistance, the criteria for awarding ex- 
ternal grants and target recipients, and effective commu- 
nication of funding opportunities to the arts and culture 
community; and 

WHEREAS: Other municipalities such as Pittsburgh, 
Los Angeles, Portland, Chicago, Nashville, Austin, and 
Seattle offer creative examples of funding and communi- 
cation mechanisms to maximize the impact of municipal 
arts funding, including grants for individual artists, multi- 
year grant opportunities for arts, funding for arts commu- 
nity networking programs and workshops, city programs 
to commission public art through a public process, artist 
mailing lists for notification about art opportunities;

Councilors WU, BAKER, MURPHY, MCCARTHY, 
O’MALLEY, LAMATTINA, JACKSON, FLAHERTY, 
CIOMMO, PRESSLEY, YANCEY, ZAKIM and LINE- 
HAN offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Massachusetts’ domestic workers--com- 
prised of housekeepers, nannies, and caregivers and 
service providers for children, persons with disabilities, 
and the elderly-work in private households to care for the 
health, safety and well-being of the most important as- 
pects of our lives, our families and our homes; and 

WHEREAS: Domestic workers play a critical role in 
Massachusetts’ economy, working to ensure the health 
and prosperity of our families and freeing others to par- 
ticipate in the workforce, which is increasingly necessary 
in these difficult economic times; and 

WHEREAS: The treatment of domestic service work- 
ers under federal and state laws has historically reflected 
stereotypical assumptions about the nature of domestic 
work, specifically that the relationship between employer 
and “servant” was “personal,” rather than commercial, in 
character; that employment within a household was not 
‘real” productive work; and that women did not work to 
support their families; and 

WHEREAS: The Fair Labor Standards Act of 1938 
(29 U.S.C. Sec. 201 et seq.), which Congress enacted to 
ensure a fair day’s pay for a fair day’s work, intentionally 
excluded domestic workers from its protection to appease 
politicians from Southern states who would not support 
extending workers’ right to domestic workers many of 
whom were women of color; and 

WHEREAS: Domestic workers usually work alone, 
behind closed doors, and out of the public eye, leaving 
them isolated, vulnerable to abuse and exploitation, and 
unable to advocate collectively for better working condi- 
tions; and 

WHEREAS: Most domestic workers today are women 
who, because of race, ethnicity, national origin, sex dis- 
crimination and threats of retaliation, are particularly 
vulnerable to unlawful employment practices and abuses; 
and 

WHEREAS: Domestic workers often labor under 
harsh conditions, work long hours for low wages with- 
out benefits or job security, and face termination without 
notice or severance pay, leaving many suddenly without 
both a job and a home; and 

WHEREAS: Most domestic workers work to support 
families and children of their own and more than half are 
primary income earners, yet two-thirds of domestic work- 
ers earn low wages or wages below the poverty line; and 

WHEREAS: Many live-in domestic workers are not 
permitted to make basic decisions regarding the food they 
eat or to cook or heat their meals and their pay is eroded 
by charges for food and lodging even if they do not want 
the food or lodging offered by employers; and 

WHEREAS: In the worst cases, domestic workers 
are verbally and physically abused or sexually assaulted, 
forced to sleep in conditions unfit for human habitation, 
and stripped of their privacy and dignity; and 

WHEREAS: Many domestic workers are at risk of be- 
ing victimized by trafficking as a result of physical, cul- 
tural and linguistic isolation, diplomatic immunity that 
shields many employers of domestic workers from crimi- 
nal charges, familial and intimate partner trafficking, and 
vulnerability caused by the confiscation of immigration 
documents; and 

WHEREAS: Many employers desire to treat their care- 
givers and housekeepers fairly, but do not have the infor- 
mation to guide them in setting terms of employment, and 
may never develop a formal contract or clearly establish 
the rights and obligations each party owes to the other; 
and 

WHEREAS: Domestic workers are still excluded from 
the most basic protections afforded the rest of the labor 
force under state and federal law, including the rights to 
fair wages, safe and healthy working conditions, and pro- 
tection from discriminatory and abusive treatment; and 

WHEREAS: Domestic workers are specifically ex- 
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cluded from Massachusetts’ anti-discrimination law and, 
in some cases, from retaliation for making complaints 
about unpaid wages or for violations of minimum wage 
and overtime; and 

WHEREAS: The Domestic Workers’ Bill of Rights 
provides a list of rights, including 24 hours off per 7-day 
calendar week; limited days of rest; parental leave; the 
right to privacy; and protection from discrimination, 
sexual harassment, illegal charges for food and lodging, 
unsanitary housing conditions, eviction without notice, 
retaliation for asserting wage violations, and trafficking; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED:That the Bos- 
ton City Council hereby calls on the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature, taking the actions of the New York, California, 
and Hawaii Legislatures in passing NY AI470B-2009, 
CA AB241-2013, and HI SB535-2013, respectively as 
inspiration, to pass House, No. 3884, S. 882, known as 
the Domestic Workers’ Bill of Rights, sponsored by Rep- 
resentative Michael Moran and Senator Anthony Petruc- 
celli, cosponsored by over 80 legislators and endorsed 
by over 60 organizations that represent employers, labor, 
faith-based and community-based organizations in order 
to extend basic, humane labor protections to thousands of 
nannies, caregivers, and housecleaners and improve the 
quality of care or services for Massachusetts’ families, 
including elder residents, and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED :That the Boston City 
Council calls on other communities and jurisdictions to 
join with us in this action by passing similar Resolutions.

WHEREAS, According to the Greater Boston Associa- 
tion of Realtors, the median residential real estate sales 
price in Boston is presently $465,000, which requires a 
gross annual income of at least $120,000 to adequately 
afford; and 

WHEREAS, According to January MLS data, the 
average residential real estate rental price for one bed- 
room units in Boston is presently $2,400, which requires 
a gross annual income of at least $96,000 to adequately 
afford; and 

WHEREAS, The median income in Boston is $65,850; 
and 

WHEREAS, A recent Brookings Institution analysis 
revealed that income inequality in Boston is the fourth 
worst of any city in the United States; and 

WHEREAS, Thomas M. Menino, former Mayor of 
Boston, created the Inclusionary Development Program 
(“IDP”) through An Order Relative to Affordable Hous- 
ing dated February 29, 2000, as amended on February 3, 
2005, May 16, 2006, and September 27, 2007; and 

WHEREAS, The IDP mandates that in any new resi- 
dential development often units or more requiring relief 
from the Boston Zoning Code, fmanced or undertaken by 
a City agency, or constructed on City land, at least 15% of 
the units must be affordable to Bostonians earning 100% 
and under of the Area Median Income; and 

WHEREAS, The IDP remains in effect as an Executive 
Order, rather than an ordinance under the Boston Munici- 
pal Code; THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to examine the uni- 
versal human right of housing affordability, with partic- 
ular respect to income inequality in the City of Boston 
and the process and impact of codifying the Inclusionary 
Development Program; and that representatives from the 
Boston Redevelopment Authority, Department of Neigh- 
borhood Development, and the residential real estate in- 
vestment, development, and management communities, 
along with other interested parties, be invited to actively 
participate in this conversation.

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ORDER APPROVING PETTION FOR SPECIAL LAW 
RE: LIQUOR LICENSES IN CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 0438) 


Councilor JACKSON offered the following: 
HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS: the Boston Licensing Board handles the 
distribution of local liquor licenses in concert with the 
State’s Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission and 
existing state law that limits Boston to 650 all-alcohol 
licenses and 320 malt-and-wine-only licenses and pre- 
scribes a course for their circulation; and 

WHEREAS: under this schematic the transfer and sale 
of liquor licenses has become big business with some 
licenses selling for nearly half a million dollars, and an 
average sale price around $325,000, resulting in consider- 
able competition for any ‘new’ licenses returned to the 
City; and 

WHEREAS: responsible establishments with a liquor 
license have a tremendous positive effect on their neigh- 
borhoods through supporting job creation and economic 
development efforts while also offering significant com- 
munity and social benefits; and 

WHEREAS: many smaller ‘mom and pop’ restaurants 
- common throughout many Boston neighborhoods - al- 
ready struggle to stay open without the benefit of a liquor 
license and studies have shown such establishments could 
see a 25% increase in total business through the availabil- 
ity of a license; and 

WHEREAS: under the existing system liquor licens- 
es in the City of Boston have concentrated in very few 
neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS: areas on a path to economic revival, such 
as Dudley Square with the forthcoming development of 
Parcels 9 & 10 and a public commitment of over $150 
million towards a new B-2 police station and the rede- 
velopment of the Dudley Municipal Building, require 
improved access to liquor licenses as one component of 
a multi-part effort towards supporting such community- 
wide revitalization; NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That a petition to 
the General Court, accompanied by a bill for a special 
law relating to the City of Boston to be filed with an at- 
tested copy of this order be, and hereby is, approved under 
Clause I of Section 8 of Article II, as amended, of the 
Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to the end that legislation 
be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or edi- 
torial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 
LIQUOR LICENSES IN THE CITY OF BOSTON 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 17 of chapter 138 of the General 
Laws as appearing in the 2012 Official Edition, is hereby 
amended by inserting after the seventh paragraph the fol- 
lowing new paragraphs: 


The licensing board for the city of Boston may grant 
up to 6 additional licenses for the sale of all alcoholic bev- 
erages to be drunk on the premises and up to 6 additional 
licenses for the sale of wines and malt beverages to drunk 
on the premises. Notwithstanding the first sentence, the 
additional all alcoholic beverages licenses and wines and 
malt beverages licenses shall be granted to premises with- 
in the Dudley Square district, bounded by Tremont Street, 
Melnea Cass Boulevard, Harrison A venue, and Dudley 
Street/Malcolm X Boulevard. Once issued to a licensee in 
the Dudley Square District, the licensing board shall not 
approve the transfer of that license to a location outside 
of the designated area. A license granted pursuant to this 
paragraph shall be nontransferable to any other person, 
corporation or organization and shall be clearly marked 


nontransferable on the face of the license. A license is- 
sued under this paragraph, if revoked or no longer in use, 
shall be returned physically, with all of the legal rights 
and privileges thereto, to the licensing board and shall 
only be reissued to qualified applicants doing business 
within the Dudley Square District. 


SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon its pas- 
sage.

SMALL BUSINESSES (DOCKET NO. 0439)

offered the following: 


WHEREAS: the Boston City Council will soon hear 
testimony on ways to streamline the licensing and permit- 
ting process for small businesses from the standpoint of 
modernizing applicable laws and ordinances; and 

WHEREAS: in addition to relevant laws and ordi- 
nances, the typical small business seeking to do business 
in Boston is required to work with over a dozen separate 
city departments - each with various regulations and pro- 
cedures - in order to obtain all necessary permits and li- 
censes to open for business; and 

WHEREAS: improved cross-department communica- 
tion and collaboration could considerably decrease wait- 
ing times and increase predictability for small businesses 
seeking to open in Boston; and 

WHEREAS: several steps have been taken in recent 
years to develop more user-friendly software aimed at 
supporting prospective small business owners navigate 
the City licensing process and an evaluation at this time 
might suggest additional areas for growth and expansion 
of our small business-focused technology infrastructure; 
and 

WHEREAS: a review of existing performance mea- 
sures for how quickly and efficiently the City guides pre- 
pared small businesses through the licensing and permit- 
ting process could improve the customer experience for 
prospective business owners; and 

WHEREAS: several community leaders have pro- 
posed creating an incentive-based program whereby all 
or part of a small business owners’ application fees are 
rebated in the event that city departments do not meet ex- 
pected time-based response targets; and 

WHEREAS: an overall examination of internal pro- 
cesses, rules and procedures that improve the pace of 
small business permitting will lead even more prospec- 
tive entrepreneurs and business owners to locate in Bos- 
ton which will create jobs and provide much-needed tax 
revenue for other budgetary priorities; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing 
to review internal City of Boston department processes 
involved in the licensing and permitting of small busi- 
nesses. 

Referred to the Special Committee on Small Busi- 
ness, Entrepreneurship and Innovation. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO ESTABLISH COMPREH- 
SIVE COORDINATION OF RE-ENTRY SERVIC- 
ES FOR FORMER PRISONERS (DOCKET NO. 
0440) 


Councilors JACKSON, FLAHERTY, MURPHY, 
O’MALLEY, YANCEY, PRESSLEY, WU and ZAKIM 
offered the following: 


WHEREAS: A critical component of breaking the 
cycle of recidivism and improving public safety is pro- 
viding inmates the necessary support programs, including 
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educational, counseling and case management, designed 
to prepare them for reintegration into the community as 
law-abiding and productive community members; and 

WHEREAS: Another key component is that such re- 
entry and pre-release planning require adequate notifica- 
tion of the impending release; and 

WHEREAS: Evidence related to drug possession and 
distribution cases allegedly mishandled at the William 
Hinton State Laboratory Institute has affected sentenc- 
ing in a growing number of cases and drove the surge of 
a 14% increase of inmates released to the streets since 
2011; and 

WHEREAS: The bulk of defendants of more than 500 
cases thus far can be expected to return to live in various 
communities in the city of Boston, should the judge finds 
that mishandling by the laboratory invalidates the cases 
against them; and 

WHEREAS: The abrupt timing of the laboratory pro 
be and its effect on sentencing mean that these defendants 
will most likely be released into the community without 
the usual preparation, and no post-release supervision; 
and 

WHEREAS: Since the Fourth Quarter of 2012 
throughout 2013, the number of prisoners released con- 
tinues to increase as a result of the adoption of the Crime 
Bill; and 

WHEREAS: It is incumbent upon city and state gov- 
ernment to connect these individuals with necessary ser- 
vices, including health care, housing and employment 
training and placement to reduce recidivism, ensure suc- 
cessful reintegration and improve public safety; NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
discuss designating a person or municipal office to co- 
ordinate the re-entry services for former prisoners who 
voluntarily seek them. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS HOW INTE- 
GRATION OF SOCIAL IMPACT BONDS AF- 
FECT STATE’S PROCUREMENT SYSTEM AND 
SERVICE DELIVERY (DOCKET NO. 0441) 


Councilor JACKSON, ZAKIM and CIOMMO offered 
the following: 


WHEREAS: Declining state and federal funding and 
aid have forced governments of all levels to closely as- 
sess their budgets and prioritize government functions in 
order to provide for public goods and services in a fiscally 
prudent manner; and 

WHEREAS: Austerity measures have prevented gov- 
ernment agencies from identifying and scaling up effec- 
tive programs; and 

WHEREAS: Social Impact Bonds are performance- 
based contracts between governments and private or 
nonprofit organizations in which the organizations pay 
the up-front costs of implementing the social service 
programs and governments repay the investors only if the 
organizations achieve the agreed-upon social outcomes; 


and 

WHEREAS: This funding structure allows govern- 
ments to minimize financial risk; and 

WHEREAS: State and local government officials in 
more than 15 states and approximately 8 municipali- 
ties throughout the United States have launched and/or 
are exploring this new financing mechanism in order to 
find solutions to complex social problems related but not 
limited to high recidivism rates, homelessness, and court- 
involved youth; and 

WHEREAS: The Commonwealth of Massachusetts is 
one of the first states in the United States to adopt this 
results-oriented approach to services; and 

WHEREAS: In January of 2014, the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts launched the largest social impact bond 
in the United States; and 

WHEREAS: Such implementation of Social Impact 
Bond efforts affect both state procurement and service 


delivery at the municipal level; NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee ofthe Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
discuss how the integration of Social Impact Bonds into 
the state’s procurement system will affect service delivery 
at the municipal level in particular to the areas of chronic 
homelessness, court-involved youth, and basic adult edu- 
cation. 

Referred to the Committee on Ways and Means.

WHEREAS: Riding school buses is the safest mode 
of school travel with student fatalities averaging at 2%; 
whereas, walking is the worst method of school travel 
with student fatalities averaging at 16%; and

In the Boston Public School system, yellow school 
buses and shuttle services are two of the currently avail- 
able methods to transport students in grades 6th, 7th, and 
8th who qualify for school busing services; and 

WHEREAS: In the proposed Boston Public Schools’ 
budget for fiscal year 2015, the Boston Public Schools 
is considering eliminating all school bus services for 7th 
and 8th graders which is approximately 4500 students 
and, instead, offer MBTA passes to these students; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston Public Schools’ budget pro- 
posal includes offering MBTA passes to 6th graders who 
voluntarily choose to take public transportation instead of 
the school transportation services; and 

WHEREAS: While the shift in school travel methods 
focuses on reducing expenses, many students, especially 
those who are part of the 75% or so group who receive 
free or reduced lunch may be forced to walk to their 
schools, because their families now carry the burden of 
paying additional transportation costs and cannot afford 
alternative transportation; 

WHEREAS: Other concerns and potential risks in- 
clude walking to and from school in neighborhoods, 
chronic absenteeism and tardiness, and the Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority’s ability to service the ad- 
ditional students; and 

WHEREAS: A significant concern is the safety of 
large number of students who will be forced to walk to 
and from either their homes or major public transporta- 
tion hubs; NOW

WHEREAS: Crispus Attucks, on March 5, 1770, be- 
came the first man to fall in the American Revolution 
along with Samuel Maverick, James Caldwell, Samuel 
Gray and Patrick Carr; and 


WHEREAS: The five Americans were killed by British 
soldiers while protesting the violation of rights of colo- 
nists by British troops and the Townshend Acts, which 
were implemented by the British to indirectly tax the 
Colonies; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks, in previous months, had spoken 
in front of large crowds, inspiring colonists to coura- 
geously unify and fight for their freedom; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks, although he, himself, had not 
been treated equally, having run away from his slave mas- 
ter to became a whaler 20 years earlier, he was leading the 
march against the Townshend Acts (laws passed begin- 
ning in 1767 by the Parliament of Great Britain) when the 
massacre occurred; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks was born in 1723 to his father, 
Prince, a slave of Colonel Buckminster in. 

Framingham, Massachusetts and his mother, Nancy, a 
Natick Indian of the Praying Indian Tribe of North Amer- 
ica; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks, at age 16, was sold to Deacon 
William Brown, also of Framingham, where his duties 
included buying and selling cattle and traveling widely to 
look for business; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks, at age 27, escaped from Deacon 
Brown during a business trip to Boston where he secretly 
applied for ajob as a whaler; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks returned to Boston at age 46, 
during a time when King George the Third had tried to 
tule over the colonies without their permission, leading to 
arguments between Parliament and Colonist leaders and 
to tension between British troops and townspeople; and 

WHEREAS: Attucks was targeted by British soldiers 
because of his bravery and his ability to inspire others 
to revolt against oppressive British rule; Be It Therefore 

RESOLVED: That the Boston City Council, in meet- 
ing assembled, hereby declares March 5, 2014 as Crispus 
Attucks Day in the City of Boston.

AND RE-INSPECTION OF RENTAL UNITS)

I hereby transmit for your approval an Ordinance 
amending CBC 9-1.3. The City of Boston contains well 
over 140,000 rental units. CBC 9-1.3 requires all owners 
of rental units to register their units with the Inspectional 
Services Department. It also requires. that all rental units 
in non-owner-occupied dwellings of 1-6 units be inspect- 
ed at least every five years. Such inspections are neces- 
sary to ensure that all citizens of the City of Boston have 
access to safe rental housing by requiring that the rental 
units comply with the requirements of the State Sanitary 
Code. 

In its current form, CBC 9-1.3 requires all 
owners of rental units to pay annual fees to the Inspec- 
tional Services Department as part of its registration 
program. These fees have the potential to create a burden 
on elderly or infirm rental owners, and to create a finan- 
cial hardship in certain cases for owner-occupied rental 
dwellings. 

As a result, the proposed amendment to CBC 9-1.3 
seeks to maintain the registration and inspection require- 
ments that are necessary to protect citizens and promote 
safe rental housing. The amendment, however, seeks to 
entirely eliminate the annual registration fee requirement 
for owner-occupied dwellings containing three or fewer 
rental units. Additionally, the amenqment allows owners 
to seek an exemption from the annual registration fees for 
their owner-occupied dwellings containing between four 
and six rental units if the owner is elderly, infirm, or the 
fee would create a fmancial hardship. 

I urge your Honorable Body to adopt this amendment 
as soon as possible so that the Inspectional Services De- 
partment may continue to ensure safe rental housing, and 
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our owners of smaller rental dwellings may be relieved of 
paying annual registration fees.

AN AMEND:MENT TO CHAPTER IX OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON CODE, CDC 9-1.3, INSPECTION 
AND RE-INSPECTION OF RENTAL UNITS. 


WHEREAS, The residents of the City of Boston have a 
right to rental units that provide a stable, safe and healthy 
environment; 

WHEREAS, CBC 9-1.3 requires owners of rental units 
in Boston to register their rental units with the Inspec- 
tional Services Department. It also requires inspections of 
all rental units every five years, in most cases, in order to 
ensure compliance with the State Sanitary Code and the 
safety of the occupants; 

WHEREAS, In 201.2, the City of Boston amended the 
rental inspection ordinance, Chapter 9 of the Ordinances 
of 2012. The amendment required all owners of rental 
units in the Clty of Boston to pay an annual registration 
fee to the Inspectional Services Department; 

WHEREAS, Owner-occupied dwellings with three or 
fewer rental units should be exempt from the administra- 
tive and financial burden of paying annual registration 
fees; 

WHEREAS, Owner-occupied dwellings containing no 
fewer than four and no more than six rental units should 
have the opportunity to apply for a waiver of annual fees 
in situations where the owner is elderly, infinn, and or 
where the fee would create financial hardship. 

NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City C-ouDcil of Boston as fol- 
lows: 


CBC Chapter IX, Section 9-1.3 is hereby amended by 
striking out subsection (b) in its entirety and inserting in 
place thereof the following: 


(b) All owners of private residential rental housing 
units (“Owners’’), including condominium units, in the 
City of Boston shall register no later than July 1st of each 
year with the Inspectional Services Department (“ISD”) 
identifying the property by. street address and the num- 
ber of units that they own at each address. An owner 
of a rental unit, who does not reside within the subject 
dwelling, shall post and maintain or cause to be posted 
and maintained on such dwelling adjacent to the mail- 
boxes for such dwelling or elsewhere in the interior of 
such dwelling in a location visible to the residents a notice 
constructed of durable material, not less than twenty (20) 
square inches in size, bearing herlhis name, address and 
telephone number. If the owner is a realty trust or part- 
nership, the name, address and telephone number of the 
managing trustee or partner shall be posted. If the owner 
is a corporation, the name, address and telephone number 
of the president of the corporation shall be posted. Where 
the owner employs a manager or agent who does not re- 
side in such dwelling, such manager or agent’s name, ad- 
dress and telephone number shall also be included in the 
notice. P.O. boxes do not satisfy the address requirement 
of this section. All owners must register each rental unit 
annually with ISD, and must attest to and affirm that they 
are familiar with their obligations to comply with this sec- 
tion, the State Sanitary Code (105 CMR 410), the State 
Building Code (780 CMR), the City of Boston Zoning 
Code, Federal, State and Local fair housing regulations, 
and all other regulations applicable to residential dwell- 
ings, and that they intend to comply with said regulations, 
by signing a form provided by and approved by the Com- 
missioner of ISD. An owner owning multiple units in the 
same building may submit one form representing all said 
units. Any owner residing outside of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts must designate a Boston based resident 
agent authorized to accept service on the owner’s behalf. 


All rental unit registrations shall be recorded in an 
electronic database of all owners for an initial registration 
fee of twenty-five dollars ($25.00), and annual renewal 
fees of fifteen dollars ($15.00) for each rental unit.. All 
owner-occupied dwellings containing three or fewer rent- 
al units shall not be required to pay an initial registration 
nor annual renewal fees set forth in this subsection (b). 
Additionally, all owner-occupied dwellings containing no 
fewer than four and no more than six rental units may 
request from ISD a waiver of the initial registration fee 
and annual renewal fees set forth in this subsection (b) by 
submitting a written request to ISD or an application on 
a fonn approved by ISD. ISD shall approve such applica- 
tion and grant the waiver if the owner; (1) is sixty-five 
years of age or older, or (2) certifies under written oath 
that he or she is unable to pay fees due to infirmity, or (3) 
certifies under written oath that the payment of such fees 
would result in financial hardship. ISD reserves the right 
to request documentation from the owner to confirm that 
he or she qualifies for a waiver, A waiver of fees shall only 
be granted by ISD if the owner has not been cited for a 
violation of the State Sanitary Code during the preceding 
calendar year. The provisions of this subsection (b) shall 
be applied retroactively, and any owner of a rental unit 
who has paid initial registration fees or annual renewal 
fees to ISD, but who would have otherwise qualified for 
an exemption or waiver of such fees at the time of pay- 
ment, may submit a written request to ISD seeking the re- 
imbursement of such monies. Nothing in this subsection 
(b) shall relieve any owner of a rental unit of the duty to 
register their rental units with ISD, regardless of whether 
the owner is exempt from the requirement to pay annual 
renewal fees. The Commissioner shall work to employ 
technology to the .extent possible in order to optimize the 
fairness and effectiveness of the registration process in 
accordance with paragraph “‘p”.

WHEREAS, Table A of Article 56 represents the in- 
tent of residents of West Roxbury to allow, forbid, or al-

WHEREAS, Boston University Medical Center has 
built a biological research facility known as the National 
Emerging Infectious Diseases Laboratory (the “NEIDL’) 
on Albany Street in Roxbury/ South End of the City of 
Boston, in a densely populated, environmental justice 
community; and 

WHEREAS, The proposed network of laboratories 
will be designated to function and research at Biosafety 
Level 4 (BSL 4), a level of security designed for research 
on the most dangerous and exotic categories of disease 
causing organisms; and 

WHEREAS, Disease-causing organisms used in BSL 
4 laboratories include viruses such as Ebola, Marburg vi- 
rus, Lassa, smallpox, and several other forms of viruses 
that cause Hemorrhagic fever, some of which have no 
known cure; and 

WHEREAS, Given the proliferation of other high con- 
tainment laboratories across the U.S. in the last decade, 
now numbering 15, the BSL 4 lab at the NEIDL is not 
needed; and 

WHEREAS, In the interest of protecting their citizens, 
several other cities and towns including Arlington, Brook- 
line, Cambridge, Newton and Somerville have passed 
resolutions stating their opposition to the siting of BSL4 
laboratories in densely-populated urban areas; and 

WHEREAS, Despite Boston University’s and the Na- 
tional Institute of Health’s attempts to convince regulators 
and the public that the risks are negligible of an accidental 
release from the BSL 4 lab, the public continues to be 
unconvinced and fearful of the operation of the lab; and 

WHEREAS, The laboratory is located in the heart of 
our city’s transit systems, and the risks of secondary trans- 
mission related to public transportation systems were not 
adequately addressed in the NEIDUs most recent risk 
analysis and local emergency preparation for a release 
of a contagious pathogen from the NEIDL has not been 
completed; and 

WHEREAS, The environmental justice procedures en- 
shrined in federal and state law have not been followed 
and the communities adjacent to the lab have not been 
adequately consulted regarding the NEIDL or mitigation

CBC 16-47.1 Prohibition. 

No activities involving laboratory research Bio-safety 
Level 4 (BSL 4) may be conducted within the City of 
Boston. 


CBC 16-47.2 Enforcement and Regulatory Authority. 

The Boston Fire Department, the Boston Police De- 
partment, and the Boston Public Health Commission shall 
have the authority to enforce these sections and to pro- 
mulgate rules and regulations necessary to implement and 
enforce these sections. 


CBC 16-47.3 Severability. 

If any provision of these sections shall be held to be 
invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, then such 
provision shall be considered separately and apart from 
the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full force 
and effect. 


CBC 16-47.4 Implementation . 
The provisions of these sections shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

All money contributions shall be 
voluntary donations and not in exchange for any City ser- 
vice or use of City property. All moneys remaining in the 
Fund at the end of any fiscal year remain the property of 
the Fund.

Section 3: The collector treasurer of the City of Bos- 
ton shall be the custodian of the Special Events Fund and

This is the first budget of my administration, and I offer 
it with thanks to the people of Boston who have informed 
the content through their engagement. I transmit herewith 
my Fiscal Year 2015 Recommended Budget for the City 
of Boston. The Recommended Operating Budget totals 
$2.7 billion and represents an increase of $118.2 million, 
or 4.5% over last year. 

Though this budget reflects my personal priorities, it 
also reflects the beginning of a new era in Boston, a city 
of opportunity for all people. We are one Boston, moving 
forward. 

It invests in 100 additional K1 seats, on our way to uni- 
versal access to early education, which study after study 
has shown to lessen the achievement gap. 

It creates a new Office of Economic Development, 
which is charged with business recruitment and retention, 
and with establishing an environment that encourages, 
supports and promotes entrepreneurship and new busi- 
ness development. At the same time, it will explore the 
causes of income and wealth disparity and disproportion- 
ate opportunity. 

It establishes an Office of Recovery Services, which 


will playa leading role in both advocating for treatment 
options while improving the services which already exist 
in Boston 

It addresses the epidemic of trauma, by expanding 
existing services and establishing new trauma recovery 
units at neighborhood health centers. 

It brings innovation to the neighborhoods, by providing 
for incubator space in Main Street districts. 

It supports small businesses with a substantial increase 
in funding for Main Streets districts. 

It increases public safety by providing for new police 
and fire classes. 

It elevates Arts and Culture to the cabinet-level. In ad- 
dition to driving our economy, the arts provide a way for 
us to tell our story, and can help in the areas of public 
health, public safety, transportation, education and more. 

It provides for more library hours, both in Copley and 
in the neighborhoods. Our investment and our collabora- 
tion with PSA and AFSCME will enable us to keep our 
libraries, great civic spaces, open on weekends. 

It invests in technology across many departments, from 
software upgrades to the expansion of fiber to the creation 
of new positions to streamline pennitting. 

We made some difficult choices in crafting this plan, 
to address and eliminate a projected budget shortfall and 
keep Boston on a solid financial footing. The result is a 
budget that is balanced in both the fiscal and policy sens- 
es, to ensure that Boston’s next chapter is its best chapter. 
I believe that within this budget, we communicate that we 
are open for business, responsive to neighborhoods and 
committed to doing all we can to achieve equity for our 
citizens. 

I look forward to working with you during the budget 
review process, and I respectfully request your favorable 
action on the FY15 Operating Budget and the Five Year 
Capital Plan for FY15 to FY19.

I transmit herewith for your approval, an order ap- 
propriating $40,000,000 to the Other Post Employment 
Benefits (OPEB) Liability Trust Fund authorized under 
Chapter 32B, §20, as added by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 
2008. Your annual approval of the OPEB contribution will 
bring the total aggregate amount appropriated toward the 
City’s and Public Health Commission’s unfunded liability 
to $264 million. 

The most recent OPEB actuarial valuation as of June 
30, 2013, estimated the City’s unfunded liability at $2.1 
billion. This updated valuation represents a significant de- 
crease from the $3.1 billion unfunded liability estimated 
in the 2011 valuation. The primary drivers of this de- 
crease include lower health care cost trends and a signifi- 
cant migration of retirees into lower-cost Medicare plans 
as a result of requirements in Municipal Health Care re- 
form legislation enacted by the state legislature in 2011. 

Currently 9% funded, the City remains steadfast in its 
commitment to manage this long-term liability responsi- 
bly. We will continue to work with our unions to ensure 
the sustainability of health care benefits within the means 
of the City’s budget, both now and in the future.

TINA, MURPHY, PRESSLEY, ZAKIM, LINEHAN, 
JACKSON, CIOMMO, O’MALLEY and YANCEY of- 
fered the following: 


WHEREAS, In order to make the operation of city 
government more transparent, effective, collaborative 
with, and accountable to the public, it is in the best inter- 
est ofthe City of Boston that its agencies and departments 
make their data available online using open standards; and 

WHEREAS, Making more data accessible online 
would streamline communication and _ interoperabil- 
ity among city departments and other entities as well as 
provide a forum for the public to assist in identifying 
efficient solutions for government, promote innovative 
strategies for social progress, and create economic op- 
portunities; and 

WHEREAS, Other cities, such as San Francisco and 
New York have adopted open data ordinances that in- 
crease the accessibility of government processes and pro- 
vide for rules and technical standards to implement open 
data policies and to ensure compliance with privacy laws; 


and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has already made 
certain datasets available through its current open data 
portal, and adopting an ordinance would codify the open 
government policies ofthe City, create consistency among 
city departments by developing uniform technical stan- 
dards, and institutionalize a culture of open government 
while simultaneously requiring city departments to bal- 
ance transparency with privacy; and 

WHEREAS, The implementation of an open data ordi- 
nance would provide greater accessibility to government 
programs and proceedings by requiring city departments 
to make datasets available in a timely, efficient, and con- 
sistent manner and would provide an opportunity to use 
such data for the creation of useful civic tools; and 

WHEREAS, By enacting an open data ordinance, the 
City of Boston would increase government openness and 
the availability of information about government and its 
proceedings; allow and encourage citizens to participate 
in government and civic life; improve the extent to which 
city departments work together, or the city government 
works with private organizations; develop innovation 
and interest in civic applications, new ideas, and new 
solutions to problems; and, progress civic development, 
economic improvement, or other aspects of community 
growth; NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED 

That the following shall take effect immediately upon 
passage: 


SECTION 1 STATEMENT OF PURPOSE 


5 The purpose of this Article is: 
to make the workings of the people’s city as trans- 
parent as possible within the boundaries of the law; 


ii. to empower citizens through the democratization of 
information; 


ili. to mobilize citizens to use city data to create innova- 
tive civic tools to improve the city’s quality of life; 


iv. to create social and economic benefits stemming 
from increased accessibility to city data. 


SECTION 2 DEFINITIONS 


a) “Agency” means an office, administration, depart- 
ment, division, bureau, board, commission, adviso- 
ry committee or other governmental entity perform- 
ing a governmental function of the city of Boston.’ 


b) “Chief Information Officer” means the head of the 


city’s Department of Innovation and Technology or 
its successor agency. 


c) “Chief Procurement Officer” means the head of 
the city’s Procurement Department or its successor 
agency. 


d) “Department of Innovation and Technology” means 
the city’s information technology department or its 
successor agency. 


e) “Data” means final versions of statistical, factual, 
geographical information (1) in alphanumeric form 
reflected in a list, table, graph, chart or other non- 
narrative form, that can be digitally transmitted or 
processed; and (2) regularly created or maintained 
by or on behalf of and owned by an agency that re- 
cords a measurement, transaction, or determination 
related to the mission of an agency. Such term shall 
not include information that is confidential, privi- 
leged, copyrighted, patented, or otherwise protected 
by law. Nothing in this chapter shall be deemed to 
prohibit an agency from voluntarily disclosing in- 
formation not otherwise defined as “data” in this 
subdivision, nor shall it be deemed to prohibit an 
agency from making such voluntarily disclosed in- 
formation accessible through the single web portal 
established pursuant to Section 3. 


f) | “Public data” means data available for disclosure. 


g) ‘Public Participation” means consulting interested 
stakeholders through a series of public meetings or 
an online forum accessible to the public. 


h) “Data portal” means https://data.cityofboston.gov 
or its successor website. 


SECTION 3 OPEN DATA AVAILABILITY 


a) Within one year of the effective date of this Article, 
all agencies shall, in compliance with the rules and 
standards set pursuant to Section 4(b) make public 
data available on the Internet through the data por- 
tal. 


SECTION 4 OPEN DATA AUTHORITY AND RE- 
SPONSIBILITIES 


a) All agencies shall: 


i. make reasonable efforts to make publicly available 
all data under the agency’s control in compliance 
with the rules, guidelines, and technical standards 
promulgated by the Chief Information Officer 
(CIO). If the agency is unable to disclose particular 
data sets, it must report its reasons to the Cla and the 
City Council; 


ii. designate one Data Coordinator (“DC”) no later 
than 3 months after the effective date of this Article, 
who will oversee implementation and compliance 
with applicable Open Data Policies. The DC shall 
prepare a public Open Data plan for the agency, 
which shall include a timeline, a summary descrip- 
tion of all data sets under the control of the agency, 
and proposed data sets to be made public data. The 
DC shall also attend interagency advisory group 
meetings at the request of the CIO. The DC shall 
create an online mechanism for public participation 
in order to receive feedback regarding the agency’s 
public data. The DC shall respond to the feedback 
when appropriate in a timely manner. 


b) The CIO of the City of Boston shall have the follow- 
ing responsibilities: 


i. After public participation and consultation with 
the agencies, create rules and guidelines to deter- 
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mine which data sets are appropriate for public dis- 
closure. These rules and guidelines shall be made 
publicly available on cityofboston.gov or its suc- 
cessor website. These rules and guidelines shall be 
promulgated within a year of the effective date and 
amended as needed. 


ii. After public participation and consultation with 
the agencies, create technical standards to ensure 
the public data’s uniformity of format(s), machine 
readability, and accessibility to the public at no cost. 
These technical standards shall be made publicly 
available on cityotboston.gov or its successor web- 
site. These technical standards shall be promulgated 
within a year of the effective date of this Article and 
amended as needed. 


iii. After public participation and consultation with 
agencies, develop terms of use that makes public 
data free of charge. The terms of use shall be pro- 
mulgated within a year of the effective date of this 
Article and amended as needed. 


iv. Work with the Chief Procurement Officer to devel- 
op contract provisions to promote open data policies 
in the City’s procurement. 

In promulgating rules, guidelines, technical stan- 
dards, or other open data policies, appropriately 
consider and balance the benefits of open data and 
government transparency with the need to protect 
from disclosure that is proprietary, confidential, 
privileged, or protected by other applicable law or 
contract.

vi. Convene an interagency advisory group composed 
of DCs when necessary. vii. Provide an annual pub- 
lic report to the Mayor and City Council on the im- 
plementation, progress, and evolution of the city’s 
Open Data policies. 


viii. Establish an online mechanism for public partici- 
pation in order to receive and respond to feedback 
regarding public data and open data policies. 


ix. Proactively partner with other cities and localities, 
the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority, 
the Metropolitan Area Planning Council, and other 
relevant entities as appropriate to expand the city’s 
public data to reflect and meet the needs of the ac- 
tual lived experience in the Boston metro area. 


c) The Department of Innovation and Technology 
shall: 


i. maintain and keep secure the data portal. 


ii. provide education and analytical tools for agencies 
to improve their open data efforts; 


iii. assist agencies with open data policy compliance 
by working with the DCs, collecting and reviewing 
agencies’ proposed public data; 


iv. analyze and report the usage of open data on the 
data portal. 


SECTION 5 OPEN DATA LEGAL POLICY 


a) Public data made available on the City of Boston’s 
data portal shall be provided as a public service, 
on an “as is” basis, and for informational purposes 
only. Although the City will strive to ensure that 
such public data are accurate, the City shall make 
no warranty, representation or guaranty of any type 
as to the content, accuracy, timeliness, completeness 
or fitness for any particular purpose or use of any 
public data provided on such portal; no shall any 
such warranty be implied, including, without limita- 
tion, the implied warranties of merchantability and 


fitness for a particular purpose. The City shall as- 
sume no liability for: 


i. any errors, omissions or inaccuracies in the public 
data provided on the data portal regardless of how 
caused; or 


ii. any decision made or action take or not taken by 
anyone using or relying upon such public data; or 


iii. any virus or other damage to any computer that 
might occur during or as a result of accessing such 
portal or the public data provided therein; or 


iv. any other act identified in any disclaimer of liability 
or indemnification provision or any other provision 
set forth in the Terms of Use required under Section 
4(b)(iii) of this Article. 


b) The data portal and all public data contained on such 
portal shall be subject to the terms of use required 
under Section 4(b)(iii) of this Article. Such Terms of 
Use shall be posted by DOIT in a conspicuous place 
on the data portal. 


c) The City shall reserve the right to discontinue avail- 
ability of content on the data portal at any time and 
for any reason. If a data set is made accessible by a 
city agency on the data portal and such city agency 
is notified or otherwise learns that any data set or 
portion thereof posted on the data portal is factu- 
ally inaccurate or misleading or is protected data, 
the city agency shall, as appropriate, promptly cor- 
rect or remove, or cause to be corrected or removed, 
such data from the data portal and shall so inform 
the CIO. 


d) Nothing in this Article shall be construed to create 
a private right of action to enforce any provision of 
this Article Failure to comply with any provision 
of this Article shall not result in any liability to the 
City.

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has a long-standing 
relationship between the collectively bargained wages 
and benefits of Boston’s police officers and firefighters. 
The work of the uniformed public safety employees is 
inherently dangerous as the training and duty of police 
officers and firefighters require them to respond to public 
safety dangers that may lead to serious injury or death; 
and, 

WHEREAS, Under the collective bargaining statutes 
and the dispute resolution process, the Mayor is the em- 
ployer with the responsibility for bargaining and arbitrat- 
ing with the City of Boston’s unions; however, pursuant to 
the statutes, any awarded contract is subject to the funding 
discretion of the City Council; and, 

WHEREAS, The City Council has the duty to act in 
the financial interests of the city but is prevented by law 
from participating in the negotiation and arbitration pro- 
cess; therefore, it is necessary that the pattern of compa- 
rability and parity of compensation between uniformed 
public safety employees in the City of Boston be recog- 
nized and consistent. Therefore Be It: 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: AN ACT 
CONCERNING COLLECTIVE BARGAINING 
AND INTEREST ARBITRATION FOR PUBLIC 
SAFETY EMPLOYEES 


Section 1. 


Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter 150E of the 
General Laws, for purposes of collective bargaining in- 
volving Boston’s police officers and firefighters, the City 
of Boston shall define parity as base wage compensation 
where such wages are used in determining an employees’ 
pension. 

Section 4A of chapter 1078 of the acts of 1973 as most 
recently amended by section | of chapter 589 of the acts 
of 1987, is hereby further amended by adding the fol- 
lowing: - When considering factors to be given weight in 
any decision or determination, the parties shall consider 
parity of wages between Boston’s police officers and fire- 
fighters.

Councilors LAMATTINA, MURPHY, BAKER, CI-

O’MALLEY, PRESSLEY, LINEHAN, YANCEY and 
ZAKIM offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Several cities including Baltimore, San 
Francisco and New York have revitalized their waterfront 
areas into robust business and tourist districts; and 

WHEREAS The rejuvenation and repurposing of Bos- 
ton’s waterfront properties has developed not one district, 
but an entire “harbor-neighborhood” that links the water- 
front areas of Charlestown, East Boston, the North End, 
the Wharf District, South Boston and Dorchester; and 

WHEREAS: the investments underway to connect 
these harbor neighborhood links through ferry and in- 
creased water taxi docks will not only benefit tourists, 
but can also benefit neighborhood residents who will en- 
joy improved access to grocery stores, hardware stores, 
dental and health care providers, restaurants, museums, 
entertainment, and other amenities in their new harbor- 
neighborhood; and 

WHEREAS: Despite being a neighborhood formed of 
five islands and surrounded by water, East Boston cur- 
rently has only one water taxi dock serving the airport 
which is located well outside of the business and residen- 
tial areas; and 

WHEREAS: Several waterfront development projects 
in East Boston have stalled and little effort has been fo- 
cused on encouraging existing businesses to make water 
connections, leaving this ideally positioned neighborhood 
isolated from the water that surrounds it and from con- 
necting to this emerging harbor-neighborhood; and 

WHEREAS: the City of Boston has often successfully 
used tax breaks to incentivize investment in underper- 
forming or economically challenged areas and neighbor- 
hoods to focus development, resulting in significant rein- 
vestment in the community; and 

WHEREAS: successful development of the East Bos- 
ton waterfront represents a compounded benefit for the 
City through its direct impact on overall harbor plan and 
the neighborhoods of Charlestown, the North End, the

ORDER FOR PETITION FOR SPECIAL LAW RE: 
CERTAIN LICENSES FOR SALE OF ALCOHOL- 
IC BEVERAGES IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCK- 
ET NO. 0715) 
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Councilors PRESSLEY and O’MALLEY offered the 
following: 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston benefits from having 
organizations, associations, and other entities that provide 
a venue for social gatherings, create a sense of commu- 
nity, and offer services and programs that assist surround- 
ing neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS, Prior to mid-2009, the Licensing Board 
issued to certain organizations G.L. c. 138, § 14 Special 
Licenses that it could no longer issue these to any per- 
son for more than thirty days as it was in violation of the 
Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission’s Regulation 
204 CMR 7.04. Specifically, this Regulation prohibits the 
issuance of a Special License for more than thirty days 
to any applicant, not an educational institution, and af- 
ter 2011 a municipal golf course, for a particular location 
during a given year. This Regulation places an undue bur- 
den on organizations that host events that benefit the com- 
munity, are active with charitable services, and provide 
an affordable venue to host events. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause 1 of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
provided that the Legislature may reasonably vary the 
form and substance for the requested legislation within 
the scope of the general public objectives of this petition: 


PETITION FORA SPECIAL LAW RE: 
CERTAIN LICENSES FOR THE SALE OF 
ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN THE 
CITY OF BOSTON 


SECTION 1. 


Notwithstanding section 17 of chapter 138 of the 
General Laws, the local licensing authority of the city of 
Boston may grant the following additional licenses for the 
sale of all alcoholic beverages to be drunk on the premises 
pursuant to section 12 of chapter 138 to: 


Thompson Island Outward Bound Education Center, 
Inc. located at Boston Harbor Islands National Park Area; 
the Commonwealth Lodge #19 located at the West End 
House, 105 Allston Street; the Massachusetts Association 
of Minority Law Enforcement Officers, Inc. located at 61 


Columbia Road; the Mt. Pleasant Knights of Colum- 
bus located at 5250 Washington Street; the Monserrat 
Aspirers, Inc. located at 358 Washington Street; Skating 
Club of Boston located at 1240 Soldiers Field Rd, Brigh- 
ton, MA 02135 and the Syria Temple #31 located at 1 
Darlington Street in the city of Boston, Massachusetts. 
The licenses shall be subject to all of said chapter 138 
except said section 17. 


The licensing authority shall not approve the transfer 
of the license to any other location or any other person, 
corporation, or organization. All licenses issued pursuant 
to this act shall be clearly marked “nontransferable” on 
the face of the license. 


If the license granted under this section is cancelled, 
revoked or no longer in use at the location of original is- 
suance, it shall be returned physically, with all of the legal 
rights, privileges and restrictions pertaining thereto, to the 
licensing authority. Any license issued pursuant to this act 
which is returned to the licensing authority may not be 
reissued. 


SECTION 2, 
This act shall take effect upon its passage.

ORDINANCE REGARDING GENDER IDENTITY 
NONDISCRIMINATION IN HEALTH CARE 
COVERAGE FOR CITY OF BOSTON EMPLOY- 
EES (DOCKET NO. 0716) 


Councilors WU, PRESSLEY, FLAHERTY, BAKER, 
CIOMMO, LAMATTINA, MCCARTHY, O’MALLEY, 
ZAKIM, LINEHAN and JACKSON offered the follow- 
ing: 


WHEREAS, Many transgender people have been 
diagnosed with a medical condition known as Gender 
Dysphoria (GD), a well-recognized medical condition. 
In 2008, the American Medical Association (AMA) ad- 
opted a resolution that recognizes Gender Dysphoria as 
a “serious medical condition” which can result in severe 
psychological impacts if untreated - including increased 
risk of suicide and death; and, 

WHEREAS, The AMA further recognized that an 
established body of medical research demonstrates the 
effectiveness and medical necessity of gender affirma- 
tion surgery as a treatment for many people diagnosed 
with GD, and that “health experts in GD, including the 
World Professional Association for Transgender Health 
(WPATH), have rejected the myth that such treatments 
are ‘cosmetic’ or ‘experimental’ and have recognized that 
these treatments can provide safe and effective treatment 
for a serious health condition;” and, 

WHEREAS, There is consensus among leading 
medical associations regarding the medical necessity of 
treating GD appropriately, including gender affirmation 
surgery where medically indicated. These organizations 
include the American Medical Association, the American 
Psychological Association, the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation, the American Academy of Family Physicians, 
the American Congress of Obstetricians and Gynecolo- 
gists, the Endocrine Society, and the National Association 
of Social Workers; and, 

WHEREAS, For many people diagnosed with GD, 
pursing transition-related care is the only safe and effec- 
tive medical treatment option. This may include mental 
health services, hormones, surgery, and other services. 
Therefore, it should not be excluded from coverage when 
it is medically necessary; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Seattle, the City of San Fran- 
cisco, and the government of the District of Columbia all 
provide coverage for transition-related care for their em- 
ployees, and Portland, Oregon experienced a mere 0.08% 
increase in costs after removing exclusions on coverage of 
transition-related care for city employees. In San Francis- 
co, where coverage began in 2001, in the first five years, 
the City averaged only 7.4 claims for gender affirmation 
surgery per year - and dropped a premium surcharge that 
it had wrongly thought would be necessary to cover the 
services; and, 

WHEREAS, Covering transition-related surgeries 
improves the health of transgender people, which may 
save money in the long run. Studies have found that of- 
fering this coverage improves outcomes for some of the 
most significant health problems facing the transgender 
population, including reduced suicide risk, lower rates of 
substance abuse, improved mental health outcomes, and 
increased adherence to HIV treatment regimens; and, 

WHEREAS, Refusing to cover transition-related care 
also costs lives. As the AMA recognized, failing to pro- 
vide appropriate treatments for GD leads to a higher risk 
of suicide or death. Offering coverage for transition-relat- 
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ed care improves the ability of many transgender people 
to live healthy and authentic lives; and, 

WHEREAS, The second largest employer in the coun- 
try, the state of California, provides coverage for surgeries 
related to gender transition, and more than 200 private 
employers across the country provide gender affirmation 
surgery coverage in their health plans for workers. These 
employers have reported little to no impact on premiums 
when offering this coverage; and 

WHEREAS, In the last two years, insurance Commis- 
sioners in California, Oregon, Colorado, Vermont, Con- 
necticut, and the District of Columbia have all taken steps 
to prohibit discrimination against transgender people in 
health care plans; NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED 


That the following shall take effect immediately upon 
passage: 


CBC Chapter V, Section 5 is hereby amended to add 
the following language: 


SECTION 5-5.42 


The City of Boston, to the extent permissible by fed- 
eral and state law after this ordinance is in force, shall not 
contract with any health insurance company that refuses 
to insure any person or that discriminates in the amount 
of premium, policy fees, or rates charged for any policy or 
contract of insurance, or in the benefits payable thereun- 
der, or in any of the terms or conditions of such contract, 
because of gender identity or expression. 


Referred jointly to the Committees on Government 
Operations and Human Rights and Civil Rights. 


ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER VII, SECTION 
7-2.2 OF CITY OF BOSTON CODE (ENERGY 
REPORTING AND DISCLOSURE) (DOCKET 
NO. 0717) 


Councilors BAKER and LINEHAN offered the fol- 
lowing: 


WHEREAS, On May 8, 2013 the Boston City Council 
passed an ordinance adding a new Section 7-2.2, Energy 
Reporting and Disclosure to Chapter VII, Section 7-2 of 
the City of Boston Code; and, 

WHEREAS, Section 7-2.2(d) of the Energy Reporting 
and Disclosure ordinance requires the owners of every 
non-residential building equal to or greater than 50,000 
gross square feet or two or more buildings on the same 
parcel that equal or exceed 100,000 gross square feet to 
report to the Air Pollution Control Commission the previ- 
ous calendar year’s energy and water use for each such 
building(s) no later than May 15,2014; and, 

WHEREAS, The Air Pollution Control Commission 
approved regulations implementing Section 7-2.2 of the 
City of Boston Code on December 18, 2013; and, 

WHEREAS, Owners of affected non-residential build- 
ings have expressed concerns that they will not be able to 
obtain energy and water use data from their tenants prior 
to the May 15, 2014 reporting deadline, that it remains 
uncertain whether or when the utility companies will 
provide building owners with whole-building energy and 
water use data, and that pursuant to the Energy Reporting 
and Disclosure ordinance, building owners are subject to 
potential fines of $200.00 per day for failure to meet the 
May 15, 2014 reporting deadline; and, 

WHEREAS, Tenants may not have ready access to en- 
ergy and water use data for the 2013 calendar year; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council recognizes the 
practical difficulty for both owners and tenants of collect- 
ing building energy and water use data within the time 
periods imposed by the Energy Reporting and Disclosure 
ordinance; and, 

WHEREAS, Based on the foregoing, the Boston City 
Council has determined that it is in the interest of the City 
and its building owners and tenants to delay the build- 


ing energy and water use reporting deadlines under the 
Energy Reporting and Disclosure ordinance for one year; 


NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as 
follows: 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter VI, Section 
7-2.2(d)(i) is hereby amended by striking the words “May 
15, 2014” and replacing with the words “May 15, 2015”. 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter VII, Sec- 
tion 7-2.2(d)(ii) is hereby amended by striking the words 
“May 15, 2016” and replacing with the words “May 15, 
2017”. 


City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chapter VII, Sec- 
tion 7-2.2(d)(i1) is hereby amended by striking the words 
“May 15, 2015” and replacing with the words “May 15, 
2016”.

WHEREAS: To prepare our diverse Boston student 
population for the 21 st century challenges, our post- 
secondary institutions need to cultivate diverse popula- 
tion, including having the most well-represented group of 
educators; 

WHEREAS: It is imperative for the City of Boston to 
collaborate with educators (including faculty and admin- 
istrators), community leaders, business leaders and other 
residents to understand the need for and to increase diver- 
sity in post-secondary education; and, NOW 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council hold a hearing to 
discuss diversity in post-secondary institutions and invite 
interested parties to attend the hearing.

2013, the City Council passed, and the Mayor signed, the 
Building Energy Reporting and Disclosure Ordinance 
(BERDO). Its purpose is to reduce emissions including 
greenhouse gases from energy production, encourage ef- 
ficient use of energy and water, and develop investment in 
a green economy by requiring the reporting and disclo- 
sure of annual energy and water use in all large buildings. 

The ordinance currently requires owners of certain 
non-residential buildings to begin reporting their energy 
and water use by May 15,2014. It also requires the City 
of Boston to make the reported use information public 
by October 1,2014. I urge your Honorable Body to adopt 
this amendment as soon as possible so that the City of 
Boston grants an additional 120 days for property owners 
to familiarize themselves with the ordinance, obtain nec- 


essary information from the City of Boston, and arrange 
for future compliance. This amendment also grants ad- 
ditional time to the City of Boston to process and disclose 
the reported use information.

AN AMENDMENT TO CITY OF BOSTON CODE, 
ORDINANCE, CHAPTER 7-2.2 


WHEREAS, In May 2013, City Council passed City 
of Boston Code, Ordinance, Chapter 7- 2.2, the Building 
Energy Reporting and Disclosure Ordinance (BERDO). 

WHEREAS, the purpose of BERDO is to reduce 
emissions including greenhouse gases from energy pro- 
duction, encourage efficient use of energy and water, and 
develop investment in a green economy by requiring the 
reporting and disclosure of annual energy and water use 
in all large buildings. 

WHEREAS, the ordinance currently requires owners 
of certain non-residential buildings to begin reporting 
their energy and water use by May 15, 2014. 

WHEREAS, for the year 2014, the ordinance also re- 
quires the City of Boston to make the reported use infor- 
mation available to the public by October 1. 

WHEREAS, the ordinance should be amended so that 
property owners in the City of Boston are granted 120 
days of additional time to familiarize themselves with the 
ordinance, obtain necessary information from the City of 
Boston, and arrange for future compliance. 

WHEREAS, the ordinance should also be amended to 
grant an additional two months to the City of Boston to 
make the use information available to the public. 

NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston as 
follows: 


SECTION 1. CBC Chapter VII, Section 2.2 is hereby 
amended by striking out subsection (d) in its entirety and 
replacing it with the following: 


(d) Energy and water reporting required for non-City 
buildings. No later than May 15 of each year, other than 
2014, building owners of each building subject to report- 
ing requirements shall accurately report to the Commis- 
sion the previous calendar year’s energy and water use of 
each building and other building characteristics necessary 
to evaluate absolute and relative energy use intensity. En- 
ergy and water use data shall not include its associated 
cost. Building owners shall report this information by 
using the Energy Star Portfolio Manager or such alterna- 
tive as the Commission may designate. The initial reports 
shall occur according to the following schedule: 


1. For every non-residential building equal to or great- 
er than fifty thousand (50,000) gross square feet or two 
(2) or more buildings on the same parcel that equal or ex- 
ceed one hundred thousand (100,000) gross square feet, 
the first report shall be submitted no later than September 
15, 2014. 


2. For every non-residel tial building equal to or 
greater than thirty-five thousand (35,000) gross square 
feet but less than fifty thousand (50,000) gross square 
feet, the first report shall be submitted no later than May 
15, 2016. 


3. For every residential building equal to or greater 
than fifty (50) units or fifty thousand (50,000) gross 
square feet, or two (2) or more buildings held in the same 
condominium form of ownership that are governed by the 
same board of managers that together equal or exceed 
fifty (50) units or fifty thousand (50,000) gross square 
feet, the first report shall be submitted no later than May 
15¥2015% 
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4. For every residential building equal to or greater 
than thirty-five (35) units or thirty-five thousand (35,000) 
gross square feet, the first report shall be submitted no 
later than May 15, 2017. 


SECTION 2. CBC Chapter VII, Section 2.2 is further 
amended by striking out the first sentence of subsection 
(i) in its entirety and replacing it with the following: 


(i) Disclosure. The Commission shall make energy 
and water use information for non-City buildings avail- 
able to the public on the City of Boston website no later 
than October 1 of every year, except for 2014, in which 
it shall make such information available to the public no 
later than December 1, 2014.

Dear Councilors: 


I transmit herewith for your approval an Order au- 
thorizing the City of Boston’s application to the Massa- 
chusetts Economic Assistance Coordinating Council for 
the designation of the Fenway Center Project site as an 
Economic Opportunity Area known as the Fenway Cen- 
ter Economic Opportunity Area, an approximately 4.5 
acre site comprised of Massachusetts Turnpike extension 
air rights Parcel 7 and land between the Beacon Street 
overpass to the west, the Brookline Avenue overpass to 
the east, as well as an area on the east of Beacon Street 
between the Massachusetts Turnpike and Maitland Street, 
currently used as open air parking lots, all in the Fenway, 
Kenmore and Audubon Circle neighborhoods, for ap- 
proval of Certified Project status for the Fenway Center 
Project (defined below), and for approval of a Special Tax 
Assessment Plan, including a Special Tax Assessment 
Agreement regarding real estate taxes between the City 
of Boston and MK Parcel 7 Development, LLC, the de- 
veloper of the Fenway Center Project. Such designation 
and approval would allow the Fenway Center Project to 
receive a certain percentage of exemption from real estate 
taxes for a six year period. 

The Fenway Center Project consists of a mixed-use, 
transit-oriented, renewable energy development that lo- 
cates approximately 1,099,000 square feet of uses includ- 
ing residential, retail, office and parking within five new 
buildings, and a below ground parking garage, all around 
new open space, and the new Yawkey Commuter Rail Sta- 
tion. Three buildings will contain residential units on the 
upper floors with retail uses on the first floor; the fourth 
building, as approved, will consist of a mixed-use tower 


with commercial, including office use, residential, and re- 
tail on the first floor; and the fifth building will consist of 
a parking garage for 750 spaces. Additional parking will 
be provided in a below ground parking lot under two of 
the residential buildings for 590 spaces. 

The developer will invest approximately $550 million 
in new construction and public benefits. Public benefits 
include improvements to the public realm, environmen- 
tal benefits, transportation benefits, economic benefits, 
and an improved quality oflife in the neighborhoods. The 
Fenway Center Project will create approximately 126 new 
permanent jobs and approximately 1,800 construction 
jobs. In addition, the Fenway Center Project is a Develop- 
ment Impact Project under the Boston Zoning Code and 
will be subject to linkage payments to the City, Currently, 
the City of Boston receives approximately $152 thousand 
dollars per year in real estate taxes for the project site. 
When fully constructed, the Fenway Center Project will 
generate approximately $5.7 million in annual real estate 
taxes of the City. 

The Special Tax Assessment is necessary to provide 
real estate tax relief to make the project financially fea- 
sible. Due to the extraordinary cost to build the infra- 
structure for the Fenway Center Project, including the 
demolition and reconstruction of existing retaining walls, 
construction of deep foundations and construction of 
platforms and decks with existing streets and bridges, all 
complicated by building over the active Turnpike and rail 
corridor which must not be disrupted during construction; 
the Special Tax Assessment is appropriate for the project. 
The Special Tax Assessment will provide tax relief for a 
relatively short period of time, that is, during construc- 
tion and stabilization when the project is not generating 
income. 

Approval of the attached Order would be one of the 
first steps of many necessary for this proposed Special 
Tax Assessment and I urge your Honorable Body to 
approve this Order at the earliest possible date.

ORDINANCE AMENDING BOSTON FIRE PREVEN- 
TION CODE, SECTION 33 (DOCKET NO. 0818) 


Councilors MURPHY, LINEHAN and O’MALLEY 
offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Each year, the City of Boston experiences 
detrimental effects of accidental fire due to improperly 
placed, misused, malfunctioning, or unattended outdoor 
cooking and heating appliances, leading to possible in- 
jury, death, or property damage; and 
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WHEREAS, Sufficient regulation does not exist that 
allows the policing and regulating of the use of outdoor 
cooking appliances within the City of Boston; NOW 
THEREFORE BE IT 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston that the 
City of Boston Code be amended by adding the following 
ordinance: 


ARTICLE XXXII 


Outdoor Cooking Appliances, Outdoor Patio and 
Space Heaters, Outdoor Decorative Heating Appli- 
ances and Outdoor Fireplaces 


Section 33.01 Purpose: To protect the citizens of Bos- 
ton from the effects of accidental fire due to improperly 
placed, misused, malfunctioning, or unattended outdoor 
cooking and heating appliances that may lead to acciden- 
tal injury, death or property damage. 


Section 33.02 

For brevity, wherever “527 CMR” is noted, it shall be 
interpreted “527 CMR and all currently adopted reference 
standards.” 

In situations where this article conflicts with 527 CMR 
and adopted reference standards, the more stringent ap- 
plication shall apply as determined by the City of Boston 
Fire Marshal. 


Section 33.03 
Definitions: 


Authority Having Jurisdiction (AHJ): 

For the purposes of this article, the AHJ is the City of 
Boston Fire Marshal under the supervision and control 
of the Head of The Fire Department; authorized by the 
Boston Fire Prevention Code (BFPC) 1.06(a) (b) 


Permanent shall mean a fixed gas installation that 
is hard piped and connected to an approved and perma- 
nently fixed fuel supply, permitted through the Boston In- 
spectional Services Department (ISD) and installed by a 
licensed installer in accordance with all applicable codes 
and reference standards. 


Refillable shall mean an approved, movable or per- 
manent container that is legibly marked as referenced in 
527 CMR and used and maintained in compliance with 
527 CMR and manufacturer’s recommendations. Such 
container is capable of being refueled by delivery onsite 
by a qualified LPG fuel supplier or by transporting to a 
refueling station. 


Licensed Person shall mean a licensed: journeyman or 
master plumber, journeyman or master gas fitter, Lique- 
fied Petroleum Gas installer (LPG) and Limited LPG-Gas 
Installers including those apprentices working under such 
license. 


Liquefied Petroleum Gas (LP-Gas): Any material 
which is composed predominantly of any of the following 
hydrocarbons or mixtures of the same: propane, propyl- 
ene, butanes (normal or isobutane), and butylenes. LP- 
Gas is commonly known as “propane” 


Cooking Appliance: An appliance designed specifi- 
cally for the purpose of heating and cooking food and 
constructed in compliance with approved safety stan- 
dards and tested by a recognized product testing or listing 
agency. 


Solid Fuel: shall include, wood, charcoal, fuel pellets 
or any similar non-gaseous fuel. Whether any newly de- 
veloped or identified fuel, not specifically mentioned in 
this article at the date of adoption is later classified as a 
solid fuel shall be detennined by the AHJ. 


Section 33.04 


Sale of solid fuel outdoor patio and space heaters, 
outdoor decorative heating appliances, and outdoor 
fireplaces within the City of Boston 


It is prohibited for any mercantile establishment lo- 
cated within Boston to sell, or offer for sale, any outdoor 
patio or space heater or decorative heating appliance such 
as chiminea, fire pit, or outdoor fireplace that is fueled by 
a solid fuel such as wood, charcoal, fuel pellets or similar 
non gaseous fuels unless an informational label is clearly 
affixed and visible on the product display informing the 
purchaser of the prohibited use of these devices within 
the City of Boston. 


The signage shall be placed on the display or shelving 
where any regulated device is for sale. The sign shall be 
affixed in plain view at eye level and clearly visible to 
purchaser. The sign shall be of durable construction and 
shall be no less than 10 x 12 or 120 square inches using 
red lettering on a white background with a font of suf- 
ficient size to be clearly visible to the purchaser from a 
distance of 6 feet. 

The label and signage shall state the following: 


IMPORTANT NOTICE BEFORE 
PURCHASE OR USE 


IT IS PROHIBITED WITHIN THE CITY OF 
BOSTON TO USE any outdoor patio or space heat- 
er, outdoor decorative heating appliance such as a 
chiminea, fire pit or outdoor fireplace using solid fuel 
including charcoal, wood, fuel pellets or any non gas- 
eous fuel.

1.05(b), 1.06, 33.05. 


Section 33.05 


Use of solid fuel outdoor patio and space heaters, 
outdoor decorative heating appliances and outdoor 
fireplaces within the City of Boston 


It is prohibited within the City of Boston to use any 
outdoor patio or space heater, decorative heating appli- 
ance such as a chiminea, fire pit or outdoor fireplace using 
solid fuel including charcoal, wood, fuel pellets or any 
non gaseous fuel. 


Section 33.06 


Regulations for the use of Natural Gas or LP-GAS 
outdoor patio and space heaters, and decorative heat- 
ing appliances 


(1) Non-Commercial Use 


Outdoor patio or space heaters and decorative heating 
appliances such as chiminea, fire pits and outdoor fire- 
places that are fueled by Natural Gas or LP-GAS_using 
a refillable tank or permanently installed are allowed for 
use within the City of Boston provided the appliance is 
listed or labeled by a recognized product testing organiza- 
tion. Where permanent, such installation shall be installed 
and pennitted through the Inspectional Services Depart- 
ment (ISD) of the City of Boston and installed by a li- 
censed installer in accordance with all applicable codes 
and reference standards. 

LP-Gas appliances whether permanent piped or refill- 
able, all installations, clearances, storage and use shall be 
according to manufacturer’s specifications and 527 CMR. 

Under the authority of Boston Fire Prevention Code 
Article 1, section 1.05(b), the Boston Fire Department 
prohibits the use or storage of LP-Gas containers inside 
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or on balconies above the first floor of any building or 
structure used for habitation; or the use or storage of liq- 
uefied petroleum gas appliances used for barbecue cook- 
ing on first floor porches, decks, or balconies that are en- 
closed by a roof or other confining material of a building 
or structure used for habitation. 

LP-Gas containers used or stored on permitted first 
floor porches or decks, shall be conveyed there via an un- 
enclosed exterior staircase only and shall not be passed 
through any building used for habitation nor shall such 
appliance obstruct egress. 

In accordance with 527 CMR a permit is required from 
the Boston Fire Department for all permanent container 
installations and for the storage or use of LP-Gas cylin- 
ders of 42 lbs or greater in the aggregate. Up to 2 -20 lb. 
cylinders are allowed without a permit provided they are 
used and stored according to 527 CMR. 


(2) Commercial Use 


LP-Gas fueled space heaters, fireplaces and decorative 
heating appliance used or stored on the exterior of any 
place of assembly, restaurant, bar or public space shall 
only be used and stored as prescribed by the City Of Bos- 
ton Fire Marshal. 

LP Gas or solid fueled cooking appliances used for 
commercial purposes and special events shall be allowed 
provided the required permits for fuel storage and use 
have been obtained and the equipment is used and stored 
as prescribed by the City of Boston Fire Marshal.

Regulations for the use of outdoor barbecue & 
cooking grills using solid fuel, charcoal, and LP-Gas 


The following regulations apply to the use of porta- 
ble, solid fueled, charcoal and LP-Gas operated cooking 
grills on or within a building or structure and includes 
balconies, fire escapes, porches, roofs as a part thereof. 
This section does not apply to natural gas grills pennitted 
through the Boston Inspectional Services Department and 
installed by a licensed installer in accordance with all ap- 
plicable codes and reference standards. 


1. LP-Gas Operated Grills 


The Boston Fire Department prohibits the use or stor- 
age of liquefied petroleum gas containers, including I-lb 
LP-Gas containers attached to portable cooking grills, in- 
side or on roof tops, decks, balconies or porches above the 
first floor of any building or structure used for habitation. 

Under the authority of the Boston Fire Prevention 
Code Article 1, section 1.05(b), the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment prohibits the use or storage of liquified petroleum 
gas appliances used for barbecue cooking on first floor 
porches, decks, or balconies that are enclosed by a roof 
or other confining material of a building or structure used 
for habitation. 

LP-Gas containers, , including I-lb LP-Gas containers 
attached to portable cooking grills, used or stored on per- 
mitted first floor porches or decks, shall be conveyed there 
via an unenclosed exterior staircase only and shall not be 
passed through any building used for habitation nor shall 
such appliance obstruct egress. 

This includes I-lb. LP-Gas containers attached to por- 
table cooking grills. 

LP-Gas containers, including I-lb LP-Gas containers 
attached to portable cooking grills, shall be located in ar- 
eas where there is free air circulation, at least 3 feet from 
building openings (such as windows and doors), and at 
least 5 feet from air intakes of air conditioning and ven- 
tilating systems. 

527 CMR states that no permit is required for the stor- 
age and use of LP-Gas containers of an amount less than 
42 lbs in approved locations. This allows the use and stor- 
age of 2 20-1b. propane cylinders without a permit. 


2. Solid Fueled & Charcoal Grills 


Under the authority of the Boston Fire Prevention 
Code Article I, section 1.05(b), the Boston Fire Depart- 
ment prohibits the use of portable charcoal or other solid 
or non-gaseous fueled cooking grills on or within a build- 
ing or structure, and further prohibits their use on balco- 
nies, decks, porches or within 10 feet of a structure. 

Except for a single family dwelling, no portable char- 
coal, or any other solid or non-gaseous fueled cooking 
grill shall be stored on a balcony or porch. 

Gas, Solid fueled & Charcoal grill use or storage is 
prohibited on fire escapes or fire escape balconies. 


Section 33.08 
Penalties 


This ordinance shall be enforced by the Boston Fire 
Department. Violations of this ordinance, unless other- 
wise provided for in MGL Chapter 148, MGL Chapter 
148A, or 527 CMR , shall result in a fine of fifty ($50) 
dollars for the first violation and fifty ($50) dollars per 
day that the violation persists.

RESOLUTION RE: BROWN V. BOARD OF 
EDUCATION DECISION 60TH ANNIVERSARY 
(DOCKET NO. 0915)

WHEREAS: In the early 1950’s, racial segregation in 
public schools was the norm across America. Although all 
the schools in a given district were supposed to be equal, 
most black schools were far inferior to their white coun- 
terparts; and 

WHEREAS: Linda Brown was a young African- 
American girl attending fifth grade at the public schools 
in Topeka, Kansas who was denied admission into a white 
elementary school; and WHEREAS: The NAACP took 
up her case, along with similar ones in Kansas, South 
Carolina, Virginia, and Delaware; and 

WHEREAS: On May 17, 1954, in the case of Brown 
v. the Board of Education of Topeka, the U.S. Supreme 
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Court ended federally sanctioned racial segregation in the 
public schools by ruling unanimously that “separate edu- 
cational facilities are inherently 

unequal”; and 

WHEREAS: A groundbreaking case, Brown not only 
overturned the precedent of Plessy v. Ferguson (1896), 
which had declared, separate but equal facilities constitu- 
tional, but also provided the legal foundation of the Civil 
Rights Movement of the 1960s; and 

WHEREAS: The lead attorney on the case, Thurgood 
Marshall, and his colleagues wrote that states had no valid 
reason to impose segregation; that racial separation - no 
matter how equal the facilities ~caused psychological 
damage to black children, and that “restrictions or distinc- 
tions based upon race or color” violated the equal protec- 
tion clause of the Fourteenth Amendment; and 

WHEREAS: Brown y. the Board of Education was the 
turning point in the desegregation of public schools, and 
the precursor to full equality among all races; and 

WHEREAS: The Brown decision inspired and gal- 
vanized human rights struggles across the country and 
around the world; Be It Therefore

ORDINANCE CREATING COLLEGE ATHLETE 
BILL OF RIGHTS (DOCKET NO. (927) 


Councilor ZAKIM, MCCARTHY, WU, O’MALLEY 
and JACKSON offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Basic principles of human and civil rights 
guarantee the right to physical health, personal safety, and 
a quality education; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has a particular re- 
sponsibility to safeguard these human and civil rights for 
all students within the City; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston prides itself as a bea- 
con of higher education for all; and 

WHEREAS, Colleges and universities domiciled in 
Boston avail themselves of numerous city services, in- 
cluding police, fire, and emergency medical response; and 

WHEREAS, Meeting the educational needs of college 
athletes should be a priority for intercollegiate athletic 
programs; and 

WHEREAS, Many of Boston’s institutions of higher 
education that participate in intercollegiate athletics gen- 
erate revenue that would not exist without the efforts 

of college athletes; and 

WHEREAS, College athletes not only generate rev- 
enue for many athletic programs, but also spend approxi- 


mately 40 hours per week participating in their respective 
sports, and suffer current and historically low graduation 
rates; and 

WHEREAS, Providing adequate health and 
safety protection for college athletes can help prevent se- 
rious injury and death; and 

WHEREAS, Current and former college athletes can 
be left to pay for medical expenses incurred from injuries 
suffered while partcipating in intercollegiate athletics; 
and 

WHEREAS, Athletic scholarships are renewed on an 

annual basis and can be revoked at the leisure of the spon- 
soring athletic program; and 

WHEREAS, Institutions of higher education should 
provide their college athletes with the same due process 
protection afforded to students who do not participate in 
intercollegiate athletics. 


NOW THEREFORE, 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 
Definitions. 


(a) “Athletic program” means an intercollegiate ath- 
letic program at any institution of higher education 
within the meaning of subdivision (b). 

(b) “Institution of higher education” means any four- 
year college or university that is domiciled in any 
part of Boston and maintains an intercollegiate ath- 
letic program. 


(c) “College athlete” means any college student who 
participates in an intercollegiate athletic program of 
an institution of higher education. 


(d) “Athletic scholarship” means financial aid provid- 
ed to a college athlete by an institution of higher 
education that is provided in exchange for, but not 
exclusively in exchange for, that college athlete’s 
participation in that institution of higher education’s 
athletic program. 


Section 2. 
The Right to Education. 


(a) (1) If an athletic program does not renew an athletic 
scholarship of a college athlete who suffers an inca- 
pacitating injury or illness resulting from his or her 
participation in the athletic program, and the institu- 
tion of higher education’s medical staff determines 
that he or she is medically ineligible to participate 
in intercollegiate athletics, the institution of higher 
education shall provide an equivalent scholarship 
that, combined with the total duration of any previ- 
ous athletic scholarship or scholarships received by 
the college athlete, will be provided for a total of up 
to five academic years or until the college athlete 
completes his or her undergraduate degree, which- 
ever period is shorter. Additional years may be pro- 
vided at the discretion of the institution of higher 
education. 


(2) Ifa college athlete takes a temporary leave of ab- 
sence from an institution of higher education, the 
duration of that leave of absence shall not count 
against the five-year limit on eligibility for an equiv- 
alent scholarship imposed by paragraph (1). 


(3) An athletic program shall provide an equivalent 
scholarship to a college athlete who was on an ath- 
letic scholarship and is in good standing, but has 
exhausted his or her athletic eligibility, for up to one 
year or until the college athlete completes his or her 
primary undergraduate degree, whichever is shorter. 


(4) If an athletic program does not renew an athletic 
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scholarship of a college athlete for any reason other 
than: 


incapacitating injury or illness as defined in para- 
graph (1); 


academic ineligibility; or 


violation ofthe institution of higher education’s stu- 
dent disciplinary policy that results in the college 
athlete’s expulsion and would normally result in 
the expulsion of a non-college athlete, the institu- 
tion of higher education shall provide an equivalent 
scholarship that, combined with the total duration 
of any previous athletic scholarship or scholarships 
received by the college athlete, will be provided for 
a total of up to five academic years or until the col- 
lege athlete completes his or her undergraduate de- 
gree, whichever period is shorter. Additional years 
may be provided at the discretion of the institution 
of higher education. 


An athletic program shall conduct a financial and 
life skills workshop for all of its college athletes 
within the first 30 days of each academic year. This 
workshop shall include, but not be limited to, infor- 
mation concerning financial aid, debt management, 
and a recommended budget for full- and partial- 
scholarship college athletes living on or off cam- 
pus during the academic year and the summer term 
based on the current academic year’s cost of atten- 
dance. The workshop shall also include information 
on time management skills necessary for success as 
a college athlete, and academic resources available 
on campus. 


An institution of higher education shall grant a col- 
lege athlete the same rights as other students with 
regard to any and all matters related to possible 
adverse or disciplinary actions, including, but not 
necessarily limited to, actions involving athletical- 
ly-related financial aid. 


Section 3. 
The Right to Health & Safety. 


(a) 


(2) 


(1) Unless a college athlete declines, an athletic pro- 
gram shall provide all of its college athletes with 
comprehensive year-round health insurance that 
adequately covers their participation in the athletic 
program. 


If any college athlete suffers an injury resulting 
from his or her participation in the athletic program 
and makes a claim relating to that injury, an ath- 
letic program shall be responsible for reimbursing 
the college athlete for any insurance deductible 
amounts or additional medical expenses applicable 
to the claim. 


If any college athlete suffers an injury resulting from 
his or her participation in the athletic program that 
requires medical treatment beyond the conclusion 
of his or her participation in the athletic program, 
the athletic program shall provide, for the remainder 
of the college athlete’s lifetime: 


The necessary medical treatment; or 


Health insurance that covers the injury, as well as 
reimbursement for any resulting deductible amounts 
and additional medical expenses resulting from the 
injury. 


Subsection (a) shall apply exclusively to institutions 
of higher education that grant athletic scholarships. 
However, the provisions of subsection (a) are not re- 
served exclusively for the benefit of athletic scholar-

ship recipients. 


An athletic program shall adopt and imple- 
ment guidelines to prevent, assess, and treat 
sports-related dehydration and concussion. In addi- 
tion, an athletic program shall adopt and implement 
exercise and supervision guidelines for any college 
athlete identified with potentially life-threatening 
health conditions who participates in an athletic 
program. 


Within the first 30 days of each academic year, all 
of an athletic program’s college athletes, coaches, 
and staff must be provided with, and must review, 
educational materials regarding dehydration and 
concussion, including the importance of identifying 
and reporting signs and symptoms to the medical 
staff. These educational materials shall provide ba- 
sic facts about dehydration and concussion, includ- 
ing signs and symptoms, as well as why it is im- 
portant to report symptoms promptly. Additionally, 
college athletes must be educated and encouraged to 
report to medical staff any signs and symptoms that 
their teammates may experience. 


If a college athlete participating in a practice or 
training session of his or her team becomes uncon- 
scious, the college athlete shall not return to the 
practice or training session during which the college 
athlete became unconscious. The college athlete 
shall not participate in any future practices, train- 
ing sessions, or intercollegiate athletic events until 
the college athlete receives written authorization for 
such partcipation from a licensed physician or other 
appropriately trained or licensed health care profes- 
sional, as determined by the Boston Public Health 
Commissioner. The college athlete must provide 
such authorization to his or her athletic program’s 
athletic director. 


If a college athlete participating in a practice or 
training session of his or her team suffers a concus- 
sion as diagnosed by a medical professional, or is 
suspected to have suffered a concussion, the college 
athlete shall not return to the practice or training 
session during which the concussion or suspected 
concussion occurred. The college athlete shall not 
participate in any future practices, training sessions, 
or intercollegiate athletic events until the college 
athlete receives written authorization for such par- 
ticipation from a licensed physician or other appro- 
priately trained or licensed health care professional, 
as determined by the Boston Public Health Com- 
missioner. The college athlete must provide such au- 
thorization to his or her athletic program’s athletic 
director. 


The athletic director of any athletic program shall 
maintain complete and accurate records of the ath- 
letic program’s compliance with the requirements of 
this section. By August 1 of each calendar year, the 
athletic director shall compile a report of compli- 
ance for the most recently completed academic year 
and shall submit the report to the Clerk of the City 
of Boston, and the Clerk shall forward the report to 
the Mayor of the City of Boston and shall docket the 
report and include the docket on the agenda of the 
next-occurring meeting of the Boston City Coun- 
cil. The failure or refusal of an athletic program to 
submit the report shall be deemed an event of non- 
compliance with the provisions of these sections. 


The provisions of subsection (a)(1) shall not take 
effect until the 2015-16 academic year. 


Section 4. 
The Right to Know your Rights. 


An athletic program shall furnish to each of its college 
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athletes a single page fact sheet accurately summarizing 
a college athlete’s rights under these sections. A copy of 
this fact sheet shall be included with the athletic director’s 
report required by Section 3, subsection (g). 


Section 5. 
Enforcement. 


The Boston Public Health Commission and the Boston 
Human Rights Commission, or their designee(s), shall 
have the authority to enforce these sections. Anyone who 
desires to register a complaint of noncompliance under 
these sections may do so by contacting the Boston Public 
Health Commission, the Boston Human Rights Commis- 
sion, or their designee(s). 


Section 6. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon passage.

ORDINANCE CREATING COLLEGE ATHLETE 
HEAD INJURY GAME DAY SAFETY PROTO- 
COL (DOCKET NO. 0928) 


Councilor ZAKIM, MCCARTHY, WU, JACKSON 
and O’MALLEY offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Basic principles of human and civil rights 
guarantee the right to physical health and personal safety; 
and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston has a particular re- 
sponsibility to safeguard these human and civil rights for 
both residents of and visitors to the City; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston commonly hosts in- 
tercollegiate athletic events; and 

WHEREAS, Colleges and universities participating in 
intercollegiate athletic events avail themselves of numer- 
ous city services, including police, fire, and emergency 
medical response; and 

WHEREAS, Injuries of the head, neck, and spine in 
athletic competition are a serious public health concern in 
Boston and throughout the United States; and 

WHEREAS, Sports leagues such as the National Foot- 
ball League and National Hockey League, as well as the 
Massachusetts Interscholastic Athletic Association, have 
instituted comprehensive head injury safety protocols for 
the protection of professional and high school athletes 
alike; and 

WHEREAS, The National Collegiate Athletic Associ- 
ation (“NCAA”) has failed to establish any such protocols 
or guidelines for its member institutions; and 

WHEREAS, The NCAA’s continued failure to do so 
endangers college athletes everywhere. 


NOW THEREFORE, 
Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, asfol- 
lows: 


Section 1. 
Definitions. 


(a) “Athletic program” means an intercollegiate athletic 
program at any institution of higher education with- 
in the meaning of subdivision (b). 


(b) “Institution of higher education” means any four- 
year college or university that maintains an intercol- 
legiate athletic program. 


(c) “College athlete” means any college student who 
participates in an intercollegiate athletic program of 
an institution of higher education. 


(d) “Athletic scholarship” means financial aid provid- 
ed to a college athlete by an institution of higher 
education that is provided in exchange for, but not 
exclusively in exchange for, that college athlete’s 
participation in that institution of higher education’s 
athletic program. 


(e) “Intercollegiate athletic event” means any game, 
match, meet, race, or other event during which col- 
lege athletes from athletic programs of more than 
one institution of higher education compete against 
each other. 


Section 2. 
Concussion Defined. 


(a) For purposes of these sections, “concussion” means 
a complex pathophysiological process affecting the 
brain induced by biomechanical forces. Several 
common features that incorporate clinical, patho- 
logic and biomechanical injury constructs that may 
be utilized in defining the nature of a concussive 
head injury include: 


(1) Concussion may be caused either by a direct blow to 
the head, face, neck or elsewhere on the body with 
an “impulsive” force transmitted to the head. 


(2) Concussion typically results in the rapid onset 
oftransient impairment of neurologic function that 
resolves spontaneously. However, in some cases, 
symptoms and signs may evolve over a number of 
minutes to hours. 


(3) Concussion may result in neuropathological chang- 
es, but the acute clinical symptoms largely reflect a 
functional disturbance rather than a structural injury _ 
and, as such, no abnormality is seen on standard 
structural neuroimaging studies. 


(4) Concussion results in a graded set of clinical symp- 
toms that mayor may not involve loss of conscious- 
ness. Resolution of the clinical and cognitive symp- 
toms typically follows a sequential course; however, 
it is important to note that, in some percentage of 
cases, postconcussive symptoms may be prolonged. 


(b) Potential concussion signs (observable): (1) Any 
loss of consciousness; 


(2) Slow to get up following a hit to the head (“hit to 
the head” may include secondary contact with the 
playing surface); 


(3) Motor coordination/balance problems (stumbles, 
trips/falls, slow/labored movement); 


(4) Blank or vacant look; 


(5) Disorientation (e.g., unsure of where he is on the 
field or location of bench); 


(6) Clutching of head after contact; 


(7) Visible facial injury in combination with any of the 
above. 


(c) Potential Concussion Symptoms (athlete reported, 
following direct or indirect contact): (1) Headache; 


(2) Dizziness; 
(3) Balance or coordination difficulties; 
(4) Nausea; 


(5) Amnesia for the circumstances surrounding the in- 
jury (1.e., retrograde/anterograde amnesia); 
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(6) Cognitive slowness; 

(7) Light/sound sensitivity; 
(8) Disorientation; 

(9) Visual disturbance; 


(10) Tinnitus. 


These sections shall apply to any athletic program, re- 
gardless of domicile, participating in any intercollegiate 
athletic event that is: 


(a) Sanctioned by the NCAA; and 
(b) Located in any part of the City of Boston. 


Section 4. 
Gameday Safety Protocol. 


(a) An athletic program shall develop and write an 
Emergency Medical Action Plan (the “Plan’’) for 
all practice, training, and game venues. The medical 
staff of the athletic program shall discuss, practice, 
and review the Plan regularly. 


(b) (1) The designated host athletic program of any in- 
tercollegiate athletic event shall provide an on-call 
Neurotrauma Consultant. The Neurotrauma Con- 
sultant shall be a physician who is board certified 
or board eligible in neurology, neurological surgery, 
emergency medicine, physical medicine and reha- 
bilitation, or any primary care CAQ sports medicine 
certified physician that has documented competence 
and experience in the treatment of acute head inju- 
ries. In the event a college athlete suffers or is sus- 
pected to have suffered an injury to the head, neck, 
or spine, the host athletic program shall ensure that 
the Neurotrauma Consultant is present at the event 
venue within 30 minutes. The Neurotrauma Consul- 
tant shall work with the host or visiting athletic pro- 
gram’s medical staff in the diagnosis and care of any 
college athlete’s injury to the head, neck or spine. 


(2) Ifthe injured college athlete’s athletic program has 
medical staff present at the event venue, ultimate 
injury diagnosis remains exclusively within the 
professional judgment of the medical staff of the 
athletic program of the injured college athlete. 


(3) In the event there is no designated host athletic pro- 
gram for an intercollegiate athletic event, the par- 
ticipating athletic programs shall jointly provide the 
on-call Neurotrauma Consultant. 


(c) Ifacollege athlete participating in an intercollegiate 
athletic event becomes unconscious, the college ath- 
lete shall not return to the event during which the 
college athlete became unconscious. The college 
athlete shall not participate in any future practices, 
training sessions, or intercollegiate athletic events 
in Boston until the college athlete receives written 
authorization for such participation from a licensed 
physician or other appropriately trained or licensed 
health care professional, as determined by the 
Boston Public Health Commissioner. The college 
athlete must provide such authorization to his or her 
athletic program’s athletic director. 


(d) Ifacollege athlete participating in an intercollegiate 
athletic event suffers a concussion as diagnosed by 
a medical professional, or is suspected to have suf- 
fered a concussion, the college athlete shall not 
return to the event during which the concussion or 
suspected concussion occurred. The college athlete 


shall not participate in any future practices, training 
sessions, or intercollegiate athletic events in Boston 
until the college athlete receives written authoriza- 
tion for such participation from a licensed physician 
or other appropriately trained or licensed health 
care professional, as determined by the Boston Pub- 
lic Health Commissioner. The college athlete must 
provide such authorization to his or her athletic pro- 
gram’s athletic director. 


Section 5. 
Additional Requirementfor Football, Ice Hockey, and- 
Men’s Lacrosse. 


(a) This section shall apply exclusively to institutions 
of higher education that grant athletic scholarships. 


(b) For an intercollegiate athletic event involving the 
sports of football, ice hockey, and men’s lacrosse: 


(1) The designated host athletic program shall provide 
an on-site Neurotrauma Consultant at the event 
venue. The Neurotrauma Consultant shall be a phy- 
sician who is board certified or board eligible in 
neurology, neurological surgery, emergency medi- 
cine, physical medicine and rehabilitation, or any 
primary care CAQ sports medicine certified physi- 
cian that has documented competence and experi- 
ence in the treatment of acute head injuries. The 
Neurotrauma Consultant shall be present at the level 
of the event’s playing surface, and with full access 
to the benches and/or sidelines of any participating 
athletic program. The Neurotrauma Consultant shall 
be focused on identifying symptoms of concussion 
and mechanisms of injury that warrant concussion 
evaluation, working in consultation with medical 
staff of the athletic programs to implement concus- 
sion evaluations, and observing exams of the head, 
neck, and spine performed by medical staff. In the 
event a college athlete suffers or is suspected to have 
suffered an injury to the head, neck, or spine, the 
Neurotrauma Consultant shall work with the athlet- 
ic program’s medical staff in the diagnosis and care 
of the injury. 


(2) If the injured college athlete’s athletic program has 
medical staff present at the event venue, ultimate 
injury diagnosis remains exclusively within the pro- 
fessional judgment of the medical staff of the ath- 
letic program of the injured college athlete. 


(3) Inthe event there is no designated host athletic pro- 
gram for an intercollegiate athletic event, the par- 
ticipating athletic programs shall jointly provide the 
on-site Neurotrauma Consultant. 


(c) For athletic programs to which this section applies, 
the provisions of this section shall replace Section 4, 
subsection (b). 


Section 6. 
Enforcement. 


The Boston Public Health Commission and the Boston 
Human Rights Commission, or their designee(s), shall 
have the authority to enforce these sections. Anyone who 
desires to register a complaint of noncompliance under 
these sections may do so by contacting the Boston Public 
Health Commission, the Boston Human Rights Commis- 
sion, or their designee(s). 


Section 7. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall take effect im- 
mediately upon passage.

ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING STATUS OF 
PRIVATE AND PUBLIC CHILD CARE FACILI- 
TIES IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 0970)

WHEREAS: Child care is one of the first experiences a 
child has with interpersonal and formal education and has 
been determined to be essential to the healthy develop- 
ment of our children; and 

WHEREAS: A National Institute of Child Health and 
Human Development (NICHD) report found that high- 
quality child care leads to more positive outcomes even 
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during teenage years and that children who received high- 
quality care in the first few years of life scored higher in 
measures of academic and cognitive achievement when 
they were 15 years old and were less likely to behave than 
those who were enrolled in lower quality child care; and 

WHEREAS: According to a Child Care Aware of 
America (CCAA) 2011 study, nearly eleven million chil- 
dren under the age of five are in some form of child care 
service in the United States of America; and 

Whereas: The same CCAA report found that 40% of 
that 11 million are in center-based care, family childcare 
homes or some other nonrelative child care service; and 

WHEREAS: The same CCAA report found that only 
10% of all child care homes are nationally accredited 
while only 1 % of all family childcare centers are nation- 
ally ‘accredited and in Massachusetts, only 28% of child 
care centers are nationally accredited and 2% of family 
child care homes are nationally accredited; and 

WHEREAS: No oversight structure seems to be in 
place to ensure that all facilities and programs which 
concern our children meet adequate standards and better 
reporting of issues related to one or more centers could 
help parents make better informed decisions about where 
to send their children and also aid inspectors and regula- 
tors in determining which centers need more attention and 
resources; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston experienced two 
widely-publicized and tragic deaths, the first being Ga- 
briel Josh-Cazir Pierre, a seventeen-month old child left 
unattended in a locked van in the summer months, and 
more recently, Daylan Walker, a two-year old child who 
fell from the roof of his child care center; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council be requested to convene a hearing 
and invite the appropriate representatives of the Child 
Welfare League of America for a hearing the safety of 
children in Child Care Centers, the conditions of Child 
Care Centers, the qualifications of workers in Child Care 
Centers, and other matters; and Be it further ordered 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council be requested to convene a hearing 
and invite the appropriate representatives of the City 
Inspectional Services Department, Boston Centers for 
Youth and Families, Boston Police Department, Boston 
Public Health Commission, and Boston Public Schools to 
discuss existing procedures in place for the oversight of 
Child Care Centers and protection of the children in them 
and other matters; and Be further ordered

RESOLUTION IN SUPPORT OF ELIMINATING 
NON-COMPETE CLAUSES IN MASSACHU- 
SETTS (DOCKET NO. 1016) 


Councilors WU, JACKSON, MURPHY, BAKER, 
CIOMMO, FLAHERTY, MCCARTHY, ZAKIM, YANC- 
EY, LINEHAN and PRESSLEY offered the following: 


WHEREAS: The City of Boston is home to a strong 


and growing innovation sector, with much economic 
growth driven by technology companies, startups and 
other businesses within the innovation economy and cre- 
ative economy; and 

WHEREAS: Many Massachusetts companies, particu- 
larly in the technology and life sciences industries, utilize 
non-compete agreements that restrict their employees 
from accepting positions at companies within the same 
field and/or geographic region; and 

WHEREAS: Massachusetts does not currently have a 
statute or regulation governing non-compete clauses but 
Massachusetts courts have held non-compete clauses to 
be enforceable; and 

WHEREAS: Non-compete agreements are also being 
used in a wide range of fields outside of the technology 
sector to restrict employee mobility and freedom, affect- 
ing employees such as low-wage medical translators, car 
salespeople, summer camp counselors and others; and 

WHEREAS: Non-compete agreements are often en- 
forceable whether the employee leaves their employer 
voluntarily or is laid off or fired by the employer; and 
non-compete agreements are implicitly non-negotiable 
contracts that are often the product of unequal bargaining 
power between the employer and employee; and 

WHEREAS: California, which includes Silicon Valley, 
the largest technology and innovation hub in the United 
States, refuses to enforce non-compete clauses; and 

WHEREAS: The enforcement of non-compete claus- 
es in Boston and Massachusetts impedes the growth of 
new businesses because employees are prohibited from 
leaving their jobs to develop start-up companies within 
the same field or work for start-up companies within the 
same field, thus limiting start-up companies’ access to tal- 
ent from within the state and beyond as courts in Massa- 
chusetts readily enforce non-compete clauses from other 
states; and 

WHEREAS: Non-compete clauses allow employers 
to pay lower wages because their employees have lim- 
ited opportunity to leave, negatively impacting the local 
economy; and 

WHEREAS: Non-compete clauses restrict the mobil- 
ity of employees within the state and inhibit the spillover 
of knowledge between companies that has proven to be 
a successful model for growth and innovation in Silicon 
Valley; and 

WHEREAS: Venture capitalists may hesitate to invest 
in entrepreneurs who previously signed non-compete 
clauses because they fear the possibility of litigation from 
previous employers; and 

WHEREAS: Employees should have the freedom and 
mobility to determine one’s own career, and today’s great 
companies should be able to spawn tomorrow’s great 
companies; and 

WHEREAS: Strengthening the technology cluster in 
the region would stimulate economic growth through the 
creation of new companies and new jobs and increase the 
rate of success for start-up companies; and 

WHEREAS: The continued enforcement of non- 
disclosure agreements, non-solicitation agreements, and 
confidentiality agreements would protect employers with- 
out hindering employees’ opportunities for mobility. 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That the Boston 
City Council, in meeting assembled, does hereby call on 
the Massachusetts Legislature to take action in ending the 
enforcement of non-compete clauses in Massachusetts, in 
order to continue supporting and strengthening the inno- 
vation economy in Boston and throughout the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts.

REQUIREMENT FOR CERTAIN OFFICERS) 
(DOCKET NO. 1018)

To the City Council. 
Dear Councilors: 


I submit herewith and for your approval an Ordinance 
to amend City of Boston Code, Ordinances §5-5.2, Resi- 
dency and Voting Requirements for Certain Officers. This 
amendment would extend to one year the time period for 
City officials appointed by the Mayor to become residents 
and registered voters in Boston. 

On May 30, 2014, I submitted to your Honorable Body 
an ordinance to amend City of Boston Code, Ordinances, 
§5-5.2, Residency and Voting Requirements for Certain 
Officers. That amendment if passed would have allowed 
me as Mayor to waive the residency requirements for 
officers whom I appoint. My intent was to exercise this 
authority in a circumspect manner to ensure two things. 
One, that it be used to expand the pool of talent available 
to the City for top managerial and policy-making posi- 


tions. Two, that it be used in a very limited way while re- 
specting the spirit and intent of the Residency Ordinance. 

Since I filed that ordinance last Friday, many people 
have articulated sound reasons why this ordinance sent 
the wrong message about where this Administration 
stands on the issue of residency for city workers. I have 
listened carefully to the concerns that have been raised, 
and conclude that the ordinance I filed is too broad and 
gives the Mayor too much discretion. Therefore, pursu- 
ant to Section 17E of the City Charter, appearing in St. 
1951 C. 376, § 1. 17E, I hereby withdraw said ordinance, 
Docket 0959, message and ordinance amending CBC 
Ordinances, §5-5.2 Residency and Voting Requirements 
for Certain Officers. 

The ordinance submitted today retains the requirement 
that officers appointed by the Mayor, principally Cabinet 
Chiefs, Department Heads and Mayoral aides, live and 
vote in the City of Boston, but allows them up to one year 
to move into the City if they are not already City resi- 
dents. In 1976, when the Residency Ordinance was first 
passed, the housing market was much different than it is 
today. Housing in the City currently is at a premium with 
inventory down and prices up. It is difficult for families to 
relocate to the City in six months. 

I respectfully urge your Honorable Body to act favor- 
ably on the proposed amendment without delay.

To the City Council. 
Dear Councilors: 


I retransmit herewith my Fiscal Year 2015 Recom- 
mended Budget for the City of Boston. This is the first 
budget of my administration, and I offer it with thanks 
to the people of Boston who have informed the content 
through their engagement. The Recommended Operating 
Budget totals $2.7 billion and represents an increase of 
$121.4 million, or 4.6% over last year. 

Though this budget reflects my personal priorities, it 
also reflects the beginning of a new era in Boston, a city 
of opportunity for all people. We are one Boston, moving 
forward. 

It invests in 100 additional K1 seats, on our way to uni- 
versal access to early education, which study after study 
has shown to lessen the achievement gap. 

It creates a new Office of Economic Development, 
which is charged with business recruitment and retention, 
and with establishing an environment that encourages, 
supports and promotes entrepreneurship and new busi- 
ness development. At the same time, it will explore the 
causes of income and wealth disparity and disproportion- 
ate opportunity. 

It establishes an Office of Recovery Services, which 
will play a leading role in both advocating for treatment 
options while improving the services which already exist 
in Boston 

It addresses the epidemic of trauma, by expanding 
existing services and establishing new trauma recovery 
units at neighborhood health centers. 

It brings innovation to the neighborhoods, by providing 
for incubator space in Main Street districts. 

It supports small businesses with a substantial increase 
in funding for Main Streets districts. 

It increases public safety by providing for new police 
and flre classes. 

It elevates Arts and Culture to the cabinet-level. In ad- 
dition to driving our economy, the arts provide a way for 
us to tell our story, and can help in the areas of public 
health, public safety, transportation, education and more. 

It provides for more library hours, both in Copley and 
in the neighborhoods. Our investment and our collabora- 


tion with PSA and AFSCME will enable us to keep our 
libraries, great civic spaces, open on weekends. 

It invests in technology across many departments, from 
software upgrades to the expansion of fiber to the creation 
of new positions to streamline permitting. 

We made some difficult choices in crafting this plan, 
to address and eliminate a projected budget shortfall and 
keep Boston on a solid financial footing. The result is a 
budget that is balanced in both the fiscal and policy sens- 
es, to ensure that Boston’s next chapter is its best chapter. 
I believe that within this budget, we communicate that we 
are open for business, responsive to neighborhoods and 
committed to doing all we can to achieve equity for our 
citizens. 

I wish to thank the members of the City Council and 
the Ways and Means Committee for a thoughtful and 
thorough review of the FY15 budget. It is evident that 
we share many of the same priorities, and I will continue 
to work to make progress on those priorities throughout 
the fiscal year. I respectfully request your favorable action 
on the FY15 Operating Budget and the Five Year Capital 
Plan for FY15 to FY19.

The FY15 budget, which represents a $37 million 
increase over the current year’s budget, provides the 
financial support for many key investments including 
expanding our nationally recognized early education pro- 
gram by more than 100 new KI seats; extending hiring 
autonomy to schools to attract, hire, retain and develop, 
talented teams of highly-qualified, diverse educators; and 
investing in technology to support engaging 21st centu- 
ry teaching and learning for our teachers, families and 
students through the Laptops for Learning program and 
the Student Information System.

Rising costs and reductions in federal and state fund- 
ing presented significant challenges for BPS in develop- 
ing the FY 15 budget.

I transmit herewith for your approval, an order ap- 
propriating $40,000,000 to the Other Post Employment 
Benefits (OPEB) Liability Trust Fund authorized under 
Chapter 32B, §20, as added by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 
2008. Your annual approval of the OPEB contribution will 
bring the total aggregate amount appropriated toward the 
City’s and Public Health Commission’s unfunded liability 
to $264 million. 

The most recent OPEB actuarial valuation as of June 
30, 2013, estimated the City’s unfunded liability at $2.1 
billion. This updated valuation represents a significant de- 
crease from the $3.1 billion unfunded liability estimated 
in the 2011 valuation. The primary drivers of this de- 
crease include lower health care cost trends and a signifi- 
cant migration of retirees into lower-cost Medicare plans 
as a result of requirements in Municipal Health Care re- 
form legislation enacted by the state legislature in 2011. 

Currently 9% funded, the City remains steadfast in its 
commitment to manage this long-term liability responsi- 
bly. We will continue to work with our unions to ensure 
the sustainability of health care benefits within the means 
of the City’s budget, both now and in the future.

WHEREAS: several local municipalities are examin- 
ing the circulars’ compliance with local litter laws; and 

WHEREAS: unwanted delivery of these circulars may 
already run afoul of litter laws in Boston, specifically Sec- 
tions 12.3 and 12.8 of Chapter 16 of Boston’s Code of 
Ordinances; and 

WHEREAS: the City of Cambridge’s Public Works 
Department recently came to an agreement with Globe 
Direct, a major vendor of the circulars, to mitigate the 
negative effects of the delivery program by (1) providing 
a phone number to immediately stop delivery, (2) agree- 
ing plastic bags will not be used if the weather is good; (3) 
agreeing to only leave deliveries on private property and 
not public sidewalks; (4) requiring delivery operators to 
pick up old deliveries that have not been taken in during 
their next delivery; (5) providing retrieval services to pick 
up excess deliveries when there are complaints from the 
community; and (6) taking disciplinary action against de- 
livery operators who fail to comply with rules 1-5; NOW,

ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING BOSTON TRUST ACT 
(DOCKET NO. 1175) 


Councilors ZAKIM, JACKSON, LAMATTINA, FLA- 
HERTY, MCCARTHY, MURPHY, O’MALLEY, YANC- 
EY, PRESSLEY, BAKER, LINEHAN and WU offered 
the following: 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston seeks to ensure that 
all immigrants are able to fully participate in the civic 
and economic life of their neighborhoods and nurture and 
grow the spirit of unity in our City; and 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston desires to pro- 
vide opportunity, access, and equality for immigrants, 
and highlight the essential role immigrants have played 
and continue to play in moving Boston forward; and 

WHEREAS, The federal government’s Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement (“ICE”) Secure Communities 
program uses local law enforcement data to identify sus- 
pected “criminal aliens” in local custody; and 

WHEREAS, ICE issues civil immigration detainer re- 
quests which allow for prolonged detention during which 
ICE investigates the immigration status of suspected 
“criminal aliens” in local custody; and 

WHEREAS, In other jurisdictions, honoring civil im- 
migration detainer requests based on less than probable 
cause has been ruled a violation of the Fourth Amend- 
ment, exposing local law enforcement agencies to liabil- 
ity under 42 U.S.c. § 1983; and 

WHEREAS, When local law enforcement officials in- 
discriminately honor all ICE civil immigration detainer 
requests, including those that target non-criminal aliens, 
immigrant residents are less likely to cooperate and pub- 
lic trust erodes, hindering the ability and effectiveness of 
Boston’s police force; and 

WHEREAS, A local Trust Act is necessary to establish 
the City’s policy for responding to ICE’s civil immigra- 
tion detainer requests; 

NOW THEREFORE. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


Section 1. Definitions. 


(a) “Civil immigration detainer request” means a non- 
mandatory request issued by an authorized federal im- 
migration officer under Section 287.7 of Title 8 of the 
Code of Federal Regulations to a local law enforcement 
official to maintain custody of an individual for a period 
not to exceed forty-eight (48) hours, excluding Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays, and advise the authorized federal 
immigration officer prior to the release of that individual. 


(b) “Convicted” means a state of having been proved 
guilty in a judicial proceeding, unless the conviction has 
been expunged or vacated pursuant to applicable law. 


(c) “Eligible for release from custody” means that the 
individual may be released from custody because any of 
the following conditions has occurred: 


(1) All criminal charges against the individual have 
been dropped or dismissed; 


(2) The individual has been acquitted of all criminal 
charges filed against him or her; 


(3) The individual has served all the time required for 
his or her sentence; 


(4) The individual has posted a bond, or has been re- 
leased on his or her own recognizance; 


(5) The individual has been referred to pre-trial diver- 
sion services; 


(6) The individual is otherwise eligible for release un- 
der state or local law. 
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(d) “Law enforcement official” means any City of Bos- 
ton department, or officer or employee of a City of Boston 
department, authorized to enforce criminal statutes, regu- 
lations, or local ordinances; operate jails or maintain cus- 
tody of individuals in jails; and operate juvenile detention 
facilities or maintain custody of individuals in juvenile 
detention facilities. 


Section 2. 


(a) Except as provided in subsection (b), a law enforce- 
ment official shall not detain an individual on the basis of 
a civil immigration detainer request after that individual 
becomes eligible for release from custody. 


(b) Law enforcement officials may continue to detain 
an individual in response to a civil immigration detainer 
request for up to forty-eight (48) hours after that individ- 
ual becomes eligible for release from custody, excluding 
Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays, if the individual meets 
any of the following criteria: 


(1) ICE has a criminal warrant for the individual; 


(2) The individual has ever been convicted of a violent 
crime as defined in Massachusetts General Laws Chapter 
140, Section 121; 


(3) In the past ten (10) years, the individual has been 
convicted of a felony as defined in Massachusetts General 
Laws Chapter 274, Section I; 


(4) The individual is a current registrant on the Mas- 
sachusetts Sex Offender Registry; 


(5) The individual is identified in the federal govern- 
ment’s consolidated Terrorist Watchlist. (c) Law enforce- 
ment officials shall make good faith efforts to seek federal 
reimbursement for all costs incurred in continuing to de- 
tain an individual pursuant to this Section. 


Section 3. Reporting. 


Beginning no later than December 31, 2015, and no 
later than December 31 of each subsequent year, the 
Boston Police Commissioner shall submit a report to the 
Clerk of the City of Boston, and the Clerk shall forward 
the report to the Mayor of the City of Boston and shall 
docket the report and include the docket on the agenda of 
the next-occurring meeting of the Boston City Council. 
The report shall include the following information for the 
preceding twelve (12) month period: 


(a) A statistical breakdown of the total number of civil 
immigration detainer requests lodged with the City’s law 
enforcement officials, organized by the reason(s) given 
for the request; 


(b) A statistical breakdown of the total number of in- 
dividuals that City law enforcement officials detained 
pursuant to Section 2(b), organized by the reason(s) sup- 
porting the detention; 


(c) The total number of individuals transferred to ICE 
custody; and 


(d) A statistical breakdown of the total cost reimburse- 
ments received from the federal government pursuant to 
Section 2( c), organized by individual case. 


Section 4. 


The provisions of this ordinance shall be effective im- 
mediately upon passage.

WHEREAS, The Sex Offender Registry Board (here- 
inafter ““SORB”) is a resource provided by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts to publish information about sex 
offenders in each community; and, 

WHEREAS, The goal of the SORB is to educate the 
public and prevent further victimization; and, 

WHEREAS, There are currently 307 Level 2 sex of- 
fenders living in Boston who have a moderate risk of re- 
offense, and 323 Level 3 sex offenders living in Boston 
who have a high risk of re-offense; and, 

WHEREAS, Local police departments obtain informa- 
tion from the SORB for community awareness; and, 

WHEREAS, The Boston Police Department previ- 
ously offered information about sex offenders including 
names, addresses, and photos for broadcast on the City of 
Boston’s public television station; and, 

WHEREAS,: These informative public safety broad- 
casts regarding sex offenders living and working in the 
City of Boston were terminated in 2008; NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate 
committee of the Boston City Council holds a hearing to 
discuss the communication efforts of the SORB promot- 
ing public awareness of local sex offenders. Representa- 
tives from the Boston Police Department, City of Boston 
Department of Innovation Technology Cable Office, and 
other interested parties shall be invited to attend.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO DISCUSS POLICIES AND 
PROCEDURES RELATING TO DRUG USE AND 
OVERDOSES AT PRIVATE CONCERT EVENTS 
(DOCKET NO. 1177)

WHEREAS, On the evening of June 25th, 2014, while 
attending a performance at the TD Garden, it is reported 
that more 50 young adults required medical treatment on 
scene and 36 young adults required medical transport 
services for symptoms attributed to the use of the drug 
MDMA (3, 4- methylenedioxymethamphetamine), com- 
monly known as “Molly”; and 

WHEREAS, The performer on the evening of June 
25th performs a type of music that is anecdotally associ- 
ated with the use of psychedelic drugs and stimulants; and 

WHEREAS, Concert goers requiring medical atten- 
tion were reportedly using the drug prior to their arrival at 
the concert venue, but the affects became apparent during 
the performance; and 

WHEREAS, Boston Emergency Medical Services, the 
Boston Police Department, and area hospitals’ resources 
were utilized while responding to the emergency; There- 
fore Be It 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss the mea- 
sures put in place by the TD Garden to prevent, monitor, 
or treat drug abuse of concert attendees on their property; 
and Be It Further 

ORDERED, That representatives from the TD Garden, 
Boston Emergency Medical Services, the Boston Police 
Department, the Boston Public Health Commission, and 
members of the public be invited to testify. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


ORDER FOR HEARING RE: LESBIAN, GAY, BISEX- 
UAL, TRANSGENDER AND QUEER (LGBTQ) 
HOMELESS YOUTH IN CITY OF BOSTON 
(DOCKET NO. 1178) 
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Councilors WU, JACKSON, LAMATTINA, MUR- 
PHY, O’MALLEY, PRESSLEY, YANCEY, ZAKIM, 
MCCARTHY, FLAHERTY and LINEHAN offered the 
following: 


WHEREAS: The National Incidence Studies of Miss- 
ing, Abducted, Runaway, and 

Thrownaway Children estimates that there are approx- 
imately 1.7 million youth under the age of 18 who are 
homeless each year in the United States; and 

WHEREAS: The MA Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education estimates that there are approxi- 
mately 6,000 high school students in Massachusetts who 
are homeless and without adult support and supervision; 
there are likely many more high school-aged unaccompa- 
nied homeless youth that were not accounted for because 
they are no longer in school; and 

WHEREAS: The Massachusetts Coalition on Unac- 
companied Homeless Youth defines youth as those 24 
years old and under; and homelessness as those who are 
not in the physical custody or care of a parent or legal 
guardian and lack a fixed, regular, adequate nighttime 
residence. 

WHEREAS: While the exact number ofLGBTQ 
homeless youth is unknown due to barriers in data col- 
lection, national estimates and local service providers 
demonstrate that LGBTQ youth are disproportionately 
represented, accounting for as much as 40% of the home- 
less youth population while only constituting 3-4% of the 
general population; and 

WHEREAS: Homeless youth in the city have reported 
episodes of intimidation, stolen property, assault, and ha- 
rassment when staying in adult shelters, therefore prefer- 
ring to live on the streets rather than access emergency 
shelter beds in city shelters for anyone over 18 years old;

WHEREAS: Bridge Over Troubled Waters is the only 
organization in the city of Boston that provides emer- 
gency shelter beds specifically for homeless youth, with 
twelve beds available each night for youth aged 18-24; 
while the Waltham House, located in Waltham, MA, of- 
fers transitional housing for up to 12 LGBTQ youth aged 
14-18 years old, there are no emergency shelter beds spe- 
cifically for LGBTQ homeless youth; and 

WHEREAS: There are no emergency shelter beds 
available in the city of Boston for youth under the age of 
18 who are not accompanied by adults; and 

WHEREAS: Other cities such as New York (Ali For- 
ney Center), Detroit (Ruth’s House), and Los Angeles 
(LA Gay and Lesbian Center) have identified a need for 
and created LGBTQ-specific emergency shelter space for 
youth; and 

WHEREAS: Additional wraparound services, such 
as school support, job training, mental health care, sub- 
stance abuse intervention, and shelter space for LGBTQ 
homeless youth would make it easier for youth to ac- 
cess housing or reunify with family, thus decreasing the 
amount of chronically homeless adults in the future and 
saving the city money on health and housing needs in the 
long term; NOW 1 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee ofthe Boston City Council hold a hearing 
to examine the resources needed to address and support 
the population of LGBTQ homeless youth in the city and 
gather recommendations on possible next steps, including 
potential solutions to address emergency shelter, transi- 
tional housing, community space, and targeted wrap- 
around services.

ORDER APPROVING PETITION FOR SPECIAL LAW 
RE: APPOINTMENT OF SPECIAL POLICE OF- 
FICERS IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 
1255) 


On motion of Councilor FLAHERTY, Docket No. 
1255 was taken out of order. 


Councilors FLAHERTY, LINEHAN, LAMATTINA, 
BAKER, MCCARTHY, MURPHY, O’MALLEY and 
YANCEY offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Since 1954, the number of sworn officers 
in the Boston Police Department has decreased by about 
25%, with a loss of more than 820 uniformed patrol of- 
ficers; and, 

WHEREAS, Boston Police Officers on detail assign- 
ments are paid by private contractors such as NSTAR, 
National Grid, Fenway Park and TD Garden to provide 
law enforcement and protect the safety of the public when 
they are not scheduled for regular duty; and, 

WHEREAS, Over the years, the number of requests 
for detail officers from private vendors, construction com- 
panies, utility companies, and entertainment venues has 
increased drastically, and there are not enough officers to 
fill the surplus of detail requests; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston receives a 10 percent 
administrative fee on all details which, if filled by Boston 
Police Officers, could result in over $3,000,000 per year 
in revenue for the City of Boston; and, 

WHEREAS, Retired Boston Police Officers have years 
of superior training, knowledge of the law, familiarity 
with city streets, and decades of invaluable experience 
that make them ideal candidates to fill detail assignments 
and increase police presence throughout the city; and, 

WHEREAS, Over 175 police departments throughout 
Massachusetts have passed laws to allow recently retired 
police officers to perform paid details in response to the 
increase in detail requests; THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That a petition to the General Court, ac- 
companied by a bill for a special law relating to the City 
of Boston to be filed with an attested copy of this order 
be, and hereby is, approved under Clause | of Section 8 
of Article II, as amended, of the Articles of Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
to the end that legislation be adopted precisely as follows, 
except for clerical or editorial changes of form only: 


PETITION FOR A SPECIAL LAW RE: 


Section 1. The Police Commissioner of the City of Bos- 
ton, as the appointing authority, may appoint as he or she 
deems necessary, retired Boston police officers as special 
police officers to perform police details or any duties aris- 
ing therefrom or during the course of police detail work, 
whether or not related to the detail work. The retired Bos- 
ton police officers shall have been regular Boston police 
officers and retired based on superannuation. The special 
police officers shall not be subject to the same maximum 
age restrictions as applied to regular Boston police offi- 
cers under chapter 32 of the General Laws, but shall not 
be eligible to serve as special police officers if they have 
reached the age of 68. Prior to appointment under this 
act, a retired Boston police officer shall pass a medical 
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examination by a physician or other certified professional 
chosen, or agreed to, by the City to determine whether 
the retired Boston police officer is capable of performing 
the essential duties of a special police officer under this 
act, the cost of which shall be borne by the retired Boston 
police officer. 


Section 2. Special police officers appointed under this 
act shall not be subject to chapter 31 of the General Laws, 
section 99A of chapter 41 of the General Laws, chapter 
150E of the General Laws, or chapter 151A of the Gen- 
eral Laws. 


Section 3. Special police officers shall, when perform- 
ing the duties under section 1, have the same power to 
make arrests and perform other police functions as do 
regular police officers of the City of Boston. 


Section 4. Special police officers shall be appointed for 
an indefinite term, subject to suspension or removal by 
the Police Commissioner at any time. In the case of re- 
moval, a Special Police Officer shall be provided with 14 
days written notice. The special police officer’s appoint- 
ment shall automatically terminate upon the officer’s 68th 
birthday. 


Section 5. Special police officers appointed under this 
act shall be subject to the rules and regulations, policies 
and procedures and requirements as the Police Commis- 
sioner of the City of Boston may impose from time to 
time, including, but not limited to, restrictions on the type 
of detail assignments, requirements regarding medical ex- 
aminations to determine continuing capability to perform 
the duties of a special police officer, requirements for 
training, requirements for firearms licensing and qualifi- 
cations, requirements for participation in a group medi- 
cal and/or liability insurance policy, and requirements 
regarding uniforms and equipment. Compliance with all 
requirements will be at no cost to the City of Boston. Spe- 
cial police officers appointed under this act shall not be 
subject to section 96B of chapter 41 of the General Laws. 


Section 6. Special police officers appointed under this 
act shall be sworn in by the Police Commissioner for the 
City of Boston, Massachusetts. 


Section 7. Special police officers appointed under this 
act shall be subject to sections 100 and 111 F of chapter 
41 of the General Laws. The amount payable under sec- 
tion 111 F of chapter 41 shall be calculated by averaging 
the amount earned over the prior 52 weeks as a special 
police officer working police details, or averaged over 
such lesser period of time for any officer designated as a 
special police officer less than 52 weeks before the inca- 
pacity. In no event shall payment under section 111F of 
chapter 41 exceed, in any calendar year, the limitation on 
earning contained in paragraph (b) of section 91 of chap- 
ter 32 of the General Laws. Payment under section 111F 
of chapter 41 shall terminate in accordance with section 
111F of Chapter 41 or when a special police officer, who 
is appointed a special police officer prior to age 65, under 
this act, reaches the age of 65, whichever occurs sooner. 
Payment under section 111F of chapter 41 shall terminate 
in accordance with section 111F of Chapter 41 or when 
a special police officer, who is appointed a special police 
officer after age 64, under this act, reaches the age of 68, 
whichever occurs sooner. If the age limitation applicable 
to regular police officers serving the city is increased 
from 65 years of age, the termination of benefits under 
section 111F of chapter 41, as provided in this section for 
special police officers, shall terminate at such a higher 
age limit, but in no event shall the benefits extend beyond 
the age of 70 for any such special police officer. Special 
police officers appointed under this act shall not be sub- 
ject to section 85H or 85H 1/2 of chapter 32, nor eligible 
for any benefits pursuant thereto. 


Section 8. Appointment as a special police officer does 
not entitle that person to assignment to any detail. 


Section 9. Retired Boston police officers serving as 
special police officers under this act shall be subject to 
the limitations on hours worked and on earnings restric- 
tions as provided in paragraph (b) of section 91 of chapter 
32 of the General Laws. 


Section 10. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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WHEREAS, The City of Boston’s Office of Fair Hous- 
ing and Equity recently found probable cause to believe 
that Alpha made discriminatory statements that stated a 
limitation based on the national origin of a potential In-

2010 reviewed the policies and best practices governing

WHEREAS: Harvard University and the City of Bos- 
ton are signatory to a 20-year PILOT Agreement dated 
August 24, 1999; and 

WHEREAS: Since that time Harvard University has 
rapidly expanded into the Allston-Brighton neighbor- 
hood; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston Redevelopment Authority re- 
cently approved the 1.4 million square foot Institutional 
Master Plan for Harvard’s Allston campus; and 

WHEREAS: It is unclear what portion of this campus 
will be tax-exempt; and 

WHEREAS: Harvard has yet to comply with the 2010 
PILOT Task Force recommendations; and 

WHEREAS: Harvard University is one of three PILOT 
-eligible educational institutions that own over $1 billion 
in real estate in Boston; 

WHEREAS: If the PILOT Task Force recommenda- 
tions are not met, then the City of Boston could poten- 
tially lose up to $18 million in revenue; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee of the 
City Council hold a hearing to examine Harvard Univer- 
sity’s PILOT payment structure; and Be ItFurther 

ORDERED: That the representatives from the follow- 
ing departments: City of Boston Assessing Department, 
Finance Department, the City Auditor, the City Treasurer, 
Harvard University and the public be invited to testify ..

WHEREAS, Many residents continue to face count- 
less barriers to full employment and affordable housing 
despite the fact that the City of Boston is currently under- 
going a development boom not seen in over a generation;

WHEREAS, Much of the development in the City of 
Boston is overseen by the Boston Redevelopment Au- 
thority (BRA), which formed in 1957, merged with the 
Economic Development Industrial Corporation (EDIC) in 
1995, and has numerous other affiliates; and 

WHEREAS, The current practice in the City of Boston 
allows for community feedback on development propos- 
als during required hearings but does not include a system 
to ensure that community members or groups and their 
input are incorporated; and 

WHEREAS, Community Benefits Agreements help 
generate public support for economic development proj- 
ects while holding developers accountable for their prom- 
ises to local governments and residents; and 

WHEREAS, The BRA does not use traditional Com- 
munity Benefits Agreements and instead the documents, 
which the BRA likens to Community Benefits Agree- 
ments, include cooperation agreements, affordable hous- 
ing agreements, and development impact project agree- 
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ments; and 

WHEREAS, The tight legal language created by third 
party clauses in recent mitigation agreements prohibits 
any stakeholders aside from the developer and BRA from 
enforcing the mitigation agreements and makes adjudica- 
tion difficult; and 

WHEREAS, The BRA is tasked with ensuring devel- 
opers are maintaining their commitments to mitigation 
agreements, making payments to the inclusionary devel- 
opment program, and payments to the housing and jobs 
linkage funds; and 

WHEREAS, A Boston Globe investigation and an au- 
dit conducted by KPMG LLC outline the BRA’s inability 
to complete this task efficiently and transparently by re- 
vealing that the BRA has negotiated breaks on affordable 
housing fees, diverted affordable housing fees to other 
uses, and has spent a fraction of the money it has collected 
from developers that had been earmarked for affordable 
housing; and 

WHEREAS, Residents of Boston, the City, and devel- 
opers would benefit from a simplified, citywide mitiga- 
tion agreement that would set baseline standards for com- 
munity benefits packages that cannot be negotiated away 
and have clear mechanisms in place to monitor and ensure 
follow-through. NOW, THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to identify mecha- 
nisms to ensure transparency, accountability, and invest- 
ment in affordable housing and jobs funds through BRA 
development agreements and to investigate ways to en- 
sure Boston’s continued development happens in a way 
that is sustainable and grounded in the needs of communi- 
ties; and that representatives from the Boston Redevelop- 
ment Authority, Department of Neighborhood Develop- 
ment, and other interested parties be invited to testify.

Councilors PRESSLEY, JACKSON, YANCEY, MUR- 
PHY, BAKER, CIOMMO, MCCARTHY, O’MALLEY, 
WU, ZAKIM and LINEHAN offered the following: 


WHEREAS, Bruce Carlton Bolling, born to Royal and 
Thelma (Greene) Bolling in Boston in 1945, developed an 
early passion for public service like his father and older 
brother Royal Jr; and 

WHEREAS, From 1969 to 1981, Bruce Bolling served 
in Mayor Kevin White’s administration in various capaci- 
ties, including Public Safety Coordinator, Community 
Liaison and Ombudsman to the Police and Public Works 
Departments, Contract Compliance Officer for the May- 
or’s Office of Human Rights, and Assistant Manager of 
the Franklin Field Little City Hall; and 

WHEREAS, Bruce was elected to the Boston City 
Council in 1981, becoming the second African-American 
to be elected citywide; and 

WHEREAS, In 1986, he was elected by his Council 
colleagues to the post of City Council President becom- 
ing the first African-American elected to this prestigious 
position and was re-elected as President in 1987; and 

WHEREAS, The Bollings made political history 
in Massachusetts for being the first family to have had 
three of its members simultaneously serving on the three 
Massachusetts legislative bodies, with Bruce on the City 
Council, his father Royal Bolling in the Senate and his 
brother Royal Bolling Jr. in the House; and 

WHEREAS, Bruce Bolling was a very skillful con- 


sensus-builder and developed many of the city’s ground- 
breaking and effective policies designed to “even the 
playing field” and promote greater economic develop- 
ment opportunities for women, people of color, and small 
business owners, while also championing equal rights for 
all including the LGBT community at a time when many 
thought it would be a political liability; and 

WHEREAS, Bolling’s 12-year tenure on the Council 
was extraordinarily productive, including introduction 
and passage of two important pieces of legislation; the 
Boston Residents Jobs Policy (BRJP), which directs con- 
tractors to employ 50% Boston residents, 25% people of 
color, and 10% women on city-funded construction proj- 
ects, and his Boston Linkage Policy, which requires de- 
velopers to contribute to neighborhood development; and 

WHEREAS, He is the author of the city’s Fair Housing 
Ordinance and the Minority and Women Disadvantaged 
Business Opportunities Act, which mandate that these 
businesses receive a fair share of contracting opportuni- 
ties in the city of Boston; and 

WHEREAS, In 1993, Bruce was instrumental in the 
creation of the Massachusetts Alliance for Small Contrac- 
tors and served as Executive Director until 2011, help- 
ing hundreds of small businesses build capacity and gain 
access to financing and technical assistance, in order to 
better compete for construction contracting opportunities; 
and 

WHEREAS, As the Founder and the Executive Direc- 
tor Massachusetts Alliance for Small Contractors, Bolling 
worked with the Boston Convention and Exhibition Cen- 
ter to ensure participation of minority and women owned 
businesses beyond the workforce goals; and 

WHEREAS, Bruce Carlton Bolling, through his tire- 
less work on the Council and his undying commitment 
to fairness and equality, has left a distinguished legacy of 
public service that forever changed the economic and so- 
cial landscape in the City of Boston. THEREFORE BE IT 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council, in meet- 
ing assembled, recognizes and celebrates Bruce Bolling’s 
stalwart leadership and goes on record in support of May-

WHEREAS: These numbers, combined with the guid- 
ance counselor staffing numbers, have remained consis- 
tent since 2007; this consistency demonstrates that BPS

WHEREAS: The shortage of teachers of color-espe- 
cially the dearth supply of male teachers of color, de-

WHEREAS: More than 700,000 people in Massachu- 
setts struggle with food insecurity, according to Project 
Bread’s 2013 Status Report on Hunger in Massachusetts; 
and 

WHEREAS: Project Bread also found that this number 
is almost 40 percent higher than it was prior to the 2008 
recession and almost 80 percent higher than it was at the 
beginning of the last decade; and 

WHEREAS: The Greater Boston Food Bank’s Fiscal 
Year 2013 In Review says that the organization continues 
to see an increasing number of middle-class families who 
are struggling to pay for housing, health care, food and 
other bills, but earn too much to qualify for government 
assistance; and 

WHEREAS: The number offood banks in the United 
States has grown from 200 in 1980 to 40,000 today, ac- 
cording to Lovin’ Spoonfuls, which specializes in food 
redistribution; and 

WHEREAS: Children’s Health Watch, a nonpartisan 
network of doctors, researchers and children’s health ex- 
perts, sampled 5,000 families with children under four- 
years~old receiving care from Boston Medical Center and 
“found a 77 percent increase in the proportion of food- 
insecure families between 2006 and 2012;” and 

WHEREAS: Seventy-eight percent of children in the 
Boston Public Schools (BPS) are income eligible for free 
or reduced meals and, as of last year, the BPS began to 
waive the lunch fee for all students; 

WHEREAS: Cities around the country are using new 
and creative solutions to address food insecurity from 
mobile food pantries, improved partnerships between 
healthy food distributors and food pantries, and programs 
to feed children and teenagers outside of the school day; 
THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED: The Boston City Council, hereby assem- 
bled, orders a hearing on food insecurity in Boston and 
the city’s efforts to combat hunger in the city’s neighbor- 


hoods.

WHEREAS: It is important that the city services of- 
fered in Boston are accessible to all of our residents in- 
cluding those who aren’t English speakers; And 

WHEREAS: There are lots of opportunities for as- 
sistance for non-English speakers, however they would 
benefit from greater awareness of these resources. For 
example, there are many multilingual employees working 
for the City of Boston whose services and feedback could 
be used to assist non-English speakers; And 

WHEREAS: Other municipalities including San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, New York City, Chicago, and Washington 
D.C. already have language access laws and ordinances 
that require certain city agencies to have free, comprehen- 
sive language assistance services to those who are limit- 
ed-English proficient. For example, San Francisco, much 
like the other cities, requires that each department have a 
designated translator, as well as ongoing employee devel- 
opment. Washington D.C. similarly created a Language 
Access Coalition which holds periodic public meetings 
and works with communities to resolve issues; And 

WHEREAS: The Mayor’s Office of New Bostonians, 
as well as other non-profits in the city are a great access 
point for non-English speakers and it is key that they be 
equipped with the necessary resources to best support 
their constituents; And 

WHEREAS: Not all city departments have the staff- 
ing capacity and translated documents to be able to help 
those who need language access services in an efficient 
way; Now

WHEREAS: The foreclosure crisis and the surge of 
residential housing conversion by corporate backed by 
investors are causing displacement and community insta-

WHEREAS: In effect, these absentee owners-such as 
City Realty - who are disconnected from the community,

are able to obtain housing are rent-burdened, paying more 
than 30% of their household gross income on housing

WHEREAS: For those residents who are unable to af- 
ford housing, they become part of the thousands of home- 
less people seeking one of a limited number of subsidized 
housing units, beds in homeless shelters, and space on the 
streets of Boston; and 

WHEREAS: Both the middle class and the most vul- 
nerable Boston residents, particularly the elderly, dis- 
abled, and low-income families, suffer from being unable 
to afford the high housing cost; and 

WHEREAS: The increased demand for subsidized 
housing, homeless shelters, and no-fault eviction court 
proceedings due to rent increases and foreclosures shift 
the large-scale cost from the private sector to the public 
sector; and 

WHEREAS: It is imperative that the Boston City 
Council continue to develop healthy communities and 
preserve the populations and cultures of neighborhoods 
against forced displacement; and, NOW, 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the appropri- 
ate committee of the Boston City Council hold a hear- 
ing to discuss the effect of the role of corporate landlords 
and investors in the City’s housing stock and community 
instability and examine the current regulations with the 
focus of preserving and developing housing for healthy 
communities and neighborhoods; and 

BE IT ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of 
the Boston City Council invite Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, Department of Neighborhood Development, 
tenant associations, and all interested parties, including 
Boston residents who are tenants, homeowners, and for- 
mer homeowners who lost their homes in foreclosure, to 
testify.

MURPHY and FLAHERTY offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Several companies have recently begun 
operations to enable property owners to market beds, 
rooms or entire homes for overnight rentals in residential 
areas throughout the City of Boston for the purpose of 
generating income; and 

WHEREAS: some of the largest companies in this 
industry include AirBNB, Flipkey, HomeAway, 9Flats, 
Craigslist, and VRBO; and 

WHEREAS: these companies typically operate 
through website and smartphone applications by connect- 
ing those interested in short-term lodging with those will- 
ing to rent out their residence at an agreed-upon price 
with a percentage of the transaction going to the technol- 
ogy provider or website; and 

WHEREAS: typical short-term lodging establish- 
ments - such as hotels, motels, bed-and-breakfasts, hos- 
tels, resorts, or inns - are regulated and taxed in a different 
manner than other commercial entities, including special 
fire safety requirements, state and city hotel room occu- 
pancy taxes, local convention center taxes affixed to hotel 
room rental, strict occupancy limits, among other various 
requirements; and 

WHEREAS: these types of rentals have raised con- 
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cerns and created problems in Boston and elsewhere when 
the spaces are used for loud or late-night gatherings and 
when the rentals lead to unauthorized access into condo- 
minium or apartment complexes, violations of City trash, 
parking and noise policies, or turn neighborhoods zoned 
for residential living into impromptu hotel districts; and 

WHEREAS: several municipalities, both locally and 
across the country, are examining how best to fit the ser- 
vice being offered by these companies into a regulatory 
framework for short-term lodging that was built to take 
into account the differences between residential neighbor- 
ray and commercially-zoned lodging establishments; 
an 

WHEREAS: municipalities around the world have 
varying policies and ordinances that address these types 
of short-term rentals, including: San Francisco and Port- 
land, OR, which have each begun to assess hotel taxes 
on these rentals; Chicago and New Orleans, which are 
presently considering regulations and/or the assessment 
of hotel taxes; New York City, which bans the leasing of 
private residential space for less than 30 days unless the 
owner is living on the property; and many cities (includ- 
ing Quincy, MA locally) which have banned this type of 
service outright; and

particularly in light of safety and quality of life concerns

To the City Council. 
Dear Councilors: 


I transmit herewith an Ordinance to Protect Vulnerable 
Road Users in the City of Boston. 

This ordinance establishes requirements for protection 
equipment to be installed on vehicles contracted by the 
City of Boston, to be constructed and/or equipped as to 
offer effective protection to unprotected road users against 
the risk of falling under the sides of the vehicle and being 
caught under the wheels. In 2013, the City of Boston - a 
collaboration between the Mayor’s Office of New Urban 
Mechanics and the Public Works Department - undertook 
the largest municipal pilot of truck side guards in the na- 
tion. After over a year of testing several different types of 
side guards in the field on 16 vehicles, data from studies 
and our own field observations have led to this ordinance. 

This ordinance will implement safety protections al- 
lowing drivers of large trucks to see in the areas in ::front 
of them where children and cyclists are invisible to the 
driver, and also to be able to see the sides better, reducing 
the risk of incidents involving cyclists, making Boston a 
safer place for all road users. 

I urge your Honorable Body to act favorably on the 
proposed amendment.

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows that the City of Boston Code be amended by adding 
the following ordinance: 


SECTION 1. City of Boston Code, Ordinances, Chap- 
ter IV is hereby amended by inserting after Section 4-7 
the following new section:-- 


4-8 AN ORDfNANCE REQUIRING CITY VEN- 
DORS TO SAFEGUARD UNPROTECTED ROAD US- 
ERS. 


4-8.1 Purpose. 


Vehicles covered by this ordinance shall be so con- 
structed and/or equipped as to offer effective protection to 
unprotected road users against the risk of falling under the 
sides of the vehicle and being caught under the wheels. 


4-8.2 Definitions. 


The words defined in this ordinance shall have the 
meanings set forth below vvhenever they appear in this 
section unless the context in which they are used clearly 
requires a different meaning, or.a different definition is 
prescribed for a particular paragraph or provision. 


(i) Approval of a vehicle means the approval of a com- 
plete vehicle type with regard to its lateral protection. 


(ii) City means the City of Boston. 


(iii) Department(s) shall mean those City of Boston 
Departments, Authorities, Agencies, Commissions and 
any other instrumentality acting on behalf of another 
(“Awarding Authorities”) under the supervision ofthe 
Mayor or persons appointed by him/her. 


(iv) Contract means the contract between a Vendor and 
a Department resulting from a request for proposals or an 
invitation forbids issued by the City to do any work or to 
make any purchase. 


(v) Gross weight means the sum ofthe weights trans- 
mitted to the road surface by all the wheels of the vehicle. 


(vi)Large vehicle means a motor vehicle with a gross 
weight exceeding 10,000 Ibs; or a trailer with an unladen 
mass exceeding 10,000 Ibs; OT a semi-trailer with a gross 
weight exceeding 26,000 Ibs. 


(vii) Lateral protective device means an apparatus in- 
stalled on large vehicles between the front and rear wheels 
to help prevent injuries to unprotected road users, particu- 
larly from falling underneath the vehicle. 


(viii) Mayor shall mean the Mayor or persons designat- 
ed by him/her. (ix)Otherwise qualified means any Vendor 
that meets all other criteria for the award of a Contract. 


(x) Unladen mass means the weight of the vehicle in 
running order, unoccupied and unloaded, but complete 
with fuel, coolant, lubricant, tools, and spare wheel, if 
supplied by the vehicle manufacturer as standard equip- 
ment. 


(xi) Unprotected road users mean pedestrians, cyclists, 
or motorcyclists using the road in such a way that they 
are liable to faillillder the sides of the vehicle and to be 
caught under the wheels. 


(xii) Vendor means any firm, vendor, contractor, or 
supplier of goods and/or services to the City of Boston, 
and any of its subcontractors. 


4-8.3 Requirements for Large Vehicles. 


When any officer or board in charge of a Department 
or other awarding agency of the City issues requests for 
proposals or invitations for bids to do any work or make 
any purchase, said officer or board shall contract with a 
responsible and eligible Vendor that has also installed, 
or that demonstrates that it will install, side under-ride- 
guards, convex mirrors, and appropriate warning signage 
on all large vehicles it uses or will use within the City of 
Boston in connection with the Contract in preference of 
otherwise qualified Vendors. 
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4-8.4 Policy Implementation. 


Every Large vehicle or a conventional cab configura- 
tion in which more than half of the engine length is for- 
ward of the foremost point of the windshield base and 
the steering wheel hub is in the forward quarter of the 
vehicle length used by a Vendor in connection with a Con- 
tract shall be equipped with convex mirrors, cross-over 
mirrors, decals, and side under-ride guards affixed to the 
sides of such vehicles in a manner consistent this section 
and with rules and regulations further promulgated by the 
Boston Transportation Department, the Boston Police De- 
partment, and the Inspectional Service Department. 


4-8.5 Technical Specifications for the Equipment of 
Lateral Protective Devices, Convex Mirrors and Convex 
Cross-over Mirrors, and Safety Decals 


(a) Lateral Protective Devices 


Large vehicles must be constructed or equipped in 
such a way as to offer, throughout their length, effective 
protection to unprotected road users against the risk of 
falling under the side of the vehicle and being caught un- 
der the wheels. This requirement will be considered satis- 
fied either 


1. If the vehicle is equipped with a special lateral pro- 
tective device (side under-ride guard) in accordance with 
the requirements of Section 4-8.5b 


2. If the vehicle is so designed and/or equipped at the 
side that, by virtue of their shape and characteristics, its 
component parts can be incorporated and/or regarded 
as replacing the lateral protective device. Components 
whose combined function satisfies the requirements set 
out in Section 4- 8.5b below are considered to form a lat- 
eral protective device. 


(ii) Technical Specifications 


The lateral protective device can use horizontal rails or 
a continuous flat surface that meets the following dimen- 
sional requirements: 


1. The lower edge of the lateral protective device shall 
at no point be more than 21.5 inches above the ground 


2. The upper edge of the lateral protective device shall 
not be more than 14 inches below that part of the struc- 
ture of the vehicle, cut or contracted by a vertical plane 
tangential to the outer surface of the tires, excluding any 
bulging close to the ground 


3. Not more than 12 inches to the rear ofthe vertical 
plane perpendicular to the longitudinal plane of the ve- 
hicle and tangential to the outer surface of the tire on the 
wheel immediately forward of the guard 


4. The rearward edge of the lateral protective device 
shall not be more than 12 inches forward of the vertical 
plane perpendicular to the longitudinal plane of the ve- 
hicle and tangential to the outer surface of the tire on the 
wheel immediately to the rear 


5. The lateral protective device shall not increase the 
overall width of the large vehicle and the main pati of its 
outer surface shall not be more than 5 inches inboard from 
the outermost plane (maximum width) of the vehicle. 


6. Every lateral protective device shall be essentially 
rigid and securely mounted. They shall not be liable to 
loosening due to vibration in normal use of the vehicle. 
The lateral protective device shall be considered suitable 
if it is capable of withstanding a force of 440 pounds ap- 
plied perpendicularly to any part of its surface by the cen- 
ter ofa ram the face of which is circular and not more than 
8.5 inches in diameter, and during such application 


7. No part of the side under-ride guard shall be deflect- 
ed by more than 6 inches; and, 


8. No part of the side under-ride guard which is less 
than 10 inches from its rearmost part shall be deflected by 
more than 1.25 inches. 


(iii) Convex Mirrors 


Large vehicles must be equipped with convex mirrors 
to enable the operator of the large vehicle to see all points 
on an imaginary horizontal line which: 


1. Is three feet above the road; 


2. Is one foot directly forward from the midpoint of the 
front of such large vehicle; and extends the full width of 
such large vehicle 


(iv) Cross-Over Mirrors 


Large vehicles must be equipped with convex cross- 
over mirror on the front of the vehicle to enable the opera- 
tor of the large vehicle with a conventional cab configura- 
tion in which at least more than half of the engine length 
is forward of the foremost point of the windshield base 
and the steering wheel hub is in the forward quarter of the 
vehicle length to allow the driver to see: 


1. Any person or object at least three feet tall passing 
in front of the vehicle. 


2.The area from the front bumper to where direct vi- 
sion is possible. 


(v) Safety Decals 


Large vehicles must be equipped with a minimum of 
two (3) safety decals on the rear and sides that warn pe- 
destrians and cyclists of blind spots: 


1. Decals should be ‘safety yellow’ in color 


2.Decals should include language or images warning 
of the blind spot locations on the vehicle. 


3. Decals should be placed, when possible, on or near 
the lateral protection devices. 


4-8.6 Compliance and Enforcement. 


(a) Non-compliance with the provisions of this section 
4-8 by a Vendor shall be grounds for 


1. A fine of $100 for the first offense on a Contract, 
escalating to $150 for the second offense, and $200 for 
the third offense. 


2. Termination of the Contract. 


(b) This section 4-8 shall be enforced by the Inspec- 
tional Services Department’s Weights and Measures Di- 
vision and the Boston Police Department. The Boston 
Police Department and The Inspectional Senrices Depart- 
ment shall determine non-compliance with the provisions 
of this section 4-8 and any applicable regulations and may 
make recommendations, if any, to the contracting Depart- 
ment. 


(c) The Inspectional Services Department shall issue, 
for a Vendor’s large vehicles, a compliance certification 
through a vehicle inspection of convex mirrors, lateral 
protective devices, and decals prior to the date Vendor 
begins work on a Contract. A fee to cover the costs as- 
sociated with inspection will be determined by the Com- 
missioner of the Inspectional Services Department and 
passed on to the Vendor. 


(d) Vehicle compliance will be certified with a sticker 
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denoting the year of inspection. Inspections must be up- 
dated Biennially. 


(e) Vendors may file for a waiver as stipulated in sec- 
tion 4-8.7. Waiver applications must be made in writing 
at the time of contract bid to the Commissioner of Inspec- 
tional Services, the Department requesting services, and 
the Commissioner of Transportation. Waiver applications 
filed after contract bids will not be considered. 


(f) Inspectional Services Department shall issue an an- 
nual report to be filed with the Mayor and the City Clerk 
and transmitted by the Clerk to the City Council on the 
actions undertaken by the Inspectional Services Depart- 
ment on enforcement of this ordinance no later than May 
31st of each year. The annual written report shall include, 
but not be limited to, the follovving items for the twelve 
(12) month period prior to the report’s due date: 


1. Any financial costs to the City associated with this 
ordinance 


2. The number of vehicles this ordinance applied to 
3. The number of vehicle cxemptions, if any 


4. The total number of inspections performed by in- 
spectors and any subsequent violations of this ordinance 


4-8.7 Waiver. 


(a) If a Vendor or Department determines that extenu- 
ating circumstances exist which prevent the Vendor from 
complying with this section 4-8, then such Vendor or De- 
partment may request an exemption from compliance to 
the City of Boston with its provisions. Waivers are issued 
at the sole discretion of the City of Boston. 


(b) This ordinance does not apply to 


(i) A motor vehicle which has a maximum speed not 
exceeding 15 mph 


(ii) An agricultural trailer 
(iii) A fire engine 
(iv) An emergency medical vehicle 


(v) A vehicle which is being driven or towed to a place 
where by previous arrangement a side under-ride guard is 
to be fitted so that it complies with this section 4-8 


(vi) Vehicles used solely for the purpose of snow re- 
moval. 


(vii) Street sweeper vehicles 


(viii) City of Boston Fleet Vehicles purchased before 
July 1, 2014 4-8.8 Conformii)’ with Existing State and 
Federal Law. 


This section shall be implemented in conformity with 
state and federal law. 


4-8.9 Severability. 


The provisions of this section are severable and jf any 
provision, or portion thereof: should be held to be uncon- 
stitutional or otherwise invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, such unconstitutionality or invalidity shall 
not affect the remaining provisions, which shall remain in 
full force and effect. 


4-8.10 Effective Date. 
(a) This section shall take effect one hundred and 


eighty days after passage and shall apply to all new Con- 
tracts awarded and to all renewal tenns of existing Con- 


tracts executed after that date. 


(b) City of Boston fleet vehides purchased after July 
1, 2014 that are Large Vehicles as defined herein will be

HOME RULE PETITION 


WHEREAS, the City of Boston has one of the highest 
costs of living of any city in the country as well as one of 
the most expensive real estate markets; and, 

WHEREAS, long-term homeowners can see their 
property tax bills increase due solely to reappraisals that 
factor in changes in the value of adjoining properties and 
neighborhood growth that may make it difficult for some 
long-term homeowners to continue to afford their homes. 

THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That a petition to 
the General Court, accompanied by a bill for a special 
law relating to the City of Boston to be filed with an at- 
tested copy of this order be, and hereby is, approved under 
Clause 1 of Section 8 of Article II, as amended, of the 
Articles of Amendment to the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, to the end that legislation 
be adopted precisely as follows, except for clerical or edi- 
torial changes of form only: 


PETITION FORA SPECIAL LAW RE: 
AN ACT CONCERNING LONG-TERM 
HOMEOWNERS 


Section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of Chapter 
59 of the General Laws or any general or special law to 
the contrary, the Assessing Department of the City of 
Boston shall have the authority to implement a tax defer- 
ral program for long-term residents of the City of Boston. 
For purposes of this act, in order to qualify for the tax 
deferral program for long-term residents the individual 
or individuals must be a resident of Boston, must have 
reached the age of 55 as of July of the tax year, owned 
or occupied the property for at least ten (10) years, and 


have an income limit that does not exceed the amount of 
income determined by the commissioner of revenue for 
purposes of subsection (k) of section 6 of chapter 62. 
If the aforementioned conditions are met, the Assessing 
Department shall grant an exemption to the owner or own- 
ers of such real property provided that the owner or own- 
ers of such real property have entered into a tax deferral 
and recovery agreement with the Assessing Department. 

Taxes may be deferred annually until the taxes are due, 
including accrued interest provided that the total amount 
of such taxes due does not exceed 50% of the then as- 
sessed value of the property. The deferred taxes must be 
repaid when the property is sold, transferred, or upon the 
demise of the owner. The deferred taxes under this act 
shall accrue at a rate of 4%. 


Section 2. The provisions of this act shall take effect 
upon its passage. 


SECTION 1. Notwithstanding section 5 of chapter 59 
of the General Laws or any general or special law to the 
contrary, the assessing department of the city of Boston 
shall implement a tax deferral program for long-term resi- 
dents of the city of Boston. 


SECTION 2. Real property, to an amount determined 
as hereinafter provided, of a person who is 55 years of 
age or older as of July 1 of the tax year, of a person who 
owns the same jointly with his spouse, either of whom 
is 55 years of age or over, or of a person who owns the 
same jointly or as a tenant in common with a person not 
his spouse, either of whom is 55 years of age or over; 
provided, that such person has been domiciled in the com- 
monwealth for the preceding 10 years; and 


(1) has so owned and occupied the same real property 
as his domicile for 10 consecutive years; or 


(2) is a surviving spouse who inherits such real prop- 
erty and has occupied such real property in the common- 
wealth as his or her domicile for 10 consecutive years and 
who otherwise qualifies under this act; provided, that such 
person, and such person and his spouse, if married, had, 
during the preceding year gross receipts from all sources 
not in excess of the amount of income determined by the 
commissioner of revenue for the purposes of subsection 
(k) of section 6 of Chapter 62, for a single person who 
is not a head of household. The income limit established 
by subsection (k) of section 6 of chapter 62 is the circuit 
breaker state income tax credit for seniors. The income 
limits for the circuit breaker state income tax credit are 
adjusted annually by the commissioner of revenue based 
on changes in the cost of living. The new limits are an- 
nounced in the fall of the calendar year in a Technical 
Information Release. An individual that qualifies for a 
tax deferral under this act shall not have an income that 
exceeds the amount of income determined by the com- 
missioner of revenue for purposes of subsection (k) of 
section 6 of chapter 62. 


To qualify for this deferral, the real estate tax due, as 
reduced by abatements and exemptions, if any, for the 
year in question shall have increased by 10 per cent over 
the prior year’s real estate tax due, as reduced by abate- 
ments and exemptions, if any. 


In determining the total period ownership of an appli- 
cant for deferral under this act, the time during which the 
same property was owned by a husband or wife individu- 
ally shall be added to the period during which such prop- 
erty was owned by said husband and wife jointly. 


SECTION 3. (a) Any person eligible for the tax defer- 
ral program authorized by this act may, within 3 months 
after the date on which the bill or notice of assessment 
was sent or by April | of the tax year, whichever is later, 
apply to the board of assessors of the city of Boston for 
a deferral of all or part of such real property from taxa- 
tion during such year; provided, however, that in the case 
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of real estate owned by a person jointly or as a tenant in 
common with a person not his spouse, the deferral shall 
not exceed that proportion of total valuation which the 
amount of his interest in such property bears to the whole 
tax due. The board of assessors shall grant such deferral; 
provided, that the owner or owners of such real property 
have entered into a tax deferral and recovery agreement 
with said board of assessors on behalf of the city of Bos- 
ton. The tax deferral and recovery agreement shall pro- 
vide: 


(1) that no sale or transfer of such real property may 
be consummated unless the taxes which would otherwise 
have been assessed on the exempt portion of the real 
property have been paid, with interest at the rate of 4 per 
cent per annum or such lesser or higher rate as may be 
determined by the legislative body of the city of Boston, 
subject to its charter, no later than the beginning of the 
fiscal year to which the tax relates; 


(2) that the total amount of such taxes due, plus inter- 
est, for the current and prior years does not exceed 50 per 
cent of the owner’s proportional share of the full and fair 
cash value of such real property; 


(3) that upon the demise of the owner of such real 
property, the heirs-at-law, assignees or devisees shall 
have first priority to said real property by paying in full 
the total taxes which would otherwise have been due, plus 
interest; provided, however, that if such heir-at-law, as- 
signee or devisee is a surviving spouse who enters into a 
tax deferral and recovery agreement under this act, pay- 
ment of the taxes and interest due shall not be required 
during the life of such surviving spouse. Any additional 
taxes deferred, plus interest, on said real property under 
a tax deferral and recovery agreement signed by a sur- 
viving spouse shall be added to the taxes and interest 
which would otherwise have been due, and the payment 
of which has been postponed during the life of such sur- 
viving spouse, in determining the 50 per cent requirement 
of subparagraph (2); 


(4) that if the taxes due, plus interest, are not paid by 
the heir-at-law, assignee or devisee or if payment is not 
postponed during the life of a surviving spouse, such 
taxes and interest shall be recovered from the estate of 
the owner; and 


(5) that any joint owner or mortgagee holding a mort- 
gage on such property has given written prior approval 
for such agreement, which shall be made a part of such 
agreement. 


(b) In the case of each tax deferral and recovery agree- 
ment entered into between the board of assessors of the 
city of Boston and the owner or owners of such real prop- 
erty, said board of assessors shall forthwith cause to be 
recorded in the registry of deeds of the county or district 
in which the city or town is situated a statement of their 
action which shall constitute a lien upon the land covered 
by such agreement for such taxes as have been assessed 
under the provisions of this chapter, plus interest as here- 
inafter provided. A lien filed pursuant to this act shall be 
subsequent to any liens securing a reverse mortgage, ex- 
cepting shared appreciation instruments. The statement 
shall name the owner or owners and shall include a de- 
scription of the land adequate for identification. Unless 
such a statement is recorded the lien shall not be effective 
with respect to a bona fide purchaser or other transferee 
without actual knowledge of such lien. The filing fee for 
such statement shall be paid by the City of Boston and 
shall be added to and become a part of the taxes due. 


(c) In addition to the remedies provided by this act, 
the recorded statement of the assessors provided for in 
this clause shall have the same force and effect as a valid 
taking for nonpayment of taxes pursuant to section 53 of 
chapter 60 of the General Laws, provided that: 


(1) interest shall accrue at the rate provided in this act 
until the conveyance of the property or the death of the 
person whose taxes have been deferred, after which time 
interest shall accrue at the rate provided in section 62 of 
said chapter 60; 


(2) no assignment of the City of Boston’s interest under 
this clause may be made pursuant to section 52 of said 
chapter 60; and 


(3) no petition under section 65 of chapter 60 to fore- 
close the lien may be filed before the expiration of 6 
months from the conveyance of the property or the death 
of the person whose taxes have been deferred. 


SECTION 4. This act shall take effect on July 1, 2015. 


SECTION 5. The authority to grant a deferral under 
this act shall expire on June 30, 2017 unless extended by 
a vote of the City of Boston City Council and approval 
of the Mayor.

Section 1. CBC Chapter XVI, Section 16-12.38A is 
hereby amended in Section 16-12.38A.5 by striking the 
first paragraph and replacing it with the following: 


16-12.38A.5. Limited used of EPAMDs for Seniors 
and Disabled Persons for Mobility Purposes. An EPAMD 
may be used and operated on public property in the City 
of Boston, provided such EPAMD is used and/or oper- 
ated by a person 70 or more years of age or a person dis- 
abled for mobility purposes. If the user and/or operator of 
the EPAMD is disabled for mobility purposes, they shall 
comply with the requirements set forth in this section. 


Section 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon pas- 
sage.

ORDINANCE REGARDING DIESEL EMISSIONS 
REDUCTION IN CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET 
NO. 1529) 


Councilors MURPHY, JACKSON, FLAHERTY, 
LINEHAN, MCCARTHY, PRESSLEY, WU, YANCEY, 
ZAKIM and LAMATTINA offered the following: 


WHEREAS, The City of Boston is committed to en- 
suring the health, safety and well-being of its residents; 


and 

WHEREAS, In order to protect air quality throughout 
the community, the City must control the emission of air 
pollutants; and 

WHEREAS, Air pollution has deleterious effects on 
human health, animal life, urban agriculture, personal 
property and limits citizen activities out in the commu- 
nity; and 

WHEREAS, The rate of asthma in North Dorchester, 
Mattapan, Roslindale, Roxbury, the South End, and West 
Roxbury exceed the citywide adult average, demonstrat- 
ing that asthma is an epidemic throughout the City of 
Boston regardless of neighborhood; and ‘ 

WHEREAS, Our most vulnerable citizens - the elderly 
and children - are particularly sensitive to the health ef- 
fects of air pollution such as diesel emissions, including 
those with existing heart or lung disease; and 

WHEREAS, Particulate matter pollution in diesel ex- 
haust poses a clear and present health risk. contributing 
to 21,000 premature deaths each year across the nation, 
as well as myriad health impacts such as asthma attacks, 
heart attacks and stroke; and 

WHEREAS, In the City of Boston, pollution from 
construction equipment is of particular concern as nearly 
40 percent of particulate matter emissions from mobile 
sources in New England come from non-road diesel en- 
gines; and 

WHEREAS, In an effort to substantially reduce pollu- 
tion exposure for Boston residents, construction sites will 
be required to meet the most stringent particulate matter 
emissions standards by employing older equipment that 
has been retrofitted, or using new equipment that meets 
current standards for particulate matter; and 

WHEREAS, The Boston City Council continues to 
have a vital interest in reducing diesel fuel emissions to 
improve the air quality for all City of Boston residents, 
NOW THEREFORE 


Be It ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 
Section 1. 


CBC Chapter VII is hereby amended by inserting after 
7-2.1 the following new sections: 


CBC 7-2.2 Diesel Emissions Reductions 


(a) Purpose. The purpose of this ordinance is to mini- 
mize the public health risks associated with exposure to 
diesel particulate matter emissions by establishing re- 
quirements relating to the use of ultra-low sulfur diesel 
fuel and diesel emissions control technology by non-road 
and on-road diesel vehicles used in City construction 
projects, and by City owned, leased contracted or oper- 
ated diesel vehicles. 


(b) Definitions. When used in this section, unless a 
contrary intention clearly appears, the following terms 
shall have the following meaning: 


Contract means a contract with the City or sub-con- 
tract thereunder. 


Diesel emissions control technology means technol- 
ogy or equipment on the current Verified Retrofit Tech- 
nologies List for the United States Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) or California Air Resources Board 
(CARB), which is installed and operated according to 
the conditions of the verification level for diesel emission 
control strategies that is applicable to the particular en- 
gine and application. Such technology should not result 
in net increase in nitrogen oxides, particulate matter, or 
black carbon. 


Non-road engine means an internal combustion en- 
gine, including the fuel system, operating on diesel fuel 
not used in a motor vehicle or a vehicle used solely for 
competition or that is not a stationary source, except that 
this term shall apply to internal combustion engines used 
to power generators, compressors or similar equipment 
used in any construction project. 


Non-road vehicle means a vehicle that is powered by 
a non-road diesel engine fifty horsepower or greater and 
that is not a motor vehicle or vehicle used solely for com- 
petition, which shall include, but not limited to, backhoes, 
bulldozers, compressors, cranes, excavators, generators, 
and similar equipment, including stationary equipment; 
non-road vehicles do not include locomotives or marine 
vessels. 


On-road vehicle means any self-propelled vehicle de- 
signed for transporting persons or property on a street or 
highway that operates on diesel fuel and that is a gross 
vehicle weight rating of 14,000 pounds or more. 


Ultra low sulfur diesel fuel means diesel fuel that has 
a sulfur content of no more than fifteen parts per million. 


(c) City Owned, Leased, or Operated Vehicles. All 
diesel-powered on-road a nd non-road vehicles owned, 
leased, or operated by the city of Boston shall: 


i. Be powered by ultra-low-sulfur diesel fuel; 
ii. Limit unnecessary idling to five minutes; 


iii. Meet EPA emissions standards for new vehicles 
in effect in 2007 or later for their respective classes of 
vehicle or have diesel emission control technology that 
removes at least 20 percent of particulates from the ex- 
haust stream; 


iv. Create and maintain a diesel fleet inventory. 


Notwithstanding the requirements of (c) iii, the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, in consultation with the Air 
Pollution Control Commission, may determine, if sup- 
ported by data concerning annual vehicle usage, fuel con- 
sumption, and emission rates, that it is more cost effec- 
tive to withhold diesel emission control technology from 
certain vehicles and install higher-yield diesel emission 
control equipment on other vehicles. Technology installa- 
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tion shall follow such a determination in order to achieve 
a higher total emission reduction. Vehicles receiving 
higher-yield emission control technology and vehicles re- 
ceiving none on this basis shall be specifically identified 
in the annual report required by (f) ii. 


All diesel-powered on-road and off-road vehicles 
owned, leased, or operated by the City of Boston shall 
meet this requirement by December 31, 2017. 


Exemptions: 


The following are exempt from the requirements in this 
article: 


i. Diesel-powered vehicles in operation for fewer than 
100 hours a year; 


ii. Vehicles to be sold, surplused, or removed from 
service before December 31,2017, as determined by the 
Director of Central Fleet Management; and 


iii. Vehicles identified in a cost-effectiveness determi- 
nation. 


iv. Vehicles identified as emergency vehicles 


(d) City Contracted Vehicles. All diesel-powered on- 
road and non-road vehicles contracted by the City of Bos- 
ton shall: 


i. Be powered by ultra-low-sulfur diesel fuel; 
ii. Limit unnecessary idling to five minutes; and 


iii, Meet EPA emissions standards for new vehicles in 
effect in 2007 or later for their respective classes of ve- 
hicles or have diesel emission control technology that re- 
moves at least 85 percent of particulates from the exhaust 
stream. Such technology shall not result in a net increase 
in nitrogen oxides, particulate matter, or black carbon. An 
independent study ofthe effectiveness of diesel emissions 
control technology shall be completewithin five years of 
the effective date of this ordinance. 


iv. All diesel-powered on-road and off-road vehicles 
contracted by the City of Boston shall meet this require- 
ment by December 31, 2017. 


v. Any grant by the City of Boston of public monies to 
fund in whole or in part construction activity, and any so- 
licitation for a public works contract with the City of Bos- 
ton, and any contract entered into as a result of such solic- 
itation, shall include specifications that the contractor and 
all subcontractors shall not operate any diesel non-road 
vehicle or engine oron-road vehicle in the performance of 
such public works contract unless that vehicle complies 
with the provisions in section (qd). 


vi. In no case shall equipment not meeting EPA’s Tier 
2 non-road emission standards (40 C.ER. Parts 9,69, et 
al.) be allowed on sites subject to this ordinance. Job sites 
must include staging areas for loading and unloading 
materials away from air intakes and operable openings of 
adjacent buildings 


Diesel-powered vehicles or equipment that are con- 
tracted or sub-contracted where the total estimated cost of 
such contract or sub-contract is equal to or less than five 
hundred thousand dollars ($500,000.00) are exempt from 
the provisions of subsection (d). 


(e) Implementation. The Air Pollution Control Com- 
mission shall: 


i. Issue guidance to all City of Boston departments and 
agencies for implementing the requirements of this sec- 
tion; 


ii. Issue an annual report on the overall progress of 
implementation to the Mayor and City Council; and 


iii. Conduct random inspections to ensure full compli- 
ance with these requirements. If any vehicles or equip- 
ment is found to be non-compliant, the contractor must 
remove or retrofit this vehicle or equipment within 24 
hours or be subject to liquidated damages in section (g) 
until that vehicle or equipment is removed from the proj- 
ect site. 


iv. Notwithstanding other paragraphs of this section, 
the Air Pollution Control Commission may participate in 
or offer grant programs to assist owners of diesel vehicles 
and equipment in reducing emissions from their vehicles. 


(f) Applicability. If any provision of this section im- 
poses greater restrictions or obligations than those im- 
posed by any other general law, special law, regulation, 
rule, ordinance, by-law, order, or policy then provisions 
of this section control. 


(g) Enforcement. In the event of a violation of any pro- 
vision of this chapter: 


i. The contractor shall be liable to pay the City liquidat- 
ed damages in the amount of up to five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00) for each violation, with each piece of non- 
complying equipment and each day of noncompliance be- 
ing a separate violation. Said liquidated damages are not 
imposed as a penalty but as an estimate of the damages 
that the City will sustain from delay in completion of the 
work, as well as resultant damages to the public health of 
its citizens, which damages by their nature are not capable 
of precise proof. The City may withhold and deduct from 
monies otherwise due the contractor the amount of the 
liquidated damages due to the city. 


ii. No contractor shall make false statement or claim 
with respect to any matter material to compliance with 
the provisions of this chapter to the City. Any contrac- 
tor making a false statement shall pay the City liquidated 
damages in the amount of up to ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00) for each statement. 


iii. In the event that a retrofit technology is removed 
or swapped onto another vehicle or piece of equipment, 
the contractor in violation shall pay to the City liquidated 
damages not to exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) 
for each vehicle and piece of non-complying equipment. 


(h) Severability If any provision of this section is to 
be held invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction then 
such provision should be considered separately and apart 
from the remaining provisions, which shall remain in full 
force and effect. 


(i) Effective Date The provisions of this section are ef- 
fective immediately upon passage.

Councilors PRESSLEY, O’MALLEY, WU, YANCEY, 
JACKSON and MCCARTHY offered the following: 


WHEREAS, More than 11,000 (20%) of Boston Public 
School’s (BPS) students have learning, developmental, 
physical disabilities, or mental health diagnoses that re- 
quire federally mandated special education services via 
Individualized Education Plans, in the state-mandated 
least restrictive environment; and 

WHEREAS, Approximately 4,500 of these students 
are between the ages of 14 and 22; and 

WHEREAS, The transition from high school to post- 
secondary schooling, employment, or living is a critical 


juncture for every student; and 

WHEREAS, For students with disabilities, extra plan- 
ning Illay be required to develop and prepare for the opti- 
mal transition whether it be further education, vocational 
skills, independent living, employment, etc.; and 

WIIEREAS, For undocumented immigrant students 
with disabilities, transition planning creates additional 
challenges that require attention; and 

WHEREAS, State Law (MGL Chapter 71B, Section 
2) requires that “beginning age 14yr sooner if detennined 
appropriate by an individualized education program team, 
school age children with disabilities shall be entitled to 
transition services and measurable postsecondary goals, 
as provided under the federal Individual Disabilities with 
Education Act, 20 USC sec. 1400, et sec.’”’; and 

WHEREAS, We need to ensure that BPS and the State, 
with the support of community and business partners, are 
developing school-based and district-wide programs to 
support effective transitions including provision of em- 
ployment and life skills, supported employment, college 
readiness and application support, mcntoring, and accu- 
rate information and support to undocumented immigrant 
youth. THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to identify solutions 
to ensure equitable transitions of BPS youth receiving 
special education services: and that representatives from 
the Boston Public Schools. Office of New Bostonians, 
SpedPac, and the National Alliance on Mental lliness, 
along with other interested parties be invited to partici- 
pate. 

Referred to the Committee on Education. 


RESOLUTION THAT CITY COUNCIL SUPPORT 
MAINTAINING ADJUSTMENT OF STATE’S 
GAS TAX BASED ON CONSUMER PRICE IN- 
DEX IN ORDER TO PROVIDE FUNDING TO 
MAKE NECESSARY IMPROVEMENTS TO 
ROADS AND BRIDGES LOCATED IN CITY OF 
BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 1609) 


Councilors MCCARTHY, JACKSON, LINEHAN, 
BAKER, CIOMMO, PRESSLEY, WU, YANCEY and 
ZAKIM offered the following: 


WHEREAS, According to the Federal Highway Ad- 
ministration, 53% of all bridges in the state are structur- 
ally deficient or functionally obsolete. Boston is dispro- 
portionately impacted as 51 bridges in the City of Boston 
are structurally deficient, as reported by MassDOT. The 
deteriorating condition of the city’s roadways and bridges 
is a major public safety concern for the City of Boston 
and its residents; and, 

WHEREAS, The state legislature enacted Chapter 46 
of the Acts of 2013, The Transportation Finance Act, in 
order to address transportation needs and improvements. 
The Transportation Finance Act requires funding for 
transportation financing including road and bridge proj- 
ects. The Transportation Finance Act would also provide 
funding for transit improvements including replacement 
of aging Red and Orange line trains; and, 

WHEREAS, In order to provided funding source 
for transportation needs and improvement projects, the 
Transportation Finance ACI requires that the state’s gaso- 
line tax be adjusted every year by the percentage change 
in the Consumer Price Index over the preceding year, but 
not be adjusted below 21.5 cents per galion; and, 

WHEREAS, Having sufficient funding is essential to 
make the necessary improvements to bridges, roadways, 
and transit improvements in the city. The Transporta- 
tion Finance Act is projected to raise an average of $600 
million per year for the next five years. The Transporta- 
tion Finance Commission in its 2007 report found that 
the estimated cost to maintain our current transportation 
system, without any new or necessary expansions, would 
cost $15 billion to $20 billion over the next 20 years; and, 

WHEREAS, According to a 2013 progress report of 
the Transportation Finance Act issued by Transportation 
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for Massachusetts, if the ballot initiative to eliminate the 
requirement that the state’s gas tax be adjusted annually 
based on the Consumer Price Index is successful, the 
state may lose up to one billion dollars in transportation 
investments over the next ten years: such a loss in rev- 
enue would jeopardize many transportation improvement 
projects in the City of Boston, including improvements to 
roads, bridges, and transit systems. Therefore be it 

RESOLVED, That the Boston City Council supports 
maintaining the adjustment of the state’s gas tax based on 
the Consumer Price Index in order to provide funding to 
make necessary improvements to the roads and bridges 
located in the City of Boston as well as other transporta- 
tion needs by opposing Question | which would eliminate 
the gas tax indexing. 

On motion of Councilor MCCARTHY, the rules 
were suspended; the resolution was adopted. 


ORDER FOR HEARING REGARDING MIXED USE 
DEVELOPMENT PROPOSALS FOR BOSTON 
PUBLIC BRANCH LIBRARIES (DOCKET NO. 
1610)

PHY, O’MALLEY, ZAKIM, PRESSLEY, YANCEY, 
CIOMMO and MCCARTHY offered the following: 


WHEREAS: Some of the libraries in the City of Bos- 
ton ore struggling financially and need major upgrades 
and improvements; and 

WHEREAS: Integrating a mix of uses with our librar- 
ies may offer solutions to the many issues currently facing 
our libraries; and 

WHEREAS: Mixed-use buildings offer libraries a 
chance to be more integrated into the communities that 
house them; and 

WHEREAS: Mixed-use development will allow for 
the expansion of the use of library buildings to drive more 
generation of revenue; and 

WHEREAS: Libraries continue to evolve into centers 
of community gathering and learning; and 

WHEREAS: Mixed use libraries propose the potential 
benefits of sharing space with other entities to help meet 
the needs of community residents; and 

WHEREAS: Mixed use libraries represent the oppor- 
tunity for keeping the local library a vibrant and relevant 
part of the community; THEREFORE, BE IT 

ORDERED: That the appropriate committee in the 
Boston City Council conduct a hearing to explore the 
possibility of renovating and rebuilding libraries in the 
City of Boston as mixed-use opportunities in an effort to 
increase visibility and access and generate revenue.

ORDER FOR HEARING TO EXAMINE RESPONSE 
PLANS AND PROCEDURES IN CITY OF BOS- 
TON REGARDING EBOLA VIRUS (DOCKET 
NO. 1611) 


Councilors YANCEY, JACKSON and PRESSLEY of- 
fered the following: 


WHEREAS, On September 30, 2014, the Centers for 
Disease Control (“CDC”) confirmed the first laboratory 
case ofEbola in the United States in an individual who 
had traveled to Dallas, Texas from West Africa. The indi- 
vidual sought medical care at Texas Presbyterian Hospital 
of Dallas after developing symptoms. The medical facil- 
ity isolated the patient and local public health officials 
identified all close contacts of the person for daily moni- 
toring. The Patient died on October 8, 2014; and, 

WHEREAS, There is no known cure for the Ebola 
virus. Two direct care-givers (registered nurses) are the 
only known people in the United States currently infected 
with this virus; and, 

WHEREAS, According to the CDC, medical and pub- 


lic health professionals across the country have been pre- 
paring response protocols to Ebola cases. The CDC sent 
public health officials to Dallas to provide support with 
contact tracing and response. The CDC officials also pro- 
vided assistance in the following areas: infection control; 
Ebola virus control and infectious diseases; laboratory 
science; personal protective equipment; hospital epidemi- 
ology; and, workplace safety; and, 

WHEREAS. The CDC has provided training oportu- 
nities for healthcare providers. Ebola is spread through 
direct contact. Healthcare providers caring for Ebola pa- 
tients and family in close contact with Ebola patients pose 
the highest risk of contracting the virus; and, 

WHEREAS, The City of Boston is a largely populated 
urban area with a major international airport and a large 
number of tourists; therefore, it is imperative that the city 
have processes and procedures in place to manage an 
Ebola virus case. The City of Boston should have guide- 
lines for persons in hospitals and healthcare senings as 
well as the general public. The City of Boston should have 
procedures and policies in place in handling the Ebola 
virus in order to reduce the risk to health care personnel 
including protective equipment; oversight and monitor- 
ing; enhanced training; and response plans. 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT ORDERED, That the ap- 
propriate committee of the Boston City Council holds a 
hearing to examine the procedures used by first respond- 
ers and health care professionals when dealing with a po- 
tential case or confirmed case of the Ebola virus in the 
City of Boston. Representatives from the Boston Public 
Health Commission, public safety personnel, and other 
interested parties shall be invited to attend. 

Referred to the Committee on Public Safety. 


RESOLUTION THAT BOSTON CITY COUNCIL SUP- 
PORT USE OF BONA FIDE EMPLOYEES OF 
TRASH COLLECTION COMPANIES WITHIN 
CITY OF BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 1612) 


Councilors JACKSON, BAKER, MCCARTHY, 
MURPHY, O’MALLEY, PRESSLEY, WU, YANCEY, 
ZAKIM, CIOMMO and LINEHAN offered the follow- 
ing: 


WHEREAS: The City currently contracts with trash 
companies for trash collection within the City of Boston 
namely Capitol Waste Inc. and Sunrise Scavenger; and 

WHEREAS: The trash companies who are contracted 
with the City have collective bargaining agreements with 
Teamsters Local 25; and 

WHEREAS: The trash companies use temporary em- 
ployees provided by agencies rather than bona fide em- 
ployees for the collection of trash within the City of Bos- 
ton on a regular basis; and 

WHEREAS: Such temporary employees used by the 
trash companies’ names and addresses are often unknown. 
There is no assurance of adequate training for temporary 
employees who are operating dangerous heavy machinery 
within the City of Boston. The temporary employees are 
not required to undergo a background check, and there is 
no assurance that the temporary agencies are complying 
with local, state and federal labor laws; and 

WHEREAS: The use of temporary employees by trash 
collection companies within the City of Boston is a public 
safety issue for the residents in the City. NOW THERE- 
FORE BEIT: 

THERE.FORE BE IT RESOLVED, The Boston City 
Council supports the use of bona fide employees of trash 
collection companies within the City of Boston and that 
Boston City Council recommends that trash companies 
within the City of Boston use bona fide employees for the 
collection of trash with in the City..

Foundation in memory of her son, fallen Fire Fighter 
Michael R. Kennedy; and 

WHEREAS, The Last Call Foundation launched on 
September 26, 2014 to support the health and safety of 
Boston Fire Fighters; and 

WHEREAS, The goal of the Last Call Foundation in- 
clude: developing technology to create lightweight fire- 
resistant hoses; installing commerciai washing machines 
that remove toxins from a fire fighter’s clothing in all fire 
houses; and purchasing a new “canteen truck” for the all- 
volunteer Boston Sparks Association, which provides its 
services free of charge; THEREFORE BE IT 

ORDERED, That the appropriate committee of the 
Boston City Council hold a hearing to discuss how the 
Council and the community can support both the efforts 
of the Last Call Foundation and the safety of our Boston 
Fire Fighters; and that Kathy Crosby Bell, as well as rep- 
resentatives of the Boston Fire Department, Fire Fighters 
Local 718, and the Professional Fire Fighters of Massa- 
chusetts, along with other interested parties, be invited to 
testify.

AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE 
REGISTRATION AND LICENSING OF DOGS 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION I: Chapter 2 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances, Section 4.1 is hereby amended by striking the 
term “Dog Officer” and inserting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing: Animal Control Officer 


SECTION 2: Chapter II of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances, Section 10.2 is hereby amended by striking the 
term “Dog Officer” throughout and inserting in place 
thereof the following: Animal Control Officer 


SECTION 3: Chapter 14 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances, Section 5 is hereby amended by striking the term 
“Dog Officer” and inserting in place thereof the follow- 
ing: Duty of Animal Control Officer. 


SECTION 4: Chapter 14 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances, Section 5.1 is hereby amended by striking the 
several references to “Dog Officer” and inserting in place 
thereof: Animal Control Officer 


SECTION 5: Chapter 16 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended by striking all references in the 
Chapter to “vicious dog” and “dangerous or vicious dog” 
and inserting in place thereof the following: dangerous 
dog 


SECTION 6: Chapter 16 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended further by striking all refer- 
ences in the Chapter to “vicious dogs” and “dangerous or 
vicious dogs” and inserting in place thereof the following: 
dangerous dogs 


SECTION 7: Chapter 16 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended by striking out Section 1.9A 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 


16-1.9A Fines for Violation. 


Violations of subsection 16-1.9 shall be punished as 
follows: 
a. For the first offense in a calendar year- a warning 
notice to the dog owner. 


b. For the second offense in a calendar year- a fine 
of fifty dollars ($50.00). 


C. For the third offense in a calendar year- a fine of 
sixty dollars ($60.00). 


d. For the fourth and each subsequent offense in 
a calendar year a fine of one hundred dollars 
($100). 


SECTION 8: Chapter 16 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended by striking out Section 1.9B 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 


16-1.9B.1 Definitions. 


As used in these sections, the following words shall, 
unless the context clearly requires otherwise, have the fol- 
lowing meanings: 


Owner or Keeper of a dangerous dog means an individ- 
ual who is the registered owner, as well as an individual 
who keeps, harbors, or possesses a dangerous dog. 


Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Control 
Unit means the person charged with the responsibility of 
handling dog complaints in the City of Boston. 


16-1.9B.2 Dangerous Dogs. 


a) A person may file a complaint in writing to the 
Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Con- 
trol Unit of the Inspectional Services Department 
that a dog owned or kept in the City of Boston is 
a dangerous dog; provided, however that no dog 
shall be deemed dangerous: 


i. Solely based on growling or barking or solely 
growling and barking; 

ii. Based upon the breed of the dog; or 

ili. If the dog was reacting to another animal or to 


a person and the dog’s reaction was not grossly 
disproportionate to any of the following circum- 
stances: 


il The dog was protecting or defending itself, its 
offspring, another domestic animal or a person 
from attack or assault; 


2 The person who was attacked or threatened by 
the dog was committing a crime upon the person 
or property of the owner or keeper of the dog; 


ay. The person attacked or threatened by the dog 
was engaged in teasing, tormenting, battering, 
assaulting, injuring, or otherwise provoking the 
dog; or 


4. At the time of the attack or threat, the person or 
animal that was attacked or threatened by the dog 
had breached an enclosure or structure in which 
the dog was kept apart from the public and such 
person or animal was not authorized by the own- 
er of the premises to be within such enclosure 
including, but not limited to, a gated fenced-in 
area if the gate was closed, whether locked or 
unlocked; provided, however that if a person is 
under the age of 7, it shall be a rebuttable pre- 
sumption that such person was not committing a 
crime, provoking the dog, or trespassing. 
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The Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Con- 
trol Unit shall investigate or cause the investigation of 
the complaint, including an examination under oath of 
the complainant at a public hearing to determine whether 
the dog is a dangerous dog. Based on credible evidence 
and - testimony present at the public hearing, the hearing 
authority shall: 


ik If the dog is complained of as a dangerous dog: 
a. Dismiss the complaint; 

b. Deem the dog a nuisance dog; or 

Cc. Deem the dog a dangerous dog. 


If the Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Con- 
trol Unit deems a dog a dangerous dog, the hearing au- 
thority shall order 1 or more of the following: 


if Spay or neutering 
13 Microchip Identification 
ili. Behavior Training. 


Pursuant to M.G.L. c. 140 Section 157 (c), the Hearing 
Authority of the Animal Care and Control Unit shall nei- 
ther issue an order directing that a dog deemed dangerous 
shall be removed from the City of Boston, nor regulate 
dogs in a manner that is specific to breed. 


b) Once a dog has been deemed dangerous by the 
Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Con- 
trol Unit of the Inspectional Services Depart- 
ment, while on the owner’s or keeper’s property, 
said dangerous dog must be securely confined 
indoors or in a securely enclosed and locked pen 
or structure of a type meeting standards estab- 
lished by the Hearing Authority of the Animal 
Care and Control Unit, suitable to prevent the 
entry of young children, and designed to prevent 
the animal from escaping. Such pen or structure 
must have a minimum dimension of five feet (5’) 
by ten feet (10’) and must be securely enclosed. 
If it has no bottom secured to the sides, the sides 
must be imbedded in the ground no less than two 
feet (2’). The enclosure must also provide protec- 
tion from the elements for the dog. 


The owner or keeper shall display a sign or signs 
on his or her premises facing out from all sides 
of the premises warning that there is a danger- 
ous dog on the property and location and design 
of which shall be detennined by the Hearing Au- 
thority of the Animal Care and Control Unit. This 
sign should be visible and capable of being read 
from a public way or within twenty (20’) feet of 
its placement. In addition, the owner shall con- 
spicuously display a sign with a symbol warning 
those who cannot read of the presence of a dan- 
gerous dog. 


The Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and 
Control Unit may permit a dangerous dog to 
be off the owner’s or keeper’s premises if it is 
muzzled and restrained by a leash or chain ap- 
proved by the Hearing Authority of the Animal 
Care and Control Unit not exceeding three feet 
(3’) in length and, is under the control of an adult, 
able-bodied person. The muzzle must be made in 
a manner that will not cause injury to the dog or 
interfere with its vision or respiration, but must 
prevent it from biting any person or animal. No 
dog designated as dangerous shall be permitted 


at public festivals, carnivals, parades, or similar 
events, without an event specific waiver from the 
Hearing Authority of the Animal Care and Con- 
trol Unit. 


The provisions of this section regarding danger- 
ous dogs shall not apply to animals owned by law 
enforcement agencies and used for law enforce- 
ment purposes. 


c) The owner or keeper of any dangerous dog who 
fails to comply with the requirements set forth 
in paragraph (b) shall be subject to a fine of five 
hundred dollars ($500) for a first offense, a fine 
of one thousand dollars ($1000) for any subse- 
quent offenses, and all provisions set forth in 
M.G.L. ¢ 140, §157(h). 


d) Each day there exists a violation of any of the 
provisions of this section shall constitute and be 
punishable as a separate offense. 


e) A dog shall not be considered legally licensed, 
pursuant to M.G.L. c. 140, §§ 137, 147, unless 
the owner is in full compliance with this section. 


f) Compliance with the requirements of this section 
shall not be a defense to an order to euthanize a 
dangerous dog pursuant to M.G.L. c. 140, § 157. 


g) The City of Boston Animal Control Officer shall 
be required to record the breed of any dog quar- 
antined because of biting a human being or other 
animal. On October | st of each year the Animal 
Control Officer shall deliver to members of the 
City Council a report on the breeds of dogs that 
have bitten human beings or other animals during 
the previous year. 


SECTION 9: Chapter 16 of the City of Boston Ordi- 
nances is hereby amended by striking out Section 


1.9C and inserting in place thereof the following: 
16-1.9C Dog Registration and Licensing. 


All the powers and duties associated with dog registra- 
tion and licensing in the City of Boston pursuant to G.L. 
c. 140 heretofore exercised by the Property Management 
Department are hereby transferred to the Animal Care 
and Control Unit of the Inspectional Services Depart- 
ment. The following positions in the Inspectional Ser- 
vices Department and the Property Management Depart- 
ment shall be reclassified or transferred to and within the 
Inspectional Services Department: the incumbent Execu- 
tive Assistant responsible for Animal Control in the Prop- 
erty Management Department shall be reclassified to the 
position of Executive Assistant (Director of Animal Care 
and Control) of the Inspectional Services Department;

Animal Control Officer to the Inspectional Services De- 
partment; the incumbent Administrative Assistant in the 
Animal Control Unit of the Property Management De- 
partment shall be transferred to the Inspectional Services 
Department to the position of Administrative Assistant 
(Animal Care and Control). Each of the aforementioned 
positions and each subject employee who immediately 
prior to such transfer or reclassification held an office or 
position subject to Civil Service Laws and Rules shall be 
appointed without examination or registration and shall 
upon such appointment retain all rights to retirement with 
pension that shall or would have accrued, and each such 
employee’s service shall be deemed to be continuous to 
the same extent as if this transfer or reclassification had 
not taken place. 


Pursuant to M.G.L. c. 140, §137, all dogs six (6) 
months of age and older in the City of Boston must be

I return herewith disapproved Docket No. 1471, an 
Ordinance Amending City of Boston Code, Ordinances, 
Chapter 2-8.1, Salary of City Councillors. The reason for 
my disapproval is the need for further independent analy- 
sis. 

The City Council is a vital partner in City Government 
and its members deserve some upward salary adjustment. 
However, more analysis is needed for such adjustment. 
The system presently in place requires the Compensation 
Advisory Board to make recommendations, and without 
those recommendations, the City Council is put in the un- 
comfortable position of having to decide such a nunlber 
for itself. 

The Compensation Advisory Board was dormant for 
a period of years until its report in 2013, but that report 
did not advise on appropriate compensation for the City 
Council. I believe that this body should be reconstituted. 


All current members are in hold-over status. I will be ap- 
pointing five individuals with a mandate to make recom- 
mendations within ninety days for how the salaries of 
Councillors and other city officials outside collective bar- 
gaining units should be adjusted. This would help to spare 
the City Council the uncomfortable position of having to 
justify its own salary increases. 

I believe that this methodology to addressing the im- 
portant questions raised by the City Council will better 
allow us to continue our strong partnership in serving the 
people of Boston.

WHERAS, The basis for this policy is unclear as the 
number of in-school arrests has dropped from 462 dur- 
ing the 2005-2006 academic year to 153 during the 2013-

WHERAS, The physical effects of pepper spray are 
serious and can be life-threatening, including physical ef- 
fects such as: immediate inflammation and ‘Swelling of 
the throat, a reflexive reaction that constricts the size of 
the airway and limits the amount of oxygen entering the 
lungs, creating an especially dangerous situation for chil- 
dren with asthma, and tingling and occasional blistering 
of the skin; and 

WHERAS, Depending on the brand, pepper spray may 
contain water, alcohols, or organic solvents; nitrogen, car- 
bon dioxide, or halogenated hydrocarbon propellants; and 
inhalation of high doses of some of these chemicals can 
produce adverse cardiac, respiratory, and neurologic ef- 
fects, including arrhythnlias and sudden death; and 

WHERAS, Asthma rates have increased nationwide 
with Massachusetts among the highest asthma rates in the 
US, and asthma rates are higher in minority, low-income, 
and urban populations, thus increasing the probability of 
adverse health effects; and 

WHERAS, Said pepper spray policy will likely cause 
BPS and the City to incur additional costs, including 
but not limited to the following: purchasing of pepper 
spray and other supplies, training, medical care, harms to 
students, and increased litigation; and 

WHERAS, It is imperative that the Boston City Coun- 
cil ensures that promotion of a safe, welcoming, and 
supportive learning environment is the primary concern 
when considering school policies; and,

DISAPPROVING ORDINANCE CREATING COM- 
MISSION ON STATUS OF BLACK MEN AND 
BOYS IN BOSTON (DOCKET NO. 1729)

Dear Councilors: 


I return herewith disapproved Docket No. 0389, an Or- 
dinance amending Chapter XV of the City Code by Cre- 
ating a Commission on Black and Latino Men and Boys. 
I recognize and share your commitment to the success 
of men of color in our community and commend your 
attention to this important mission. The reason for my 
disapproval is that the Ordinance, as written, is in ten- 
sion with a City Charter requirement that boards created 
by ordinance be appointed by the Mayor without confir- 
mation. Furthermore, the creation of such a commission 
within the Mayor’s Office would duplicate and complicate 
the efforts of the My Brother’s Keeper Boston Advisory 
Committee already underway within the Mayor’s Office. 


First, as a technical matter, I have been advised that 
the Ordinance’s requirement that appointments to the pro- 
posed commission be subject to confirmation by the City 
Council likely violates the provision of the St. 1909, c. 
486, s.9, that [a}111 heads of departments and members 
of municipal hoards ... shall be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council.” In light of that 
complication, disapproval is appropriate. 


Substantively, I do not seek a modification of the pro- 
posed Ordinance to create a new commission within the 
Mayor’s Office appointed by me alone because that would 
duplicate and complicate efforts that my administration is 
already engaged in through the creation of the My Broth- 
er’s Keeper Boston Advisory Committee. In connection 
with the White House My Brother’s Keeper Challenge, 
I launched the first meeting of the My Brother’s Keeper 
Boston Advisory Committee on September 11, 2014. 
Chaired by Felix G. Arroyo, Chief of Health and Human 
Services, and John Barros, Chief of Economic Develop- 
ment, the Advisory Committee has a shared goal of iden- 
tifying opportunities to eliminate barriers and obstacles 
for Black and Latino boys and young men to succeed. 
Specifically, the Advisory Committee is evaluating pro- 


gramming, policies, and practices of existing City agen- 
cies and forming focus areas within sub-committees with 
the intent to report specific recommendations to me fol- 
lowed by an action plan on how to address shortcomings 
and opportunties through goals and measurements. Youth 
have and will continue to be an active part ofthis process. 


The Advisory Committee shares the core commitments 
embodied in your proposed Ordinance. Like the proposed 
commission, the Advisory Panel is structured to continu- 
ally focus and inform the Mayor and other executive ac- 
tors on ways City Government can address the needs of, 
and create opportunities for, young men of color. The 
Advisory Committee has already begun this important 
work, and my administration is committed to supporting 
it, working with it, and learning from it. I respectfully dis- - 
approve Docket No. 0389 and welcome the opportunity 
to continue working with your Honorable Body and the 
My Brother’s Keeper Advisory Committee to serve and 
empower our young men of color.

Whereas, the Commission has determined that the 
highest and best use of portions of the remainder of the 
Campus is their redevelopment as a mixed-use affordable 
and market rate residential, office, and retail/commercial 
facility, and the Board of the Commission has approved 
the components thereof as follows: (a) the rehabilitation 
of the residential building at 860 Harrison A venue into 1 
02 units of affordable housing and ancillary office space, 
with financing which will include the low income hous- 
ing tax credit program and development under the provi- 
sions of M.G.L. Chapter 121A (“Harrison Tower’); (b) 
the construction of a new 26-story above grade tower to 
contain up to 211 residential units, of which 197 units 
will be market rate and 14 will be affordable as approved 
by the Boston Redevelopment Authority, and also to con-

2000, RESIDENTIAL EXEMPTION IN AMOUNT 
OF VALUE EQUAL TO THIRTY PERCENT (30%) 
OF AVERAGE ASSESSED VALUE OF ALL 
CLASS ONE-RESIDENTIAL PARCELS IN CITY 
OF BOSTON BE AND HEREBY IS APPROVED 
FOR FISCAL YEAR 2015 (DOCKET NO. 1746) 


Councilor LINEHAN offered the following: 


WHEREAS. the residents of Boston led the successful 
effort to amend our state Constitution to allow Classifica- 
tion for the purpose of taxation; and 

WHEREAS, Boston was again at the forefront of the 
Legislature’s enactment of Chapter 169 of the Acts of 
2007, providing further relief to residential taxpayers; and 

WHEREAS: since adoption of the Constitutional 
Amendment, this Council has established a policy of 
utilizing Classification to tax residential properties at the 
lowest level permitted by state statute; and 

WHEREAS. the Legislature enacted Chapter 403 of 
the Acts of 2000, the City’s home rule petition to increase 
the residential exemption to a maximum of thirty (30%) 
of the average assessed value of all Class One-Residential 
parcels in the City of Boston; and 

WHEREAS. the Classification policy, and the Coun- 
cil’s annual action to declare a residential exemption in 
the greatest amount permitted by the General Laws has 
resulted in substantial protection and substantial savings 
for both homeowners and tenants from the effects of re- 
valuation; and 

WHEREAS, action in this regard for Fiscal Year 2015 
must be taken prior to certification of the tax rate by the 
Department of Revenue; be it therefore 

ORDERED, That pursuant to the General Laws, Chap- 
ter 40, section 56, the residential factor in the City of Bos- 
ton for Fiscal Year 2015 shall be the minimum residential 
factor as determined by the Commissioner of Revenue 
pursuant to Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 58, 
Section 1A and; be it further 

ORDERED, That pursuant to Chapter 403 of the Acts 
of 2000, a residential exemption in the amount of value 
equal to thirty percent (30%) of the average assessed 
value of all Class One-Residential parcels in the City of 
Boston be, and hereby is, approved for Fiscal Year 2015. 
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Referred to the Committee on Ways and Means.

WHEREAS: The City’s planning process to develop 
such policies and strategies require an assessment of the 
extent to which the businesses that occupy the land in 
Boston are employing its residents at all levels of their 
operations; and

extent to which unions, that operate within the City of 
Boston and which control the placement of workers in the 
economy are placing Boston workers; and 

WHEREAS: The City of Boston has a responsihility 
not only to have policies that encourage the full employ- 
ment of Boston workers, but also to ensure that there are 
racial and gender balances in the employment of Boston 
workers; Therefore Be It 

ORDERED: That all businesses employing more than 
100 workers file a report each year stating the race, gen- 
der, number and percentage of Boston workers employed 
at each level of the company’s operation as well as the 
racial and” gender composition of the Boston workers at 
each level of the company’s operations; and Be It Further 

ORDERED: That all construction companies earning 
$100,000 or more through employment on City of Boston 
construction project and all construction companies par- 
ticipating in the construction of projects 100,000 square 
feet or more in Boston file a report each year stating the 
race, gender, number and percentage of Boston workers 
in the management and construction divisions of the com- 
pany; and Be It Further 

ORDERED: That all unions which control through 
contract the placement of workers in businesses within 
Boston, file a report each year stating the race, number 
and percentage of Boston workers in their unions and the 
race, gender, number, and percentage of Boston workers 
that they placed in Boston businesses the previous year. 

Referred to the Committee on Economic Develop- 
ment and Planning and Labor

LEAVE SENIORS BEHIND CAMPAIGN 
(DOCKET NO. 1792) 


Councilors YANCEY, WU, PRESSLEY, CIOMMO,

THY, O’MALLEY, ZAKIM and LINEHAN offered 
the following: 


WHEREAS: Contrary to widely held belief, many if 
not most seniors struggle to pay for their healthcare, since 
Medicare, while providing a foundation for healthcare, 
still exposes seniors to premium payments, deductibles 
and co-payments (averaging $467.00 a month) even when 
seniors receive meager incomes: and 

WHEREAS: People ages 65 and older, spend on aver- 
age of three times more of their income than those 64 and 


younger (15% of income as opposed to 5%); and 

WHEREAS: Medicare does not cover dental health, 
vision, hearing or podiatry, and seniors are likely to in- 
cur serious costs in addressing health concerns impacting 
these uncovered areas; and 

WHEREAS: The Massachusetts healthcare reform and 
Affordable Care Act modeled on it have made many gains 
in making healthcare affordable by expanding Medicaid 
and offering subsidies to people under the age of 65 who 
receive income up to 300% of the federal poverty line, 
but did not extend the same benefits to those aged 65 and 
over; and 

WHEREAS: Eleven states, including Alabama, Arizo- 
na, Mississippi, and our neighboring states of New York 
and Connecticut have expanded utilization of federal pro- 
grams designed to help make healthcare more affordable 
to seniors, but Massachusetts has not taken advantage of 
these opportunities provided by the U.S. Congress: and 

WHEREAS: The application process to obtain as- 
sistance with the out-of-pocket costs of Medicare or to 
qualify for MassHealth as a senior is so cumbersome and 
confusing that many seniors who are eligible for benefits 
in Massachusetts do not receive them; and 

WHEREAS: Assisting seniors to cover their onerous 
healthcare expenses will free them to expend more of 
their resources on purchases and activities in our city and 
thereby enjoy a richer life, while concurrently boosting 
the economic vitality of our community; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston City Council will review 
with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts ways in which 
to raise the qualifying level of assets to enable more se- 
niors to become eligible for MassHealth and thereby re- 
ceive comprehensive health coverage to include vision, 
hearing, dental, and podiatry; and 

WHEREAS: The Boston City Council will propose 
that the Commonwealth of Massachusetts simplify, 
streamline, and make more comprehensible the applica- 
tion process for assistance programs so as to ensure that 
the maximum number of seniors who are eligible for the 
programs become aware of them and able to successfully 
apply. Therefore Be It

I transmit herewith for your approval an order autho- 
rizing the City of Boston’s approval of an application to 
the Massachusetts Economic Assistance Coordinating 
Council for Certified Project status for 327-347 Summer 
Street, the LogMein Project, the renovation of a presently 
vacant fire-damaged building in the City of Boston In- 
novation District into an 117,000 square foot office build- 
ing located in the Crosstown/South Boston Economic 


Opportunity Area. The Order is also for approval of a Tax 
Increment Financing Plan, including as part thereof a Tax 
Increment Financing Agreement, for the LogMein Proj- 
ect. Such approval would allow the LogMein Project to 
receive annually a certain percentage of real estate taxes 
exempt for a thirteen year period. 

The LogMein Project is to be undertaken by LogMein, 
Inc. a computer technology company founded in Buda- 
pest, Hungary in 1998 with a present international head- 
quarters located at 320 Summer Street in Boston. The 
LogMein Project will create approximately 450 new pen- 
nanent full-time jobs with a commitment to also maintain 
LogMein’s current 350 permanent full-time jobs through 
the thirteen year term of the Tax Increment Financing 
Agreement. The career area categories for these jobs in- 
clude technical support, development, sales, marketing IT 
and administration, and LogMein will agree to make rea- 
sonable efforts to hire. City of Boston residents for these 
new podtions. Construction jobs will also be created, as 
the planned investment for the space is $37.7 million and 
will consist of complete enhancements to shell and core, 
interior build out, exterior hardscape, as well as new sig- 
nage and new security aad HVAC systems. 

The designation as a Certified Project and the Tax In- 
crement Financing Agreement are necessary to provide 
real estate tax relief to make tbe project fiancially feasible 
and to incentivize the expansion of LogMeln’s recent relo- 
cated Boston headquarters.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: An Act Relative to Certain Affordable Housing 
in the City of Boston.” 

Through this special act, the Boston Housing Authority 
seeks to participate in a redevelopment using state funds 
to revive the severely distressed Orient Heights public 
housing development. This redevelopment necessitates 
certain exemptions from the Commonwealth’s contract 
procurement and award laws. The exemptions will not 
contravene the legislative intent behind the affected pro- 
curement and public contract laws because the additional 
regulation and public oversight that accompanies the Bos- 
ton Housing Authority’s funding sources minimizes the 
risk of unfair competition and misuse of taxpayer funds. 
This special act will allow for a timely and cost-effective 
redevelopment. 

In addition, the proposed legislation provides that the 
state-funded public housing developed at Orient Heights 
may be owned, maintained and operated by an entity oth- 
er than a public housing authority, subject to the proper 


contractual requirements and land-use restrictions. This 
provision will support an ownership structure like that 
permitted by federal law, used in federal public housing 
redevelopments, and needed to secure private financing. 
Unlike federal law, state law does not expressly permit 
such an ownership structure, and thus this provision is 
needed for the redevelopment of the state-funded public 
housing at Orient Heights in order to secure private fi- 
nancing. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort 
to improve the affordable housing in the City of Boston.

Construction and development activity 
related to redevelopment by the Boston Housing Author- 
ity of the state-funded Orient Heights public housing 
project, or any part thereof, shall not be subject to any 
general or special law related to the procurement and 
award of contracts for the planning, design, construc- 
tion management, construction, reconstruction, installa- 
tion, demolition, maintenance, or repair of buildings by a 
public agency, but shall be subject to sections 26 to 27H, 
inclusive, of chapter 149 of the Generals Laws. Contracts 
for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, remodel- 
ing, or repair of any publicly-owned public works that 
service this project and would otherwise be subject to 
section 39M of chapter 30 of the General Laws shall be 
subject to said section 39M if the redevelopment of the 
project is funded, in part, by state or federal government 
low-income housing tax credit, grant or loan, or pursuant 
to the issuance of tax-exempt bonds authorized by general 
law. A conveyance of the project, whether by leasehold 
or fee estate, to an urban redevelopment corporation or- 
ganized under chapter 121A of the General Laws or to a 
nonprofit state and federally tax-exempt corporation orga- 
nized for the purpose of revitalizing the project, shall be 
subject to chapter 30B of the General Laws to the extent 
that the project is conveyed to an entity that is not owned, 
controlled, or managed by the Boston Housing Author- 
ity on the date of the conveyance. Subject to compliance 
with such requirements of chapter 30B of the General

same manner and to the same effect as if it were a hous- 
ing authority, subject to such regulatory waivers given by 
the department of housing and community development 
as may be necessary for securing financing.

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: An Act Relative to Certain Affordable Housing 
in the City of Boston.” 

Through this special act, the Boston Housing Author- 
ity seeks to participate in a redevelopment using federal 
funds to revive the severely distressed Whittier public 
housing development. This redevelopment necessitates 
certain exemptions from the Commonwealth’s contract 
procurement and award laws. Although there have been 
reforms to the state statutes regarding filed sub-bids under 
Ch. 149, the changes are insufficient to allow the BHA 
to move forward in a redevelopment effort of this kind. 
Without passage, the project must adhere to an extremely 
structured filed sub-bid process, with separate General 
Contractor and subcontractor selection. These exemp- 
tions will not compromise a fair and transparent process 
as the Boston Redevelopment Authority must still adhere 
to the stringent regulations of its public funding sources. 

The BHA has filed similar legislation for Bromley 
Heath, Mission Main, Orchard Gardens, Maverick Gar- 
dens, West Broadway Homes, and Old Colony, Washing- 
ton Beech, and Franklin Hill family developments. The 
residents of Whittier have been waiting for the same op- 
portunity the above-referenced developments have had. | 
urge your honorable body to support this special act so 
that we can make that a reality for them.

Construction and development activity 
related to redevelopment by the Boston Housing Author- 
ity of the federally-funded Whittier public housing proj- 
ect, or any part thereof, shall not be subject to any general 
or special law related to the procurement and award of 
contracts for the construction, reconstruction, installa- 
tion, demolition, maintenance, or repair of buildings by a 
public agency, but shall be subject to sections 26 to 27H, 
inclusive, of chapter 149 of the Generals Laws. Contracts 
for the construction, reconstruction, alteration, remodel- 


ing, or repair of any publicly owned public works that ser- 
vice this project and would otherwise be subject to section 
39M of chapter 30 of the General Laws shall be subject 
to said section 39M if the redevelopment of the project is 
funded in part by state or federal government low-income 
housing tax credit, grant, or loan, or pursuant to the issu- 
ance of tax-exempt bonds authorized by general law. A 
conveyance of the project, whether by leasehold or fee 
estate, to an urban redevelopment corporation organized 
under chapter 121A of the General Laws or to a nonprofit 
state and federally tax-exempt corporation organized for

I transmit herewith for your approval a home rule peti- 
tion to the General Court entitled “Petition for a Special 
Law Re: An Act Relative to Segregated Reserve Funds in 
the City of Boston.” 

This Home Rule Petition will relieve the City of Bos- 
ton and School Department from the unnecessary re- 
quirement of annually setting aside funds for extraordi- 
nary expenditures. State law currently requires the City 
of Boston to include in the appropriations for each fis- 
cal year as a segregated reserve fund a sum not less than 
two and one-half percent of the preceding year’s appro- 
priations for city and county departments, excluding the 
School Department. The School Department is separately 
required to appropriate no less than one per cent of the 
current fiscal year’s appropriations to its own segregated 
fund. Although the City of Boston and the School Depart- 
ment have been required to maintain these funds since 
1986, the funds have never been used for any purpose. 
The City of Boston is self-insured and fully capable of 
funding extraordinary expenditures without the need for 
these separate funds. 

This Home Rule Petition is necessary so that the City 
of Boston will no longer be forced to comply with the 
unnecessary administrative tasks required by maintaining 
these funds. 

I urge your Honorable Body to join me in this effort 
to ensure greater efficiency and control in the City of 
Boston’s appropriation and budget process.
